| tastes, education, temperament, na- 
| tionality, and degree of worldliness 
are united in pronouncing her 
|charms. A man can be a simpleton 
and love her; a man can be a 
scholar and love her. Yet there are 
some reasonable and knowledge- 
able people who despise her and, 
worse still, find her boring. 

This is Italian opera. The sub- 
ject of Italian opera seems to me 
to be one of general interest right 
at this moment because there has 
never been a time when so many 
people have had the opportunity to 
become acquainted with it. People 
in large cities and small villages 
are eagerly availing themselves of 
this opportunity. 

Opera is a live topic. In fact. all 
opera—lItalian, French, German, 
and to a certain extent Russian— 
is growing in popularity in our 
country. Quite different from thirty 
years ago, it has become favorite 
music with the younger as well as 
the older generation. 


MA\HE popularity may be observed 

by three indices: first. the box- 
office figures of our major opera 
companies and particularly the at- 
tendance record of the Metropolitan 
and the San Francisco operas; sec- 
ond, the growth of the opera work- 
shops in colleges and high schools, 
classes which devote themselves to 
the study and the performances of 
opera and which are now sufficient- 
ly numerous to exert real influence 
on parents as well as students; and 
third, and most general. the in- 
crease in sales of operatic record- 
ings. These recordings take two 
forms. complete recordings of op- 
era or highlights from the operas 
in less expensive versions. The re- 
corded repertoire has become amaz- 
ingly wide and in the case of the 
popular operas so duplicated as to 
give the finicky opera-lover a rather 
wide choice. 


The popular operas! This brings 


us right back to Italian opera. With 
the exception of Carmen and to a 
lesser degree Faust (which used to 
be the most popular opera but has 
now become a little out of fashion), 
the operas which satisfy the wants 
ci most audiences, which they hug 
longest to their hearts. and which 
sell best on records are the Italian 
operas.

discuss with you some of these op- 
eras. I should like to delve into 
their background, their plots, their 
music, and give you whatever other 
information may help you to gain 
a deeper enjoyment from them. 
But before doing so, opera by op- 
era, it may be useful to glance at 
Italian opera as a form of art and 
to try to determine why this music 
is perennially progressing, not only 
in Italy but also in non-Italian 
countries, why it is so generally 
a source of pleasure. 

Italian opera, a relatively recent 
art—it began about three centu- 
ries ago—has not only undergone 
changes but actually has possessed 
very different characteristics at dif- 
ferent stages. At one time the play 
Was important; at another the scen- 
ery; at another the star singer, who 
improvised and embroidered the 
melodies which the composer had 
sketched out. Only one character- 
istic has the lady possessed since 
birth: Italian opera was always a 
public art, designed for popularity, 
intended to entertain peopie who 
step up to the box office. It has 
never been an aristocratic art re- 
served for the few. In this respect 
Italian opera is more closely re- 
lated to the spoken theater than it 
is to other forms of music. 

We have only to bear in mind 
that French opera was at one time 
a court entertainment, a_ private 
amateur theatrical, or that Wagner, 
though he dedicated his work to 
the plain people. envisaged a the- 
ater for which people would not 
have to pay admission and to which 
they would come for moral better- 
ment as much as for entertainment. 
in order to see the validity of our 
definition of Italian opera as a box- 
office art. 


T is obvious that Italian opera 
stands and falls on its melodies, 
the rousing. moving, heartbreaking, 
soft, plaintive tunes that the singers 
sing. The Italians of the Seven- 
teenth Century were not content, 
however, with tunes. They wanted 
to have something worth while to 
look at. 

Amazing marvels of stagecraft 
were performed in that age, an 
age which was propitious to archi- 
tecture and conceived huge edifices, 
bold palaces, and along with them, 
hydraulic inventions and gadgets.

f youre an old Florida hand, 
you're already aware that Florida isn’t just one sunny spot on 
the map but practically a whole country of balmy resorts, each 
with its own atmosphere, mores and enthusiastic adherents, First- 
time visitors should be told that Florida, which is not a bit like 
Gaul, is divided, for vacationists, into three parts: east coast, west 
coast and a delightful inland area starred with orange groves and 
sparkling lakes. 

East coast, the Atlantic Ocean side, is popularly considered 
brisker, breezier and more fabulously extrovert. It certainly offers 
the extravagant headiness of Miami Beach, a phenomenon in 
luxury hotels that you have to experience yourself to appreciate, 
but it also has the old-world town of St. Augustine and the rather 
posh, grande-dame elegance of Palm Beach. Other east coast places 
you've heard of are Ponte Vedra, Daytona Beach, Vero Beach, 
Lake Worth, Delray Beach, Boca Raton, Fort Lauderdale and 
Hollywood. Miami, not to be confused with Miami Beach, which 


joins it via a causeway, is a city in itself. And trailing down the 





coast like a string of sandy jewels are the Florida Keys—all handily 
linked together, from Key Largo to Key West, by U. S. Highway 
No. 1, which runs over the water in a series of causeways. The 
Keys are yachtsmen’s heaven, casual, arty in spots, and flavored 
with a feeling of the West Indies. 

Inland, some of the towns you've heard so much about are 
Silver Springs, Ocala, Orlando, Lake Charm, Winter Haven, Lake 
Wales and Sebring. 

West coast, on the Gulf of Mexico, seems to its admirers to be 
dreamier, more tropical, less monumental, far more casual. This 
is where you'll find the very Spanish-accented city of Tampa and 
the peninsular towns of Clearwater, Belleair and lovely St. Peters- 
burg. Farther down the coast are Bradenton, Sarasota, Venice 
and the famous Boca Grande and Useppa Island club resorts. 
Then come the shell-laden beaches of Captiva and Sanibel. and 
Fort Myers, a sleepy southern town with a beach like talcum 
powder and a February Festival of Lights that turns the place into 


a giddy, flowery carnival. (Please turn to page 95)

A menu like this is not beyond you, whether 
or not yours is a dream kitchen and whether 
or not you are an accomplished cook.

crank located under the top. This brings the work surface to any desired 
level. It can be brought flush with the permanent counter, which is usually 
around 36 inches. Or it can be lowered for sit-down work or dining 
table height. : 

Because of its adjustable height. the rolling counter has a multiple-use 
advantage. Judged by the floor space in the kitchen it occupies, it ts 
very productive. The counter top dimensions are 20 by 36 inches, which 
means it can roll through the door. Two place settings can be laid on 
one counter, so two of the units are necessary if four people are to 
eat together. (A rolling counter will retail for 5125.) 

Having two or three rolling counters in a kitchen is most desirable. 


But whether you have one or three, they provide more efficiency than 


an equal area of fixed, traditional-type counter space.

When you plan as many kitchens a year as House 
BEAUTIFUL does, you learn the biggest problem is 
to get enough storage. It finally comes down to 
wall space. By the time the refrigerator, sink 
and stove have taken big bites of available wall 
space, there’s never enough left for storage. 
That’s why the storage wall, like the one above, 
represents a gain. A full 100% of the wall is used 
for storage, since the space usually left vacant 
for counter (between hanging cupboard and hase 
cabinets) is not needed—thanks to the rolling 
counters that supplement the one permanent 
counter. Also, there are pull-out shelves to do 
part-time duty as counters or when you need flat 
space to rearrange the contents of a_ shelf.

The sit-down sink works best in a 
kitchen plan when used in a peninsula, 
grouped together with two standard 
sink bowls. The end of the peninsula 
then becomes adaptable for several 
uses. Here, the end face (see below) 
contains a shallow cupboard for stor- 
ing detergents. scouring and polishing 
powders. soaps. In the vegetable prep- 
aration sink. the drain is in center of 
bowl. If you wanted to install a gar- 
bage grinder in this bowl. the drain 
would have to be put off-center or it 
would get in the way of your knees 
and thus spoil sit-down advantage. In 
this kitchen the grinder is in one of

Have enough light 


There is no greater abomination than 
a dark kitchen. This one bas generous 
windows and generous night lighting, 
lighting as decorative as it is efficient. 
Set into a deck around three sides of 
the ceiling are squares of white trans- 
lucent plastic, embossed with circles, 
which filter light from tubes above. 
Thus a two-directional lighting cove 
is achieved, with upward light boune- 
ing off a white ceiling and downward 
light shining on work surfaces, equip- 
ment and dining area. Notice how this 
deck offers an effective place to dis- 
play big bowls, jugs, pitchers, as well 
as a place to dry herbs.

It was developed with the aid of a 
pizza-oven manufacturer, Manhattan Ovens, who helped us solve the 
problems in a pilot model preceding this one. It has four kinds of 
temperature control, which give you plenty of variables to play with 
to keep the heat down so you can avoid burning off the marinade 
you’ve used. The drip pan is way below the level of the fire so there 
is no danger of the fat catching fire. Decorative doors, made by Scan- 
dinavian Art Metal, match ventilating hood of stove.

B, this time plastics are not astounding news to any of 
us. We recognize that they are increasingly more beautiful, 
more versatile in use and far more dependable than they were 
when they were newcomers. But for the most part we no longer 
marvel at their toughness, cleanability and general beneficence 
as good-looking work-savers. We simply use them—and with 
the same familiar matter-of-factness as we are accustomed to 
use with wood or stone or cotton. 

The news is not that plastics exist, but that they have already 
been so assimilated into our lives that they have revolutionized 
our concepts of home and housekeeping. Stop and think, for 
instance, of the way you have adapted your cooking and food- 
storage habits to non-breakable, non-freezable styrene and 
polyethylene food containers. Think how confidently you rely 
on acetate and vinyl lampshades that won’t deteriorate from 
soil and will wash clean in a few seconds. How many times 
a day do you grab the phenolic handles of hot pots and 
appliances, with never a fear that you may be burned? Whether 
you realize it or not, you’re conditioned to plastics. 

Indeed, plastics are actually changing the nature of our 
homes. They are suggesting to us types of rooms that could 
never have existed before. A case in point is the white. 
smoothly elegant room opposite, in the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Finkelstein. It is a beach-side entertaining room, 
directly accessible from the sandy shores of Long Island 
Sound. The owners and their architect, Robert W. Crozier, 
deliberately planned it to be equally amenable to wet bathing 
suits, gritty mud and the casual behavior of swimmers and 
yachtsmen, as it is to the formal entertaining of guests in

How inexpensively-and nicely- 
can you furnish 


a living room in 1955 ? 


W. set for ourselves the toughest problem of our 
times: how to get the most beauty, durability and char- 
acter in a living room, while spending as little money as 
possible. To make it harder, we accepted the limitations 
of a rented apartment—a dull box with standard place- 
ment of windows, not a whit of architectural interest 
and the common rule against driving nails in walls. The 
only plus feature was the handsome strip-oak flooring. 


Everything in these pictures cost $2,035.97. 


Just how do you get a lot for a little? Whether you are in 
the $2,500 or the $25,000 income bracket, it is a universal 
problem. For no one ever has quite enough money to buy 
what he is dreaming about. 

But some people seem to get more results from their spend- 
ing than others. Why does the dollar seem to buy more for 
them? What are the secrets? 

For our recent Exhibition at the Los Angeles County Fair 
we tried to distill, out of our experience and observation. the 
rules for stretching your money in decorating and furnishing. 
We set ourselves the assignment of fully furnishing a living 
room as inexpensively as possible—but within the House 
BEAUTIFUL standards for comfort, beauty and practicality. We 
tried to do it on a budget of $1,500, but we ended up spending 
a little more than $2,000. However, everything you see is in- 
cluded, down to the last ash tray, book end and fruit plate. 

Not inexpensive, is it? Yet nothing, by itself, is costly. 
In fact. you would have a hard time paying much less for 
similar objects. If you left out the tapestry, the room would 
have no decorative character. [{ you eliminated the plywood 
wall and light cove, there would be no architectural interest. 
If you eliminated furniture, there would not be enough places 
to sit or to put things on. You could strike $500 from the cost. 
but you wouldn’t have much of a room. 

We didn’t set ourselves the goal of bare minimums. We 
wanted to lavish the same loving care as though we were spend- 
ing $15,000. Here’s a list of what we did and why we did it.

Build the scheme of the room around one wonderful object. 


The less you have to spend the more you need one glorious 
something—so beautiful that you don’t notice the lack of 
quality in other things. This means you will splurge on some- 
thing. But see to it that your splurge repays you well, for it 
should set the character of the room and also provide you 
with the springboard for your color scheme. You will have to 
shop long and hard for this one wonderful object that is to 
“grade up” the whole room. And you must be ruthless in your 
evaluation of it. Don’t make the mistake of trying to glorify 
something not worth glorifying, of mistaking sentimental attach- 
ment or a publicized name for true beauty. 

What type of object gives a room such an important lift? A 
unique object like a painting.

What we did: In this room the thing on 
which we splurged is the wall tapestry—a 
modern Swedish one designed by Barbro Nils- 
son and executed by Marta Maas-F jetterstrom. 
It cost $323 and was ordered by mail from a 
colored photograph we found in a book called 
Contemporary Swedish Design. We liked its 
lowing lines and rich colors: reds, whites, 
several shades of beige and tiny flecks of 
green. We could see how the color scheme of 
the whole room could stem out of this one 
object. We also saw that it was beautiful 
enough so it would be the most vivid, dynamic 
thing in the room, that it would pay to sub- 
ordinate all the other elements (walls, dra- 
peries, floor coverings. upholstery. ete.) to the 
vibrant colors of the tapestry. 

So the tapestry became the starting point 
for everything else in the room. It was fresh 
and charming enough to glorify, and its qual- 
ity was good enough to warrant its dominating 
everything else in the room. In short, we felt 
the tapestry would do so much for the room 
that it warranted spending 25% of the total 


budget for such an art object. 





You must spend much time shopping, and you must know how to shop. 


The less money you have to spend, the more necessary for you 
to get tne maximum in effect and intrinsic value. That is easier 


said than done. Combine the shops for the truly best buys 





takes time. For the good buys can be anywhere—in the most 
expensive stores, in junk shops or auctions. But time spent 
shopping trains your eye, and gives your mind good exercise 
in imagining how an object will look in the place you are 
planning to put it. So don’t begrudge the shopping time. If you 
want the most for the least, time is what you must invest 
instead of money. Shopping is the only way to educate your 


sense of values and your discrimination. 


What we did: Around 150 man-hours of 


shopping were spent on this room by staff 
members. We were not exactly starting at 
the beginning since we follow the merchan- 
dise market pretty closely all the time any- 
way and some of the pieces we knew about 
before. We went to department stores, second- 
hand stores, specialty shops. decorators’ shops 
and furniture stores. We weighed price tags 
against intrinsic value, re-usability and con- 
vertibility in later room schemes. ease of 
maintenance. We didn’t want to use anything 
that would be workable only in this one room, 
for we were playing like renters. Renters’ 
possessions must be adaptable to new situa- 


tions. new groupings. 


Avoid common clichés in 
arrangement and color schemes. 


The less you have to spend the more courageous you must be. 
For a fine and personal effect, you must avoid falling into the 
common practices of the majority. Nothing cancels out the 
money you have spent faster than arranging your room accord- 
ing to the prevalent practices of your social set. We have seen 
the most expensive furniture grouped in cliché arrangements, 
looking like nothing at all. By the same token, inexpensive 
things grouped in unstereotyped ways can be made to look 
twice their price. The same applies to color schemes. If every- 
body is buying green, yellow and gray, for instance, you find 
some other scheme as different as possible. 

This is hard advice. For if you feel shori of funds. you feel 
hampered, inadequate. This inadequacy makes you feel insecure.

Your insecurity makes you take refuge ii the hackneyed. 


We found lots of cheaper things. But we 
decided against many of them. They wouldn’t 
wear well, or they showed their cheapness. or 
they were clichés that were already on that 
downhill road called “Obscurity.” Remember. 
our goal was not only a low budget. but the 
most value and beauty for the least money. 
We were not playing “either-or.” 

Three pieces of furniture came from a 
fine furniture company—considered one of 
the most expensive in America—the coffee 
table and the two black side tables with can- 
ing. Yet they are very well priced for what 
they are. The drop-leaf table and chairs and 
desk chair are a dinette set. made by one of 
the biggest dinette manufacturers in America. 
These don’t look like dinette furniture and 
give no hint of their $130 price tag (for five 
pieces). We found most of the things in the 
Pomona branch of J. H. Biggars. a furniture 
store. We found most of the accessories in 
small, select specialty shops. like Van Keppel- 
Green and Plummer’s of Pasadena, places 
where you might not expect to find bargains 
with low price tags but where they abound 
nevertheless. The desk and drawers under the 
tapestry are from a new line of “knock-down” 
furniture recently brought out at miraculous 
prices. (See price list for details.) The two 
sofas are really beds. but are sold complete 
with bolsters that give them a double life. 
The window roll-blinds are a new idea in 
blinds. covered in a textured fabric with 
matching drapery fabric, so blind and dra- 
peries become an integrated whole. 


What we did: If we had made a conven- 
tional arrangement in this room we would 
have centered one sofa on one of the two 
long walls. with two lamp tables on either 
side of it and put a long thin coffee table 
in front of it. The desk would probably have 
been centered on the other long wall. with 
the two black lacquer and cane chairs on 
either side of it. The room would have been 
dull to look at, and less convenient. In fact. 
if the customary placement were used. fewer 
pieces would have “filled up” the space. be- 
cause the corners would not have been filled. 
(When you must get a lot of living out of 
a room, don’t throw away the corners. ) 

The color scheme of the room was far from 
a cliché, coming as it did from the one work 
of art—the tapestry. We reversed the ratio of 
the tapestry’s color scheme. Instead of mak- 
ing the dominating color red. as in the tap- 
estry. we used red only as an accent. and 
made the dominating color a beige-like whiie. 
The room thus makes the tapestry count. This 
was part of our plot. since the tapestry was 
the only object of exceptional quality.

How much do you really know about today— 


or even yesterday? You can only profit from the 


contemporary world by informing yourself about the present

ORs things limit our full enjoyment of contemporary 
life: illusions about the past and ignorance of the present. 
Many of us regret the passing of servants but at the same 
time fail to take advantage of the 1001 servants made avail- 
able to us by the industry of today. Detergents and the new 
dishwashers, for instance, give us an efficiency, perfection 
and cleanliness far surpassing human hands. Yet people who 
can well afford these products are strangely lacking in them. 
Why? Largely because of ignorance. Such people are ex- 
periencing what sociologists term a “cultural lag.” that wide 
abyss between technological advances and general knowledge 
about such advances. 

People who know and use detergents, freezers, electric 
blenders and ironers. silicones. electrostatics and anti-statics 
for cleaning, rust preventives, waterproofing agents. im- 
pervious laminated plastics, heat-reflective fabrics. insulating 
glass, the world-wide range of foods now available. and so 
on, are fully enjoying our time because they are taking 
full advantage of what it offers. The pages of this issue are 
but a quick guide to some of it. Actually it takes constant 
coverage in every monthly issue of House BEAUTIFUL to 
keep pace with the developments in the field of home equip- 
ment, maintenance and upkeep. And those who follow it 
know its worth, because it gives them a rich knowledge of 
the present. In that knowledge is real freedom from drudgery, 
boredom and monotony. 

How about the second limiting factor in our enjoyment of 
contemporary life: illusions about the past? 

Let’s approach this problem in the way of a game that 


you ve probably played often: What period in history would 


and by ridding yourself of illusions about the past 


you like to have lived in? The Golden Age of Greece? The 
imperial grandeur of Rome? The Italian Renaissance? The 
“good old days” of the American 1900’s? Or the year 1955? 

If you’ve made your choice, consider this question next: 
Have you played the game fairly? (Very few do.) 

If you chose the Golden Age of Greece, who were you dur- 
ing that period? Don’t forget that at its Periclean height in 
Athens 36° of the people were slaves, 9°¢ were resident 
aliens, 41° were women, unfranchised working men and 
traders, leaving only 14°¢ who were first-class citizens and 
able to vote. 

Slaves outnumbered free men in Rome three to one be- 
tween the time of the conquest of Greece and about 230 A. pD. 
And the free men were mostly lowly proletariat not landed 
aristocracy; foot soldiers not generals or plutocratic govern- 
ment contractors. The majority were hewers of wood and 
drawers of water and tenant farmers. 

If you chose the period of the Renaissance in Italy. say 
the Fifteenth Century, who were you in your mind: Lorenzo 
de Medici, the head of a great princely family, Leonardo da 
Vinci, an artist of recognized genius? It’s hardly likely 
you conceived yourself as a body servant. a serf. an ap- 
prentice or a laundress, although the chances are at least 
1000 to 1 that your status and mine would more likely be 
the latter. Remember that history is generally the story of 
the elite. not of the average man and woman. 

And before we take up the “good old days” of the 1900's, 
let’s consider the sophisticated argument occasionally raised 
that ‘‘a slave can be happy as a free man.” Only a free man is

carefree life than you may ever have thought possible 


ie do you really know about those mysterious-sound- 


ing chemicals called silicones? If you’re like most 





people, you associate them vaguely with furniture polish 
and the little tissues you clean your eyeglasses with—and that’s 
fair enough because the use of silicones in these things has been 
pretty well publicized. But perhaps you don’t know that silicones. 
in less than ten years. have already become an important part 
of scores of other things constantly used in your daily life. 
whether you recognize them or not. Trouble is that most of 
the time yeu don’t recognize them, simply because you usually 
can’t see them. And that’s probably one of the reasons why you 
may not be at all sure that you know what silicones are. (They 
are a family of chemicals related to glass, which is why they 


shed dirt and water and resist almost everything. ) 





What you can see—or at least sense the benefit of—is the 
effects of silicones. These run all the way from protecting you 
against electric shock or making your bread taste better to 
keeping your masonry walls dry or your hands from chapping 
or your armchair upholstery from staining—and these examples 
just scratch the surface of silicone performance in your domestic 
affairs. For there has probably never been any one family of 
chemicals that can do so many varied and hard jobs so depend- 
ably well. For instance. in industry there’s hardly a plant 
manufacturing goods you eventually buy that doesn’t operate 


better, thanks to silicones. in one form or another—they literally 





grease the wheels, working as lubricants, oils, rubbers. varnishes. 
enamels, water-repellents, insulation. Wineries use silicones as 
defoamers. to cut down wasteful froth in fermentation and 
bottling. Bread bakers and tire manufacturers coat their molds 
with silicones as releasing agents so that, without preliminary 
ereasing or powdering. bread and/or tires slip cleanly out of 
the molds after baking. Silicone rubber insulation and silicone 
lubricants make it possible for jet planes to fly with red-hot 
engines in sub-zero altitudes. because silicones resist deteriora- 


tion at temperatures ranging from 100° F. below to 500° F. 





above zero—and that’s quite a range. 

How to know what youre buying: One of the most 
confusing aspects of the whole silicone business has nothing 
to do with its complex chemistry. It’s simply the matter of label- 
ing. Many products are of course clearly. proudly labeled with 
silicones in large print. But you can also buy things that are 
loaded with silicones and yet be quite unaware of it because 
there’s no mention of this fact on the tag or label. There may 
not even be a tag or label. That’s an added complication, too. 
The big chemical companies have given many of their silicone 
compounds trade names and have so advertised them, but the 
manufacturers or finishers who use these compounds may give 
them trade names of their own. so similar products may have 


several different names. (Please turn the page)

You would 
never guess that these fabrics had been treated because the 
silicones coat each fiber—and each microscopically tiny fuzz 
of each fiber—with an invisible, impermeable film, yet the 
fabric itself remains porous, with no change in its appearance 
or feel. And, curiously enough, the finish can be controlled so 
as to change the hand, or feel, of a fabric to make cloth feel 
smoother, softer, or more resilient, as desired. For instance. 
we have seen it make a rayon tablecloth look and feel as double- 
damask as anything Bea Lillie ever ordered up. The “rejecting”

penetrating the fabric and this makes laundry or dry cleaning 
easy. And one peculiarly fortuitous quality of the finish is that 
grease or oil, while it will stain, may be removed with a solvent 
like carbon tetrachloride without leaving a trace of a ring. The 
finish actually increases the wear and abrasion resistance of a 
fabric, gives it a good degree of wrinkle resistance, and in- 
creases its sewability, tending to lubricate the needle as it goes 
through. This all adds up to greater durability and a longer 
good-looking life with less laundering or dry cleaning. The 
finish can be applied to all synthetics, wool and cotton, although 
on cotton the durability of the finish is sometimes lessened by 
the action of machine washing and detergents. 

Durable silicone finishes, like “Sylmer,” which last through 
at least five washings or dry cleanings, are applied to yard 
goods either at the mill or by a fabric finisher and are set in 
the fabric by curing or baking at high heat. Several upholstery 
firms are now including silicone-treated fabrics in their regular 
stock, and a number of manufacturers of upholstered furniture 
are making “Sylmer”-treated upholstery fabrics available on 
special order. Some of the other trade names of durable silicone 
fabric finishes are General Electric’s “Dri-Film” textile water 
repellent, Cravenette “Super Silicone,” Onyx “Repellotex,” 
Arkansas “Hydropruf,” Deering-Milliken’s “Barrier” and Pa- 


cific Mills’ “Covera.”” Some dry cleaners can apply the finish.

types of apparel. Automobile upholstery and acetate shower 
curtains are being treated with silicones. And one of the most 
interesting developments is the silicone treatment of yarns 
before they are woven into fabrics for convertible car tops and 
boat tops. Silicone finishes are now being given to shoe leather, 
suede and fur, and seem to keep them supple as well as moisture 
resistant. This prevents the matting of suede and fur. and is 
supposed to improve the depth of their color, besides giving 
fur a sleeker gloss. A handy little silicone-impregnated sponge 
is also available for keeping suede well groomed. 

There are on the market aerosol bombs or bottles of silicone 
finishes for fabrics. leather, suede and fur which you yourself 
may spray on your existing belongings. Since these

protection is not durably bonded to the materials and is not 
as completely effective as with commercially applied silicones. 
It is also difficult to regulate the evenness of the sprayed-on 
application and in some cases it may change the color of a 
fabric. These silicones are removed by washing or dry cleaning 
and must be reapplied, but they do a good job of water-repel- 
ling, although wrinkle resistance and abrasion resistance are 


not generally improved. 


They keep your house dry. While silicones can’t change 
the weather, they can certainly change some of the effects of 
it. For instance, they can go a long way toward preventing water 
seepage in masonry. (A wet basement, due to soggy ground, 
calls for more thorough waterproofing by other means.) Sili- 
cones for rainproofing masonry walls above the ground line 
may be brushed or sprayed on exterior or interior masonry, 
whether it’s cinder block, concrete, plaster, brick, stone, stucco, 
or whatever. Already hundreds of office buildings, institutions 
and factories have been given this kind of water-repellent pro- 
tection, which can last as long as five to ten years. In the 
characteristic fashion of silicones, the finish causes water to 
bounce off the masonry like beads of quicksilver. By treating 
your walls with a silicone water-repellent, you prevent efflores- 
cence, that white “powdering” that so often disfigures brick 
or stucco houses. They keep the masonry looking cleaner and 
unsplotched by dampness, and because muddy rain water gets 
no chance to soak into the masonry, soil simply lies on the 
surface, easy to clean off. 

The silicone-containing liquid that you brush on may he 
water-clear, making no visible change in the appearance of 
the masonry, or it may be a dense-looking silicone cement paint 
which comes in several pastels but can be colored in a variety 
of deeper shades so that it can serve as a decorative finish for 
interior masonry walls. 

What happens when these water-repellents are applied is that 
the pores of the masonry absorb the silicone liquid to a con- 
siderable depth. But as the liquid dries it leaves a highly water- 
resisting silicone lining on every pore of the masonry. How- 


ever—and this is the big bonus—the silicones do not plug up 


or close the poress The masonry is left porous and breathing 
so that any moisture within the wall may evaporate. The wall 
is therefore dry, free of water which might freeze and force 
the wall to crack. Meantime, the soluble masonry salts—the 
powdery white particles that ordinarily come to the surface 
and leave their mark on untreated masonry—dry out inside 
and stay there. 

Most water-seepage problems come from the outside in, so 
in domestic use water-repellents are usually applied to exterior 
walls. But if you have masonry interior walls, even such daily 
operations as cooking and bathing may cause damp walls which 
can frequently be corrected by an interior application. Check 
the maker’s claims before you buy, and follow directions care- 
fully. for some formulations call for the water-repellent to be 
applied to a wet surface, while others demand that the masonry 
be as dry as possible before application. These protective cover- 
ings may be put on over water-base paint, but if the masonry 
has been painted with an oil or rubber-base paint, this must 
first be removed. 

These protective treatments can be given to masonry walls, 
terraces, garage floors, driveways, sidewalks, and masorry 
roofs. And the time may be coming when they will be applied 
to decorative marble and stone on furniture tops to give these 
surfaces resistance to staining and pitting caused by stains. 
They seem to make garages easier to clean. They can help 
prevent rain and snow wetness from soaking into terraces, 
sidewalks and driveways, but they are only practical if these 
areas are so pitched that water runs away from the house. 

Manufacturers of asbestos siding shingles are now treating 
their shingles with this kind of silicone coating so that a house 
from top to bottom can have bounce-off water-repellency. 

There’s also a waterproof silicone-containing caulking com- 
pound on the market which effectively fills in those troublesome 


cracks between the wall and the bathtub or sink. 


They polish nearly everything. Chances are pretty good 
that you have already enjoyed a pleasant encounter with sili- 
cones in one of the many rub-on-rub-off polishes or waxes. 


These are the kind that coat the surface of your furniture (or

automobile or glass) with a bloom of polish and then—whoosh! 
—with a few easy strokes on your part, wipe off, leaving a re- 
warding, almost glass-like finish which shrugs off spills and 
fingermarks for ages after you’ve done the job. There’s a deep 


glow to this gloss, too, which seems to bring out the beauty of

wood graining or paint color. The surface is hard, smooth and 
dry. If it gets dusty, the dust practically slides off in the cloth. 

It isn’t the silicones alone that do the job. These polishes are 
blends of silicones with waxes and come in three basic forms— 
cream emulsions, pastes and solvent solutions. The big function 
of the silicones, which are by nature pretty slippery things, is 
to make the waxes spread more easily and evenly, thus saving 
you a lot of rubbing. But the silicones themselves spread so 
thoroughly that you get, in effect, a silicone coating that resists 
water and has to a degree the curious “releasing” quality that 
keeps things from sticking to a silicone surface. 

And don’t forget those convenient double-duty dust cloths 
which are impregnated with silicones, thus letting you polish 


as you dust. Incidentally, one particularly effective use of 





these cloths is in the polishing of the bath tub or lavatory 
Rub-on-rub-off furniture and car polishes usually contain sili- 


cones, whether so labeled or not. Without hard rubbing, a few 
whisks leave a glossy, water-resistant, easy-to-dust surface. 


where the silicones seem to minimize the formation of rings 
and make them easier to wipe off. Special cloths exist that apply 
a protecting polish finish on phonograph records. 

Here we'd like to offer two words to the wise. First, don’t 
assume that a polish is good simply because the label says it 
contains silicones. Some fine silicone-containing polishes don’t 
even mention the fact on their labels. A good protective polish- 
ing job still depends on the high quality of the waxes used. 
And to get the full benefit of silicones, they must be blended 





with the waxes in proper proportions. Your best bet is to buy 
the products of reputable manufacturers. 
Our second word of caution is a reminder that silicone 
polishes stick with bulldog tenacity to the surfaces they are 
| applied to, yet with peculiar slipperiness refuse to let other 
_ materials stick to them. This is all by way of saying that you 
cannot successfully repaint or refinish furniture or automo- 
biles which have been polished with silicones without first 


thoroughly removing the silicones. If you don’t remove them,

acquainted now with some of the 9,387 other fern 
species. You'll find them refreshingly green and de- 
lightfully different from the increasingly omnipresent 
bold-leaf, garden plants. 

Ferns encircle the world, offering both exotics 
from tropical lands and sturdy, well-known natives. 
You can choose from the moist, leafy luxuriance of 
the forest floor or the leathery, rich-patinaed inhab- 
itants of rock outcroppings. Among ferns are some 
of the greenest of all things growing. And the greens 
change—from new yellow-greens through blue- and 
black-greens, sometimes ending as clear yellows. Soft 
pink stalks deepen into red, then darken to ebony. 
Ferns do about everything in the course of a year but 
flower, and they do flower in their own way as spore 
cases brown the leaflets of the fronds. Then, as there 
were many greens when the fern was growing, there 
are many browns as it fruits. 

Fern fronds may be surprisingly durable, or they 
may be as fragile as they appear. Some are crimped, 
crested, filmy, feathery, streamlined, intricate, upright 
like feathers on a shuttlecock or drooping with regal 
erandeur. Fern leaflets, too, have their own char- 
acter and form fascinating patterns of light and 
shadow. They may be big and boisterous, little and 
polite, pert or sleepy, scattered as an Italian haircut, 


or sleekly in place like a little girl’s party hair-do.

This push-button exist- 
ence is dreamy and our household world is a miracle of 
clever contriving and invention. Manufacturers and food 
processors have been striving for the last 25 years to give 
us more for less effort. Our lives are engineered by experts; 
so be of open mind and let their knowledge be your guide. 

So many of my friends say to me, “Ginny, I don’t see how 
you can do as much as you do!” It is true that I get myself 
trapped in a lot of doings, but it is really simple when you 
have it worked out. You gear yourself to certain activities. 
I try to channel my thinking as a household executive by 
planning ahead and cutting corners. You would be amazed 
how much time you can build up for yourself to spend as 
you please, if you plan ahead. Program your week's activi- 
ties with time for extracurricular goings-on such as out-of- 
town guests, parties, and the like. And you will find that 
you can sail through your week with the greatest of ease. 
They say the busier you are the more you can do. It is the 
tempo at which you organize your life. The other day we were 
discussing the wonderful new things that have come into 
our lives in the last ten years, so I asked my friends, “What 
is the most important item in your life?”

Only sheets and_ shirts 
go out to the laundry. 

While the washing machines are running, I change the 
linens on the beds. I use only bed pads and sheets with con- 
tour-fitted corners. Also, | have them in several colors. It is 
gayer to work with different colors and a pleasure to make 
a beautiful bed. Fitted sheets are a great boon to a smooth, 
beautiful night’s rest.

STEAM BOILER 


... if you have steam heating 


This is the only type of widely used home heating which 
cannot readily be combined with one or another form of 
central air conditioning. You either have to install an 
entirely separate cooling system (almost as costly as a 
complete cooling-heating system) or make a _house-wide 
installation of quality room coolers. properly used. Buying 
five or six complete air conditioning machines is likely to 
cost more to install and maintain than a single, central ap- 
paratus, but it permits you to buy your air conditioning a 
little at a time and therefore has a certain financial advantage. 

Room coolers are now available which provide mild- 
weather heating as well as hot-weather cooling, and which 
are effective as ventilators for in-between weather when 
neither is needed. A room cooler embodies all the essential 
parts of a central air conditioning system in a single cabi- 
net. [It has “finned coils” very much like an auto radiator 
at each end. In between are the compressor, which does the 
work of extracting the heat, and two fans. one to draw air 
from the room and blow it back through the cooling or 
evaporator coil to cool the room, and the other to draw air 
from the outside and blow it back through the outer con- 
denser coil to get rid of heat accumulated in machine. 

The refrigerant, usually Freon, circulates along the path 
of the arrows, picking up heat at the evaporator and un- 
loading it through the condenser. When the flow is reversed, 
the cooler functions to heat the room by reverse refrigera- 
tion, or as a “heat pump.” 

An opening with a door-like flap at “A” permits the room- 
air fan to draw some of its air from the outside and blow 
it through the cooling coil for room ventilation. A_ filter 
behind the cooling coil cleans the air delivered to the room, 


removing dirt, lint and_ pollen. 
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... if you have warm-air heating 


A modern, forced warm-air heating system is the easiest 
to adapt to central, house-wide year-round air conditioning. 
Simply add to the furnace an air conditioner of sufficient 
capacity, using the present furnace fan and ductwork to 
circulate cooled air to the various rooms. 

Often the condenser is cooled with water rather than 
directly by outdoor air. This means that you must either 
have a cheap and abundant supply of naturally cold water 
available for this purpose or need in addition a “cooling 
tower,” an apparatus through which the water is circulated 
to cool it, so that the water can be used over and over. 

“Air cooled” conditioners are increasingly popular. 

In this type only the cooling coil or evaporator must be 
located next to the furnace and its fan. The balance of the 
apparatus, consisting of the compressor and condenser may 
be placed anywhere (garage, carport, etc.). This has the 
advantage that most of the heavy, noise-producing equipment 
can be placed where it will not be disturbing. There is no 
reason then why there should be any more noise indoors 
than when you operate your heating system in winter, since 
the same fan is doing the same job it does in wintertime. 

Deluxe features which may be added to central air con- 
ditioning are (1) electronic air cleaners to remove the 
smallest dust particles and even smoke from the recirculated 
air and (2) a fresh-air intake for controlled ventilation. 
Both are needed if you want to enjoy the full advantages of 
year-round air conditioning, including complete freedom 
from dust and dirt, reduced housekeeping and cleaning bills. 
and a pollen-free atmosphere, along with an opportunity to 


use fresh outdoor air for natural cooling.

America has been buying summer cool- 
ing equipment in unprecedented quanti- 
ties, but we are by no means as “sold” 
on year-round automatic air conditioning 
as perhaps we should be. We still tend to 
look upon air conditioning as an emer- 
gency means to minimize discomfort rather 
than as an automatic, everyday process to 
manufacture a climate we prefer to the 
natural one. We used to look upon heating 
in the same way. Now most of us expect 
thermostatically controlled heating in win- 
tertime. Cooling, too, can be automatic. 


To enjoy in full the benefits possible 
in 1955 from year-round air condition- 
ing—reduced housekeeping and cleaning 
bills, controlled humidity, controlled ven- 
tilation and the other advantages which 
are commonplace in business  establish- 
ments—it is necessary that we begin to 
think of an integrated, summer-winter sys- 
tem which both heats and cools our houses, 
operating under automatic control to sup- 
ply controlled conditions. 

Many people believe that. in order to 


have summer air conditioning, it is essen- 


tial to have forced warm-air heating in 
winter. Fortunately. this is not so. Actu- 
ally, you can have all the advantages of 
year-round air conditioning with almost 
any type of heating you can name, along 
with the inalienable right to turn the sys- 
tem off completely, open the windows, and 
let nature take over when she is in one 
of her kindlier moods. 

We show below how cooling equipment 
may be combined with practically every 
type of heating, and what results you have 
a right to expect from such combinations. 
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-.. if you have hot-water heating 


If you use hot-water radiators, here’s all you do to enjoy 
year-round air conditioning. Replace the ordinary radiators 
or built-in convectors by cabinet units known as “remote 
air conditioners” and similar in function to the inner half Lo 
of the typical room cooler shown in the adjacent column. : 
In other words, the remote air conditioner is simply a cabi- 
net containing a cooling coil, filter, and a fan which draws 
in room air, along with as much fresh outdoor air as you 
wish, and blows it out through the filter and cooling coil. 
to cool the room. A refrigeration machine, known as a 
“water chiller,” is installed in the basement, or any other 
convenient point, to supply cold water to the unit and to 
carry away heat. In the wintertime, hot water from your 
present heating plant is circulated in the usual way. 

This type of air conditioning makes possible room-by- 
room temperature control both summer and winter, along 
with controlled ventilation throughout the year. Surprisingly, 
it may be no more expensive to add than a separate central 
cool-air system. Its only disadvantage is that it does not 
afford an opportunity for installing central, electronic air 
cleaning equipment and thus must rely on filters of the 
mechanical type, which are far less effective, of course. 

The water chiller used to actuate a group of remote air- 
conditioners may be either water-cooled, if you have un- 
limited cheap water, or air-cooled which uses more power. 
In either case. it is a simple matter with this type of air 
conditioning to locate the compressor and condenser at a 
remote point where the noise of their operation will not 
be disturbing. The fans used to circulate room air in a 
quality system are designed and balanced to operate so 
quietly that most people never hear them. 

Remote air conditioners are usually placed on an outside 
wall for ease in drawing in outdoor air as desired for 
ventilation. Special units are available which can be placed 
above closets or in other space-saving locations and con- 
nected to the outside with short ducts to preserve the highly 
desirable ventilation feature of this kind of air conditioning. 

Domestic air conditioning with remote air conditioners Is 
increasing in popularity and will become easier to obtain 
as additional manufacturers enter the field. You can check 
on its availability through any good local supplier of “wet” 
heating equipment. 
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... if you have radiant heating 

Even if you have (or are planning to use) radiant-panel 
“wet” heating there is no reason to forego the advantages 
of year-round comfort conditioning. If your heating system 
employs ceiling panels you can use them for cooling as well, 
provided you add a ventilating system to supply the dry air 
needed to prevent condensation of moisture on the walls, 
floors or ceiling. 

Unfortunately it is not quite as easy to convert floor-type 
radiant heating. If cold water is circulated through floor 
panels, the floor is likely to become uncomfortably cold and 
cold air will collect and “stratify” in the lower part of the 
rooms. With ceiling panels, this does not occur. What hap- 
pens instead is that, as the air near the ceiling is cooled 
by contact with the panel, it settles gently into the occupied 
part of the room and is replaced by the warmer air it dis- 
places, which is cooled in turn and settles in the same way. 

If you have floor-panel heating and want air conditioning, 
you need a completely separate cooling system with regular- 
size ducts and so on; if you have ceiling-panel heating you 
have the basis for an unusually fine summer-winter system 
of cooling and heating which will enable you to enjoy the 
benefits of “radiant” cooling in summer as well as of radiant 
heating in winter. 

In addition to the equipment needed anyway for this type 
of heating. such a system consists of a water-chiller identical 
to that used for remote air conditioners (see “hot water’). 
a small-capacity ventilating fan, a cooling, de-humidifying 
coil, a “one-way” system of ducts, and a piping arrangement 
to circulate cooling water as well as heating water through 
the ceiling panels. 

The cooling coil goes in the ventilating system with a 
humidistat to maintain the indoor relative humidity at a 
fixed level all summer long. The temperature of the rooms 
is controlled by a thermostat which regulates the tempera- 
ture of the water circulating through the heating-cooling 
panels. Such an arrangement, if engineered for the parti- 
cular requirements of your particular house, is capable of 
providing the last word in summer and winter comfort. free- 
dom from the annoyances of excessive humidity such as 
mildew. damp sheets and clogged salt-cellars, and. with 
the addition of an electronic air cleaner, a dust-. pollen- 
free atmosphere throughout the house.

SOIL CONDITIONERS. 


Krilium is still the best answer when you are faced with sticky 
clay soils that pack tightly after every rain. Used according to 
the manufacturer’s directions. it leads to greatly improved physical 
conditions that should last 3 to 5 years if you use reasonable care 
when planting and weeding. Cultivate as seldom as_ possible. 
(Good advice even if you don’t need chemical soil conditioning. 
We now know definitely that cultivation is bad for soils.) Substitute 
hand pulling of weeds or slice them off with a sharp scuffle-hoe 
instead of running cultivator through whole garden. Or use a 
chemical weeder before you plant. 


NON-BURNING LAWN FOOD 


Chemical plant foods have one major 
drawback—they can cause burning if 
used carelessly. Good gardeners rarely 
have trouble, except on lawns. 

Scientists have tried many ways to 
avoid “fertilizer burn” of lawns. You 
may have used the new, so-called “water- 
soluble” plant foods. These are dissolved 
in water, applied in solution. do not burn 
when used correctly, but many people 
object to the bother of applying them in 
solution. . 

New this year is Golden Vigoro. a dry 
lawn food that is perfectly safe. unless 
you deliberately go far. far overboard 
on the rate. It is the result of 24 years 
research by Vigoro scientists.

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YOU SHOULD KNOW ABOUT SILICONES 


Well. there you have a hint of 


some of the diverse and often 
unique eflects silicones can pro- 
duce. There are many, many more 
household products in which they 
play a part, from non-scorching 
board and press 
cloths to fluorescent light tubes 
that light immediately at the touch 
of a button. Silicone-treated papers 


even keep your Brown ’N’ Serve 


ironing covers 


rolls from sticking to their con- 
tainers. 


What about silicone paints? 


On the subject of paint, silicone 
paint is something you are not 
likely to have any truck with on a 
do-it-yourself basis. But if you own 
a space heater or an incinerator 
that keeps its color and remains 
glossy and uncrazed despite the 
high heat it’s involved with, it has 
probably been finished with a sili- 
cone enamel. The exhaust pipe of 
your car may be coated with sili- 
cone paint or varnish, too, taking 
advantage of silicones’ extraordi- 
nary resistance to extremes of heat 
and cold. But these paints have 
been commercially applied, baked 
on and cured at high temperatures 
in the factory. True silicone paints 
need this curing process, so are 
not for the householder. 

You will, however, find on the 
market “siliconized” paints. These 
are paints which have been given 
a silicone content to increase their

and ease of spreading, which 
welcome indeed. but

bake-on products ean boast. 


What are they, anyhow? 


First of all silicones are not anv 
one thing. They are a family of 


chemicals that traces its origin 
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back to silicone dioxide, which is 
what the chemists call rock quartz, 
or sand. They are consequently re- 
lated to glass. which is also made 
from sand. However, silicones are 
not pure sand by any means. By 
complicated processes sand is com- 
pounded with other chemicals to 
produce (pardon this jawbreaking 
expression) organo- silicon - oxide 
polymers. These are the silicones, 
and chemically there has never 
been anything quite like them. In 
some respects they are similar to 
plastics. but their great distinction 
is that they are a cross between 
organic and inorganic materials— 
something quite new «ander the sun. 
This split personality gives them a 
variety of physical properties only 
found in organic materials, plus 
the stability of quartz, their inor- 
ganic forebear. 


Inert, water-repellent, 

heat- and cold-resistant 
You know how unaffected a rock 
is by contact with any other mate- 
rials; how stolidly it holds onto 
its character and shape through 
broiling summers and frigid win- 
ters. Well, all silicones are famous 
for this same inertness. Chemically 
speaking, this that 
molecules keep to themselves, usu- 


means their 


ally refusing adamantly to join 
with molecules of surrounding or- 
ganic materials to form new and 
different chemical compounds, or 
to be broken down by extremes of 
temperature. They are unaffected 
by most acids and chemicals. It is 
this “rejection” of other materials 
that makes some silicones such ex- 
cellent release agents. 

Like glass. too. the silicones are 
stubborn resisters of water. In a 
curious way, water “pills up” on 


silicone-treated surfaces, rolling off

like solid balls of quicksilver in‘ 
stead of immediately soaking in, 
Practically speaking, these things 
all mean that silicones have re 
markable resistance to the ravages 
of time. It’s estimated that they last 
about ten times longer than com. 
parable organic materials. 


Their infinite variety 


But even though the silicones in- 
herit certain characteristics of their 
relatives, they don’t in the least 
look like rock or glass. In fact, they 
can look like—and be— many dif- 
ferent things: water-clear fluids or 
viscous oils or greases or dense 
rubbers or varnishes or solid resins. 
And very often when they are ap- 
plied to other materials like fabrics 
or masonry, you can’t see or feel 
them at all because they dry in- 
visible. 

To make the subject more in- 
triguing. and even trickier to un- 
derstand, silicones are compounded 
in literally hundreds of different 
formulas and forms, each designed 
to do a particular job. And, just 
like members of a human family, 
each formulation behaves as an in- 
dividual. even

certain common family traits. For 
instance, the slipperiness of one 


silicone makes bread slide easily 
out of the baking pan, while the 


adhesiveness of another 


seals the parts of a steam iron to- | 


gether, yet in both applications sili- 


cones are used because of a family 


resistance to extremely high heat.

Add 4 tablespoons melted gela- 
tin. Put through a strainer. Allow 
to get cold. When the cream begins 
to set, fold in a pint of sweetened 
whipped cream. Pour into a serv- 
ing dish, put into the refrigerator 
and serve very cold.

White Mayonnaise of Vegetables

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Friday, the house gets a thorough 
cleaning. Linens are again changed 
and laundry is done. When you do 
things by bits and pieces you don’t 
cet so bored with your duties. Half 
the fatigue of life is the sheer 
boredom of doing routine chores. 
Make it fun, change your routine. 

I never polish silver. I use stain- 
less-steel flatware. And I use paper 
napkins for breakfast and lunch- 
eon, damask for dinner. I certainly 
don’t know how I lived before the 
era of paper towels, waxed paper 
and disposable tissues. Paper 
towels are the best fat and grease 
absorbers. I use them to take the 
last vestige of fat off a sauce as 
a time saver. 

When you have your calendar 
for the week made out, you will 
find that time is not so hectic or so 
wasted. One of my friends reads 
all her mail while waiting for 
the trafic signals to change. If you 
are a taxi for your children you 
can be thinking and planning as 


you motor to pick them up. Knit- 
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ting or sewing can be done while 
you are waiting for them at school. 
This way things will not pile up, 
and you won't be “tense as a 
fence,” as my kids put it. 

I try to spend two to three extra 
hours in the kitchen, twice a 
week, preparing things that will 
serve as a background for dinner. 
For instance, I wash lettuce twice 
a week, dry it and store it in a 
plastic bag. And in making the 
dressing for the salad. I do several 
kinds at once. While all the ingre- 
dients are out, it is no more trouble 
to make three or four different- 
flavored dressings than it is to 
prepare only one dressing. You can 
do them all in one operation, clean 
up and be all set for days to come. 
I make dressings that can go with 
fish, meat or fowl, and store them 
in bottles, ready for use. 

Get gadget-minded. There are 
so many on the market that are 
real short-cuts. There’s the garlic 
press. the Quickube ice tray, the 
electric blender, grinders, graters 


-—all time savers, all fun to use. 

Saturday is the day that the kids 
change their beds, clean their 
rooms. shop for things they need. 
I find that sometimes they take 
forever. and other times they rush 
through. They get bored very 
quickly if there is too long a time 
required for the preparation of 
food, and I do a lot of the “ground- 
work” of the cookery, so that our 
dinner-time preparation is light. 

You can be gay and enjoy your 
family. What is more important, 
they can enjoy you, if you can be 
with them instead of working in 
the kitchen doing something that 
could have been done when they 
were away during the day. Remem- 
ber that with the full routine of © 
school and activities, you really 
see your young only at breakfast 
and dinner. 

I have part-time help, but I do 
all my own cooking and a lot of 
the housework.

It has not only 
increased the length of life, but it 
has increased the beauty of life. 
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We needn't freeze in the winter nor 
fry in the summer. We can enjoy 
both seasons. We can look in pri- 
vacy through glass window walls on 
great views. We can live in comfort 
in the desert all year round and 
possess its magnificence. 

Today we can control our cook- 
ing as we can control our climate. 
In the 1900’s we had neither fresh 
fruit nor green vegetables from late 
autumn to spring. and we suffered 
the sluggishness that resulted. Now 
we control such physical factors 
in our pursuit of happiness. The 
beauty of life includes not only 
long-playing records but also primi- 
tive roasting as well as the recipes 
of the most gourmet, for all is pos- 
sible for us to choose from. 

We can delight in nature as few 
people in history, for it is not neces- 
sarily the peasant who most savors 
the land. It is a Thoreau. It is a 
man who is free and idle and se- 
cure enough to contemplate it. To- 
day we can create our own Waldens 
without being bachelor hermits. 
We have control because we have 
choice, and we have choice because 
we have control. 

Now let’s look at the “good old 
days” of the 1900’s, a period that 
is more and more gilded by nos- 
talgia and memory. In Boston the 


average shopgirl worked ten hours 
a day, six days a week, for $5 to 
$6 a week (the equivalent of $15 
to $18 a week today). There were 
women in the garment trade in New 
York who made as little as 30 cents 
a day. One quarter of all boys be- 
tween ten and fifteen were working 
in mills, factories and on farms. 
According to a report published 
in 1904, at least 10 million out of 
our population of 76 million were 
“underfed, underclothed and poor- 
ly housed.” Life expectancy was 49 
1900; it is 68 years in 
1950. Another way to put it might 
be this: a woman of 40 in 1900 
looked like a woman of 60 today.

In the 1900’s the rich were very 
rich and the poor were very poor 
indeed. Today a woman may buy 
Christian Dior for 
$600 that will be on sale next year,

Yester- 
day’s luxuries: radios, refrigera- 
tors, cars, washing machines and 
fruit juices are the commonplaces 
of today. This is the big change in 


American life. 


In commenting about the big 


change, in a book of the same title. 


the late Frederick Lewis Allen had 
this to say: “Whenever I think of 
this change.” he wrote, “I think of 
something I saw not long ago in 
New York City. A street was being 
torn up for repairs, and while the 
workmen were standing waiting for 
the arrival of new equipment, one 
of them, who had in his hands an 
iron rod presumably used for pry- 
ing off manhole covers, was enjoy- 
ing a little relaxation. I looked 
twice to see what he was doing with 
that rod. He was practicing a grace- 
ful golf stroke.”

But.to rely entirely on well-known 
stalwarts is to sacrifice the consid- 
erable beauty and variety of many 
regionally desirable plants. 

Perennials are a diverse group. 
Some universal can’t-fail favorites 
are tolerant of soil and climate to 
the extreme; nearly everyone grows 
some of these plants. Others are 
quite specific in their needs. If 
you have a situation especially 
suited to an outstanding member 
of the second group, you have an 
opportunity worth exploiting. 

There are both kinds among the 
“overlooked” perennials described 
below. If one of these did poorly 
for you years ago, consider giving 
it a second try in a new location. 
In many cases you'll find the newer 
varieties easier to cultivate. in ad- 
dition to other assets. If a plant 
is questionably winter-hardy in 
your area, it may be worth a little 
pampering. Some vigorous but ten- 
der kinds might be grown as an- 
nuals. 

You don’t have to have a col- 
lector’s passion to ferret out fine 
perennials, but unless you happen 
to live near a nursery specializing 
in perennial plants, it may take a 
brief search to find the newer, less 
usual varieties. Larger nurseries 
with nation-wide sales tend to carry 
just those plants which can be 
counted on to prosper any place. 
They leave it to the specialists to 
supply perennials in variety. The 
catalogs will quickly tell you which 
nursery to order from. 

You may have to ask questions 
and seek out plants in small sup- 
ply. But specialists in perennials 
are, for the most part, true plant 
lovers. happy to share their enthusi- 
asms—perhaps in especially large.

Polypodium = subauriculatum 
Knightiae: This is a “basket” type 
fern of huge proportions.

Habi- 
tat: Mexico, Guatemala. 
Pteris semi-pinnata: Commonly 
called Angel Wings, this is a fairly 
tall fern producing upright fronds 
on beautiful, chestnut-brown stems. 
Angel Wings is scarce, but like 
all the ferns mentioned, it is avail- 
able by mail from a few specialists. 
This fern should be placed against 
a white background so its “wings” 
can be appreciated. Habitat: Japan, 
China, tropical Asia. 


Davallia Mariesii: Do you know 
about fern balls? Once you have 
seen this dainty fern grown in 


such a manner, you'll find it hard 
to resist. If fern balls are kept 


small, three could hang at intervals | 


on a long suspended wire, or singly 
on a bird-cage hook or frame. The 
three on a wire method has proved 
very successful for me in my tiny 
greenhouse because I am running 
out of bench space. 

C. Miller of Orchid Nursery in 
Vairfax, California, makes a spe- 
cialty of fern balls. 

Watering methods for balls vary 
from other watering: They should 
be “dunked” frequently and al- 
lowed to drain, perferably over- 


night. It is a little trouble, but 


worth it.

Perhaps more than any other room, the living room, where 
most living is done, indicates the philosophy of the architect:

Here in the living 
room of the Pace Setter the box is exploded. This grand room 
is not hemmed in on four sides by box-like walls.

t had to come! It was inevitable that one 

day we would drive through the “front 
door” of our houses, instead of through the 
back door into that jumble we call the garage. 
Since we are so completely motorized, why not 
be more realistic about it in our house de- 
signs? Since we lavish such pride and affection 
on our luxurious automobiles, why not be 
more elegant in our use of them? 


Here is the first reception room for formal 


car arrival, where you can drive within the 
walls of the house, yet enter the front door 
ceremoniously. The door of this motor hall 
opens at the command of a radio button in the 
family cars, and you drive into a foyer-like 
space, opening on an inner courtyard. You walk 
through this courtyard, under a roof, to the 
front door. But if you are carrying packages 
for the kitchen you can go directly through 
the kitchen door, (See plan on page 74.)

ou have just walked through the Pace Setter House for 1955. 


Thousands upon thousands have already walked through it at the State Fair 


of Texas. You might want to compare your reaction with theirs. 
“This house is contemporary,” many said, “but somehow it is not ‘modern’.” 
“This house is traditional,” others said, “but somehow it is not ‘period’.” 


We at House Beautirut have also been struggling with what to call the 
Pace Seiter. Should we call it American Style? Mid-Century American? 
Good Modern? Modern Traditional? Suddenly we ceased struggling for a 


label and immediately were at ease with the house. 


The Pace Setter is of today: It possesses all the great gains of 20th-century 
revolutions in technics, building and ways of living. But it is also deeply 
rooted in a rich tradition: It expresses maturity and wisdom and stability. 
Tt comforts the people who would live in it with all the advances of modern 


times, but it does not badger them with its ‘modernity.’ 


The Pace Setter for 1955 is in the tradition of our best architecture; it 
advances ipto the present with the character and heritage of the past. If the 
Pace Setter itself could speak to you and to its many visitors, we believe it 
would say quietly and firmly: 

“The revolutions are over and you are the victors. Now consolidate your 
victories. Let your emphasis, if you call yourselves modernists, be no longer 
on newness for novelty’s sake, but on the matured and tested of new products 
and practices. And you who are traditionalists should always remember that

A house plan has to grow out of the 
nature of the requirements of the owners, 


the budget, the site, the climate

B, definition, a Pace Setter must have everything that con- 
tributes to good living. This plan looks extremely complex. 
In fact it is. But it is a complexity which produces order, a 
benevolent order. Harwell Harris. architect of the Pace Setter, 
and his students, developed this kind of order out of complexity. 

Naturally, the more requirements you have the more complex 
might be your plan. In short, if you want everything, your plan 
is not going to be simple. (The reverse—that because a plan 1s 
complex, it is therefore eood—is not necessarily true.) The 
turns and projections that characterize the plan and the outside 
appearance and shape of the house are the natural result of 
orienting rooms to the most desirable exposure. with regard 
to the time of day they will be used. Each room has lots of 
light and air. Working areas are located in the best relationship 
to other parts of the house. for both privacy and convenience. 

The prime goal in forming this plan was to make the interior 
spaces as desirable in every way as possible—not to fit the 
spaces into some preconceived theory about how the house 
ought to look from the outside. This plan is as nearly as 
possible one-room wide to provide balanced cross lighting and

A Pace Setter for Texas must be able to 
cope with very long spells of extreme heat. 
And above all, it must give real refuge from 
such heat. Air conditioning alone cannot do 
it, for you cannot pack enough machinery 
into a house to keep it cool, if the house is 
working against the purpose of the ma- 
chinery. Besides, it is expensive to air-con- 
dition a house that is “trying” to be hot. So 
its better to start with one that already has 
built-in tendencies to coolness. That is why 
the design of this house puts so much 
emphasis on shade. If summer heat is your 
problem, keep your house out of the sun. 

Two more rules for hot places: Build it of 
materials and colors that don’t heat up. Ven- 
tilate spaces that trap heat. 

Do these three things and you'll have a 
cooler house—with or without air condition- 
ing. Hf you have it, you'll get along with one- 
third less air conditioning capacity.

In any territory where 40 consecutive days may have temperatures 
over 100° F.. without much night cooling, the roof has to be 
more than a way to keep out rain. This picture of the south wall 
was taken at noon on September 15.

would*be completely in shade, due to sun’s higher position in sky. 


How to grow a solid canopy of shade in 4 years 


One of the four sources of summer heat is glare — glare from the sky 
and from the ground. Glare is indirect sunshine, reflected by white 
clouds, bare ground, etc. It gets into your house from every direc- 
tion, through walls and windows. There are two cures: a parasol of 
shade, so you and your house don’t look at the sky; and a carpet 
of shaded grass, so there is no glare from the ground. 

Marie and Arthur Berger, the landscape architects for the Pace 
Setter, planted a grove of fast-growing Mimosa trees around this 
house, which will produce a solid canopy oi shade in two to four 
years. (This depends on size of plants started with.) The Mimosa 
is a hardy native tree, and you see it everywhere in Dallas, but 
usually as an ornamental instead of a shade-maker protecting the 
house. But it is a highly desirable tool for tempering the heat load 


put on the house. More about this on page 174.

Pure white has been proved the most 
heat-reflective color, roof ventilation a neces- 
sity for even the best insulation. These truths 
hold, whether or not house is air conditioned.

HEAT PUNE 





1, sounds mysterious, but it isn’t. You've got a heat pump 
in your house right now. The “works” of a refrigerator, what 
the service man calls “The Unit,” is a heat pump. It sucks heat 
out of one space (your icebox), and pushes heat into another 
space (your kitchen). 

How does it do this? An electric motor drives a pump. Con- 
nected to the pump are two coils of tubing. In the tubing is a 
fluid. The pump drives the fluid round and round the coils, 
whereby one coil gets hot and the other coil gets cold. 

Why they get hot and cold, most people don’t know, and there 
is no reason why they should care. The thing works. (We shall, 
however, give an explanation at the end of this article.) Right 
here, the point is: The cold coil is inside the icebox and draws 
heat out of the food; the hot coil is outside the box and throws 
the heat into the kitchen. 

A freezer is the same thing, only stronger. An air conditioner 
is the same thing, only you have to throw the heat away with 
more care and make sure it really gets out of the house. This 
may mean cooling towers and such. And now, a heat pump— 
somehow, people call it a “heat pump” when it’s used to heat a 
house. although all refrigeration machines are really heat 
pumps. A heat pump heating a house is still the same thing, 
only you use the heat and throw the cold away. That’s the whole 
difference. The cold coil is exposed to the outdoor air, and the 
cold dissipates into the great outdoors. The hot coil is indoors, 
and heats the indoor air just as a furnace would. 

That's all there is to it! But there is one big idea which you 


do have to get hold of firmly: You get intense cold in one coil

because the heat goes into the other coil. These machines don’t 
make heat: they move heat. That’s why they all are called heat 
pumps. They suck heat out of one thing, concentrate it, and 
push it into another. What blows so warm out of the back of a 
refrigerator is the heat that has been taken out of the butter. 

The relationship between the two coils is the same as between 
a boy’s hands and a towel—one is so clean because the other 
is so dirty. And when a house is heated by heat pump, the 
heat it gets is sucked out of the outdoor air. You refrigerate 
the great outdoors, and thereby heat the house. 

The whole idea is 102 years old. It was invented by William 
Thompson, who became Lord Kelvin, and was one of the great 
minds of the last century. He was a professor at Edinburgh. 
The question therefore comes up: Does it make economic sense 
to heat a house by heat pump? The answer is no, not for 
heating alone. It’s too much machinery to buy. But, if you 
also want summer cooling, then it makes sense. The same 
machine does both jobs. That’s the key to it, and the reason 
the heat pump is suddenly becoming The Thing. 

Once you have come around to wanting air conditioning, 
then, for very little extra (fine old phrase), you can have an air 
conditioner that will also heat the house in winter. You can 
then save the cost of (1) furnace, (2) chimney, (3) fuel tanks, 
(4) the space which those items would take up: so you get 
your extra money back right there. 

You can switch a heat pump from cooling to heating in two 
different ways. You can turn valves in the coil system and 


chase the fluid through the coils the other way round. Then the

pumps operate like refrigerators, drawing heat out of the

To engineer it so it really works, that’s something else. 

Think, for example, of the automatic defrosting. The cold 
coil would naturally frost up very fast if something were not 
done about it. This is another reason why the heat pump is now 
suddenly getting so much play. It’s now fully grown up not 
only as a machine, but as merchandise. It’s now stuff you can 
buy and know what you get, stuff you can get serviced locally 
by people who have been to the factory and taken a course— 
that sort of thing. 

Heat pumps come in two main types. according to the stuff 
from which they draw their heat in winter and into which they 
pump their heat in summer. They can use outdoor air or ground 
water. The pump in this Dallas house works with outdoor 
air. Most people find it difficult to see how you can draw heat 
out of cold winter air. The engineer has no trouble with that. 


To him, anything warmer than minus 460° F. has heat in it.

The housewife has really no trouble with this either. Suppose Warm or cool air flows into the rooms at baseboard level 
you have a package of peas in the freezer at 0° I. Suppose you through registers like these. designed to spread air upward in 
move it now into the ordinary refrigerator, which is at 40° F, three directions, rather than as a direct blast into room.

The many merits of the 





In many ways the courtyard is the key to understanding the 
mood and character of peace and tranquility of the Pace Setter. 
Entering it, you are prepared for a private world living at 
ease with nature and itself, encouraging you to do the same. 


A look-through, indoor-outdoor quality is given to the whole 
center of the house by means of glass walls looking out in all 
directions toward the garden, to the south, and toward the 
courtyard, to the north (on the right of the gallery shown below.)

ts first great merit strikes you immediately when you 
enter it on a hot summer day: It is an oasis of coolness 
and shade shielded from searing winds. It applies the 
centuries-old wisdom of the enclosed courtyard found in 
Spain and Arab countries where conditions of hot, dry heat 
prevail similar to that of our Southwest. 

Its merits are indeed many: It is a walled-off pause of 
tranquillity between house and street. No eye can penetrate 
the glass walls of the living room from the street’ side and 
from the living room only a lush green garden, and not a 
public thoroughfare, is visible. It extends the interior space 
immeasurably; the plants provide real. evaporative cooling 
as well as psychological relief, an effect heightened by the 
sound of water falling into a pool. 

The courtyard is architecturally an important outdoor- 
indoor room which performs many varied functions: It 
makes an important foyer-like entrance; on winter days, 
when the leaves are gone from the tree and vines, it lets the 
sun through and traps its heat; on warm nights it becomes 
a well of coolness whose air helps cool the house itself: 
its walls break the wind so plants of questionable hardi- 
ness can go through the winter with far less trouble; 
the wide eaves and the walls shade the paving and the 
interior sides of the house from sunlight and also reduce 
the hard glare of the steady northern light to a more 


pleasant light for the living room, (Please turn to page 128 











Both the pool and the plants bring real as well as psycho- 
logical coolness to the house on hot days, thanks to their 
evaporative effect. Additional coolness is suggested by 
the sound of running water, a secret discovered centuries 
ago by the Spaniards and the Moors, whose courtyards are 


recalled to mind by the similar beauty of the one before us. 


The courtyard was carefully integrated with the whole 
scheme of the house: the architecture, detailing, modular 
planning and orientation. It is designed to cast maximum 
shade on the interior walls of the house, to trap the sun on 
winter days and to minimize it on hot summer days by 


means of a tangle of vines, plants and a tree in full leaf.

has her own spacious bedroom, adjoining the family room 





Our lucky teenager occupies a wing of the house far enough removed .

In this un-infantile 
world of her own, she studies in quiet, pursues her hobbies, sees her 
friends. Understandable treasures like the embroideries that hang 
on her walls and the objets dart put to everyday use give her an 
effortless awareness of beauty and art.

Not only is this an ideal floor plan for adolescents, but the same 
arrangement, with its adjoining sitting room, would serve as day 
and night nurseries for infants.

t is no new idea, of course, to let 
| the structure of the house em- 
brace and enclose the place of 
arrival.

with the outdoors. Yet, thanks to 
its U-shape, the house maintains 
compactness. 

At first glance the layout looks 
like a hacienda plan. But it is real- 
ly the reverse. All the rooms open 
outward to take full advantage of 
the gardens around. Yet they are 
completely private from the street 
and from each other. 

Main living areas are made ex- 
tremely flexible by using sliding 
doors for partitions. The result is 
that the living and dining rooms 
can be thrown together into one 
vast space for parties or separated 
completely into intimate 
rooms for family life. 


more 


Circulation within the house is 
arranged carefully so that no room 
becomes a corridor. Service func- 
tions, such as deliveries and trash 
collections, are well segregated 
from living areas. Individuals in 
the family can come and go without 
disturbing each other. 

Storage of all kinds is ample 
and properly located, thus making 
housekeeping easier. For instance, 
combine with 


laundry facilities 


linen storage and sewing in the 
bedroom wing. where most soiled 
clothes and linens originate and 
where clean linen storage is most 
convenient. 

Individual privacy is assured by 
making the master suite a self-con- 
tained unit with its own private 
garden. The daughter’s room and 
the family playroom also form a 
suite apart from the main living 
areas. The daughter’s room can 
resound with gaiety without violat- 
ing the peace of the rest of the 
house. All sleeping rooms are fai 
removed from the kitchen and its 
early morning delivery noises. 

The automobile is effectively in- 
cluded as part of today’s life. All 
connections to the house from the 
street—guest cars, family and servy- 
ice—occur in one corner, a single 
point that ties in with both the 
front entrance and the kitchen and 
shop, without loss of privacy for 
the living rooms and bedrooms. A 
car arrival becomes an act of ele- 
gance in the motor reception hall 
or at the guest-car landing. as it 
was carefully planned to be. 


Books for Gardeners 


The Arnold Arboretum Garden 
Book by Donald Wyman. Van Nos- 
trand. New York, 1954. $5.95. 


Here is a fine addition to horti- 
culture, about 45 articles originally 
appearing in the little pamphlets 
published by the Arnold Arboretum 
for its non-technical friends. Ama- 
teurs who expect help in gardening 
may be disappointed, but confirmed 
gardeners will find a treasury of 
horticultural writing. Read, for 

example. the brief reviews of the 
remarkable men of the Arnold Ar- 
boretum—Sargent, Dawson, Faxon, 
Jack, Rehder, Wilson. Judd and 
Ames. Or read what George Graves 
has to say about beach plums of 
the coastal Northeast. Read about 
the fabulous collection of 29 dwarf 
trees our Ambassador Extraordi- 
nary brought with him after service 
in Japan. These trees now are 43 
to 213 years old. and gems among 
“Bonsai” in the new world. 

To me, the report. “Hemlock— 
the queen of conifers,” by the late 
Charles F. Jenkins, founder in 1931 

of a private hemlock arboretum at 
his home in Germantown, just out- 
side Philadelphia, is a particularly 
happy inclusion. Mr. Jenkins, al- 


most single-handedly, revived in- 
terest in hemlocks and_ restored 
them to the status of a respected 
ornamental. [ recall that in 1931 
the hemlock was so forgotten as 
an ornamental that seedlings were 
2 cents each, sold as a tree suitable 
only for covering fire-ravished cut- 
over “waste” land. 

The article on “45 of the best 
trees for Massachusetts gardens” 
might well be brought to the atten- 
tion of your favorite nurseryman 
Despite the assertion of the pres- 
ent book that “all are available 
from local nurseries!” (presumably 
Massachusetts nurseries). I dare 
say even a Bostonian gardener will 
have a hard time finding the mag- 
nificent Nikko fir, the cinnamon- 
brown Paperbark maple. the charm- 
ing Koelreuteria or the surprising 
Persian Parrotia. 

Nut-tree enthusiasts will find Dr. 
MacDaniels’ review definitive. Un- 
like most of the other articles, this 
review discusses culture thoroughly 
and so does qualify to support the 
book title. “Garden Book.”

Here’s a close-up of how the wall sunshade on the gable 
end works. It completely disappears downward into a little 
box set within the foundation, and is protected from the 
weather by a hinged lid. It lifts with ropes on a pulley, 
and is guided by thin, inconspicuous wires strung through 
grommeted holes. It can be raised to various heights. 








Top view shows simple construction involved in the shade 


trellis—stock 1 x 2 inch redwood strips nailed 1 inch apart 
to the big beams below. This is carpentry within the skill 
of the home handyman. Final surface is slick enough so 
winds clean away falling tree leaves. Lumber can be 
bought pre-cut, and stained before it is nailed up.

\HERE are exceptions to this. The

You have now done the trick of 
making heat and cold, both at the 
same time, but at different spots in 
your machine, simply by doing 
mechanical work. If you keep do- 
ing it, the hot place in the machine 
keeps spilling heat into the sur- 
rounding air: It acts as a heater. 
The cold place keeps drawing heat 
from its surroundings and acts as 
a refrigerator. Net result: You are 
pumping heat from one place to 
another. 

Modern heat pumps don’t pump 
air, but use “Freon” instead. Freon 
is a gas which, when put under 
pressure turns into a liquid. Or you 
might say it is a liquid which, when 
put under suction, bubbles up into 
a gas.* This “change of state,” 
liquid-gas-liquid, is accompanied 
by even greater heating and cool- 
ing effects than the mere compres- 
sion and decompression of a gas. 
This makes the heat pump much 
more efficient. You get bigger re- 
sults with a smaller machine and 
with less power. 

In fact, these trick “refrigerants” 
what have

But Mexico’s cheapness and avail- 
ability are obvious charms, like the 
unexpected grandeur of its wrin- 
kled purple mountains when you're 
prepared to find only sun-baked 
cactus desert, like its magical year- 
round climate, generally more tem- 
perate than tropical.

O GO to Mexico, you need a 

tourist card, good for six months 
and available for $3 from a Mexi- 
can consulate or the Mexican Goy- 
ernment Tourist Bureau (630 Fifth 
Avenue in New York). Your travel 
agent or airline can also get this 
for you. You must show them proof 
of citizenship. You need a certifi- 
cate that you have been vaccinated 
against smallpox within the past 
three years to return to the U.S.

Mexico 
is not dressy, so save luggage space

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TODAY'S INDOOR PLANTS 


Maranta Kerchoveana is a plant 
with a low and spreading habit that 
no household can be without. It’s 
such an easy plant to grow and is 
always so pretty to look at, with 
velvet brown blotches when young, 
turning velvet green when mature. 

This plant can stand a little 
filtered sun, but does better in a 
good north light. It needs constant 
moisture and seems to go on and on 
in the same pot. The trick is to 
cut its stems back to the surface of 
the container in January. This al- 
lows new shoots to grow and a 
whole new plant appears by the 
early part of March.

The unfolding of the new leaves 
with their fresh markings is some- 
thing to behold. At this time I feed 
it once a week for four weeks, then 
once a month thereafter, with fish 
emulsion.. A 40-foot border, four 
feet wide, in the Golden Gate Park 
Conservatory has been treated this 
way since 1910, with a start of only 
six plants. After the plants have 
been cut back, this border is top- 


dressed with a mixture of half leaf 
mold and half well-rotted manure. 

I grow this plant in my green- 
house too, in an eight-inch fern pan 
which into the house 
April 15 and be placed in an old 
Russian brass container against a 
western window, with shutters to 
shade it at the sunniest time of the 
day.

The name Kerchoveana com- 
memorates a very old and noble 
family of Belgium. specifically.

The 
Count’s son is now president of the 
Royal Horticultural Society in 
Brussels, a tradition of long stand- 
ing in that branch of the family. 
They have always been great pa- 
trons of and contributors to the ad- 
vancement of horticulture. There is 
a book written by Count de Ker 
chove, published in Paris in 1894, 
called “Le Livre des Orchidées.”

The plant was introduced into 
cultivation in 1879 and comes from 
Brazil. Its correct name is JV. leu- 
coneura “kerchoveana.” The com- 
mon name is Prayer Plant.so called 
on account of the charming way 
its leaves turn upwards at night. 
From England comes a surprising 
and amusing bit of information 


concerning -the plant's common 
name. They call it “husband and 
wife plant” as the leaves curl up 
together at night.

Ferns Have a New Look of Luxury 


Sydney Stein Rich continues her discussion of ferns as indoor plants 





Acrostichum aureum: A _ true 
water fern, it can be placed, pot 
and all, in a few inches of water 
like an aquatic plant.

An aquarium with a glass 
cover is one device for showing off 
this treasure. The glass cover could 


be kept on most of the time to re- 





tain the moisture this fern must 
have. In its wild state trichomanes 
grows on damp shady rocks, usu- 
‘ally within the sprays of a water- 
fall. 

It spreads rapidly from a creep- 
ing root stock. in almost no time 
making a miniature fern forest. 

Habitat: Most tropical lands. 
also England, Ireland, New Zea- 
land, South Africa and the south- 
ern states of this country. 


Adiantum trapeziforme: This is 
the tallest and largest maidenhair 
fern—it may reach 3 to 4 feet in 
a large container. It’s a very “solid” 
looking fern compared to its more 
delicate relatives.

topher’s cautious condemnation of 
the nearly unanimous opinion of 
nurserymen that young fruit trees 
should be “headed back” to force 
them to produce a broomhead of 
little branches. This does result in 
a bushy appearance to the little 
tree, and nurserymen insist that 
this helps sales. House Brautirur 
readers are aware of my crusade 
to get home gardeners to refuse 
to accept such butchered trees. By 
the time you thin out the branches 
to get a structurally strong tree you 
might better have bought a branch- 
less “whip.” 

Dr. Christopher qualifies his ap- 
proval by a “may be more desir- 
able.” I feel stronger. At least until 
the majority of fruit tree buyers 
become aware of the situation, the 
buyer of whips get the biggest, 
thriftiest trees and the weakest are 
chopped back to 30 inches or so 
and grown for another year in the 
nursery before they are sold. So 
currently not only are buyers of 
two-year-old trees getting a tree 
artifically stunted, but the best in 
the lot have already been sold. 

All is not gain, of course. In 
theory you do have to grow the 
whip an extra year before it fruits, 
although it often fruits just as soon 
after planting as does the tree 
which was headed back. You do 
have to spend more time training 
the tree so its main branches arise 
when you want them and point in 
the direction best for the location, 
But again this is not really a big 
job. I merely rub off the buds 
where I don’t want a branch to 
grow. This takes only a few min- 
utes, once in midsummer and again 
in the fall the first few years. 

Since the buds usually are fairly 
close together, I have 2 or 3 re 
maining at each location where I 
want a branch. This is fine. One 
of the buds may not grow—or the 
young branch from it may be dam- 
aged accidentally in its first year. 
So I let each of these buds push 
out a branch. Then IT remove all 


erowth. The extra leaf surface is 
useful to the tree anyhow. 
Sometimes whips continue to 
erow without much branching. 
This is fine for young shade trees 
but not for fruit trees which you 
want to branch low so you can 
pick the fruit more easily. Dr. 





Christopher recommends a special 
“heading back” to prevent this) 
high branching in fruit trees. He 
nips off the top few inches of the) 
whip. Then after the side shoots 
grow three or four inches, he prunes 
the whip to conform to the height 
of the highest branch desired.

No genius 
creates in a vacuum, independent 
of his time. His work does not float 
ether.

call timeless is anchored in time. 
The conditions which prevailed in 
Verdi’s youth help to explain why 
he created a new kind of opera and 
why this new form is still, a century 
later, valid, gripping, exciting and 
attuned to present-day needs. 

In the year of 1813, an innkeeper 
in the small town of Busseto (near 
Parma) registered with the French 
authorities the birth of a male 
child, the given names being Joseph 
Fortunin Francois. In that year 
Napoleon was still in possession of 
northern Italy; hence the French 
names. A year later, the Austrians 
were in charge. But as the child 
grew up, he grew up as an Italian. 
as Giuseppe. He lived through a 
period when Italians bent their ef- 


forts to the task of becoming 
Italians rather than  foreign-gov- 


erned provincials. For all too brief

a time, Italians became a nation 
capable of building union, capable 
of pulling the bell rope of liberty 
together. 

The new idealism and national 
consciousness influenced Verdi. His 
music grew out of it, as seventeenth- 
century Dutch painting grew out of 
Holland’s liberation from Spain. In 
his early operas were to be heard 
patriotic and revolutionary appeals. 
His first big success was Nabucco. 
In this opera a chorus of slaves 
sings, and their melody became a 
rallying song for Italians. His next 
work, | Lombardi, provoked a pa- 
triotic 


demonstration against the 


Austrian suppressors. Even his 
name became a political anagram: 
Viva Emanuel, Re d'Italia (Long 


live Emanuel, King of Italy). 


ROM the first, then. Verdi operas 
were “contemporary” cperas. No 
what fabled, removed 


countries and in what far-off times 


matter in 


their subjects were set, the spirit 
of the opera was no longer re- 
moved, no longer a mythological 
charade, no longer politely clas- 
sical. The music. even in the rather 
crass early operas. was full of wine 
of current vintage. It was no longer 
merely entertaining behind the foot- 
lights. it was heady brew in your 
daily life. 

Many of the tunes became the 
popular songs of the day. Verdi 
moved opera from a place where 
you merely enjoyed it to a place 
so near to your own life that you 
felt impelled to participate with 
heart and soul. This was true even 
if the opera no longer contained 
political overtones. 

Verdi made opera more human, 
more normal, so to speak. Here we 
have the explanation of his appeal. 
His operas are rooted in those 
emotions which have not changed. 
He is the great composer of the 
normal situation. A girl parting 
situa- 
heartbreak- 


from her beloved—has the 


tion ever been more 
ingly expressed than in Traviata’s 
ery. “Amami, Alfredo!” ? A father’s 
fight against the man who is going 
to hurt his child—we experience 
it in Rigoletto, enveloped in dark- 
ness. A woman's longing for peace 

Verdi sets it down with simple 
beauty in the aria. “Pace, pace, 
mio dio,” in The Force of Destiny. 

One-does not belittle him if one 
calls him normal. He was of course 
normal in the way of a genius. 
That is to say he combined sensi- 
tivity with sureness. 


One of the fascinating echaracter-

istics of his genius was his growth 
Indeed. Verdi's growth represents a 
longer upward journey than that 
traveled by any other composer, 
Interesting as were his early operas, 
they were still in plot, orchestra. 
tion and shape of their tunes some-| 
what rough-and-tumble affairs. | 
have never heard anything by 
Verdi which bored me. But I have 
heard passages, particularly in his’ 
early operas, in which excitement 
was too obviously whipped up and) 
in which a passion was torn to. 
tatters. As he grew, the crudity was 
refined without loss of strength, and 
the theatricality gave way to high 


drama without losing stage effec-| 
tiveness. , 

In his middle period, when he | 
was thirty-eight to forty, he com-| 
posed the famous trio of operas, 
containing among them five times 
as many popular tunes as the en- 
tire output of any other composer. 
Of these ubiquitous operas, La 
Traviata is a chamber opera of 
exquisite delicacy, beautiful from 
first to last: Rigoletto, a drama 
which after a poor first-act rises 
to staggering heights in the final | 
act; and // Trovatore, the most 
melodramatic and, I think, least of | 
the three, an all-too-bloedy opera 
which yet contains such music as 
the “Miserere” scene. 


HESE three alone would have 

assured his fame. But on and on 
he went, writing other operas, some 
less successful but all of them fas- 
cinating in their way and all show- 
ing an ever-increasing mastery. 
Don Carlo, A Masked Ball, and The 
Force of Destiny belong to this 
group. When he was fifty-seven. he 
began work on Aida. In this opera 
he integrated all he had learned 





before, used the ‘orchestra to a 
greater extent. and applied his 


musical knowledge to a dramatic- 
ally effective libretto, and still was 
able to pour out such melodies as 
“Celeste Aida” and “Ritorna Vin- 
citor.” 

Even this was not the end. For 
after Aida he composed, at the age 
of seventy-three, Otello. Now he 
was no longer interested in writ- 
ing tunes, big arias, stage-worthy 
melodies. Inspired by Shakespeare 
and the excellent adaptation which 
his friend Boito made of the play. 
he created a music drama, using 
the symphonic orchestra and_ the 
voices as equals. And with what 
Otello stands alone. It is

How do you theme and color-scheme 


a Pace Setter House ? 


What makes top-flight decorating ? How do you assemble 
various ingredients so that they produce beauty when they 
are brought into juxtaposition with each other? The still- 
life scene above is remarkable because it demonstrates a 
primary principle and shows a basic truth: that the 
decorative whole can be greater than the sum of its parts; 


that it is possible to make individually beautiful objects 


even more beautiful by putting them with others—the 


right others. You see nine materials and at least six colors. 
Yet they all go together as though they were a single 
whole. Here is the major decorative theme of Housr 
BEAUTIFUL’s Pace Setter House for 1955, and it is repeated 
throughout the house in the structure and in the furnish- 
ings. How do you bring together the right elements for 
your house? We try to tell you on the next 10 pages. But 


do return again to this page, to re-study the scene above. 
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Jewelry-like push plate on door between dining 


room and kitchen is silver, lapis and malachite. 


W. started with the hot Texas climate. We decided that the 
color scheme, like everything else, must contribute to the feeling 
of a cool oasis in a torrid desert. That meant cool colors. But 
which ones and what kind of combination? 

With the problem clearly in mind we were ready for the solu- 
tion that came our way by chance. We saw it in a stone! It was a 
semi-polished rock containing a beautiful mixture of blue lapis 
and green malachite (you can see it for yourself on the previous 
page). It became the take-off point for our 1955 Pace Setter House. 
We happened to see it in the Dallas office of William McFadden, 
our supervising decorator for the Pace Setter. He was having a 
Mexican silversmith use this type of stone for mosaic inlay hard- 
ware on furniture and doors. 

Then and there we decided to use the colors in the stone as the 
scheme for the house, and to use McFadden’s mosaic hardware as 
push-plates (shown below) and fingergrips for the numerous slid- 
ing doors. We were off! We had a color scheme we liked. And we 
had a motif, in the hardware, that looked interesting enough to be 
appliquéd to towels and sheets. So off we went for fabrics and rugs. 
Paints could come later; since they are available in any color, they 
could be chosen after the scheme was more developed.

The marble walls of the bathroom repeat 
the greens of the malachite in the mo- 
saic hardware.

But having one theme did not mean repeating it. 
without variation, throughout the house. You can have 
great variety and still have unity by bringing together 
many patterns, textures and colors that may not match 
but are co-ordinated sympathetically. 

The 1955 Pace Setter House has many themes woven 
through it, as a symphony has many melodies. For in- 
stance, the blue and green color scheme, which started 
with the stone-inlaid hardware, had varying treatments. 
In the master bedroom, seen on these pages, the blues 
are less intense and become the color of sea water: 
blue-green. Many kinds of blues—all pale and watery— 
were used in this room and the adjacent dressing- 
bathroom. Even the redwood wall and the Korina ply- 
wood ceiling were given a pale staining in blue-green, 
so light that the eye is scarcely aware that any stain- 
ing has been done. 

But there are other recurring decorative themes. 
Gold leaf (on the black-framed sliding doors) is every- 


where in the Pace Setter. (Please turn the page) 





Master suite is decorated for undemanding peacefulness 


Placed in the floor plan out of all 


traffic-ways, this superb master suite 





is furnished to heighten its usefulness 
as a peaceful retreat. Pale, muted, un- 
demanding colors are used through- 
out. Soft materials abound. Complete 
darkness is possible, thanks to uphol- 
stered shutters which fold into the 
window frame. The beds use the new, 
pleated angel crepe nylon sheets and 
cases. Because the air conditioning

Black touches also appear in the black leather chairs, 
in the black Coromandel screen of the dining room, in 
the incidental black accessories and in the green-black 
of the steel-frame windows and doors. 

Even the gates to the entrance courtyard hint at 
what is inside: the blues and greens, the touches of 
gold, the play of battens and moldings. 

Still other themes occur and recur. Mosaics of all 
types are used everywhere—in the structure itself, in 
tables, as ornaments on walls, in the hardware. Even 
though the mosaics were gathered from all over the 
world (from Mexico, America, Italy, Denmark), their 
widespread use produces a recurring unity, despite 
their variety. (See close-ups of mosaics on page 155.) 

Thus you may properly deduce that good decorating 
is not superficial—not a pasting-on of ornament. 
Good decorating must be tightly interlocked with the 
structure. In fact, the structure is the take-off point

The Pace Setter workshop was brought out of its usual place in the 


basement and into the light. It is in a worthy room of its own, truly 
a place for the pleasure of doing things to, and for, your own home.

wning your home is only half the fun. Doing things to 
it, and for it, is the other half. But only a homeowner seems 
to understand this. 
The non-homeowner carefully counts all the costs of owning 
a home and includes among the costs the time he would spend 
fixing faucets and making bookshelves and the like. The 
homeowner counts the advantages of owning a home and, 
oddly enough, includes among the advantages the pleasure he 
gets fixing faucets and making bookshelves and the like. 
How, then, can the homeowner ever hope to explain such 
“perversity” to the stubborn non-homeowner? How can we at 
House BEAUTIFUL ever hope to get across what owning your 


home can mean, when there is apparently such a basic mis- 


Only a person who has operated and maintained a power tool 
knows the pleasure of it. And only a homeowner knows the 
pleasure of improving the function and beauty of one’s home. 
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The workshop is an integrated part of the architec- 
ture of the Pace Setter with the same wide, protect- 
ing overhangs and pleasant place on the grounds. 


understanding as to just what is a cost and what is a pleasure? 

It’s difficult and perhaps practically impossible, but let’s try. 

There is, first of all, a philosophical demonstration that 
has truth but is somewhat involved. It goes like this: You 
love people more for what you do for them than for what they 
do for you; and conversely, you hate people more for what 
you have done to them than for what they have done to you. 
But only if you’ve had either experience will you accept the 
truth of all this. If you’ve had neither experience, you'll 
dismiss it as a clever paradox without real validity. In other 
words, you'll still be like the non-homeowner listening to the 
“nonsense” of the homeowner. 


Let’s try another approach, then, (Please turn the page) 





One whole side of the workshop can be opened to outdoor air and 


light so as to permit greater ventilation and work space. Note too 
the abundance and convenience of bench, tool and storage space. 
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Making a place for the pleasure of making a home continued 


possibly a sentimental one: If you have weighed the disad- 
vantages of having children against the advantages, have 
you ever considered that you might be calling something a 
disadvantage that is in reality a hidden and subtle advantage? 
There is, for instance. a cost in clothing your child. But it 
also is a pleasure. Watch any mother (or father) buying a 
dress for a little girl. There is a cost in sending your child 
through school. It also is a pleasure. Watch parents at a 
graduation or in the evening talking to their child about the 
day’s lessons. There is a cost in time in feeding your child. 
There is also the pleasure of it (if he eats!). 

But this is all too sentimental! or, at least, emotional, you 
might say, because people are involved, people who are closely 
related. When we talk about a home, you might be objecting. 
we are talking about a house primarily, a house that may 
spring leaks, that may “get small” as your family grows, that 
always has something to be repaired, that is, after all, not 
flesh and blood but simply sticks and stones, 

So let’s talk about sticks and stones. but first, a warning,

Burroughs, Thoreau, Mumford (who wrote a book with that 
title) and many a good architect have proved it. It’s some- 
thing, however, you must see for yourself. Study the wood 
in your dining table, if it hasn’t been varnished and stained 
beyond recognition. Preferably one you've rubbed down your- 
self with warm linseed oil “once a day for a week, once a 
week for a month, once a month for a year, once a year for 
a lifetime.” It will speak to you of winters and summers. 
growth and death. And if you're not careful, it will persuade 
you to be the owner of a house with the same warmth and 
personality of wood, the similar strength and character of 
stone laid upon stone. 

Let’s say you're careful. Let’s say that you say, “Wood 
and stone do have warmth and character like people, because 
they are part of nature. But how about leaking faucets and 
bookshelves? Well.” you reflect, “bookshelves bring us back 
to wood again, so let’s stick to leaking faucets and power 
failures and lawn mowers and sticking doors.” 

By all means let’s talk about machinery. If Britain is a 
nation of shopkeepers, we are a nation of mechanics. At 
least since Ben Franklin we’ve had a tradition of satisfying 
our curiosity about the principles of power, of multiplying 
our mastery of our environment. To those who say we Anter- 
icans are becoming slaves of machinery we can easily reply 
that we who are masters of machines will never be their slaves. 
It is only the ignorant who run that risk. 

There is, then, the pleasure of knowledge, of knowing how 
to operate a disc sander, a band saw, a drill press. There 
is the pleasure of extending one’s powers of control over 
the world around one. If you drive a car, you have that 
pleasure. If you pilot a plane, you have it in an exhilarating 
and almost intoxicating form. 

But there is another priceless ingredient in this pleasure. 
Without it, your pleasure is reduced. Not only must you know 
how to drive a car, but you must also know how your machine 
operates (it might be stated baldly that if you don’t you 
really don’t know how to drive) and feel secure in your ability 
to make minor adjustments and repairs without limping into 
a garage every time you flood the carburetor. 

At home you run machines too. As a matter of fact. the 
average housewife has a veritable factory at her fingertips in 


the kitchen alone. What a pleasure to be able to cope with 


_any normal difficulty! If you are searching for a definition 


of domestic happiness, you might consider the capacity for 


coping with any problem, mechanical or emotional, as the 
keystone. This applies to major problems as it applies to 
minor ones, such as leaking faucets, if you like. The drip-drip- 
drip torture of an unfixed faucet has probably ruined as many 
evenings at home as what TV program to turn on. 

You would think the day is long past when men took a 
certain snobbish attitude toward mechanical helplessness. It 


isn’t. There are still some who say (Please turn to page 142)

Ee me say right off and without fanfare: I am tuberous begonia 
mad. Pure and simple, just like that! 

When summer comes to our place all silver and gold, I’m in heaven 
with a glory of begonias in my arms. Big as plates and picotee-banded, 
they decorate our tables; frilled as lace, they grace the terrace and 
dress the dressing room. Or maybe it’s the other way around. Out- 
side, a bed of vibrating orange invites you to approach, pass by and 
enter at the front door. And in the breezeway, a great hanging garden 
of a wall glows in the light coming through from the background, 
Tuberous begonia time has come to the Stantons’. 

In all the madness there is some sense, and it’s color that does it. 
I pick my begonias by their color. Ignoring the reds, I go ecstatic 
with the sunshine-gay yellows and salmons and apricots because of 
the exciting things they do to the wood and stone of our house. I 
lead the unsuspecting guest to the entrance, stun her with orange 
small-flowered multifloras, then dazzle her with large-flowered debs, 
all in variations of the same tones, as I lead her from terrace to room 
and from room to room. Only in the dressing room do I go off the gold 
standard: Here I have pink picotee begonias, grown just for this 
room. (How precious can one be! ) 

I grow all my other begonias in shades of one color—a treasure- 
chest of golds and coppers—so I can always go out to them under the 
protecting oak and scoop up dozens of perfect blossoms in just the 
right shades for whatever needs a bit of glamorizing. It’s pure gold 
when last-minute guests show up. And the beauty of the big ones is 
that it takes only a few of them to pep up a room or an entire party. 

Hard to come by, this wealth of flowers that lets you decorate like 
an oriental pasha? Not at all! Once started, the plants are yours for 
years, growing larger and more spectacular with each passing season.

The secret of the success of this resort house lies in the way the com- 
mon rooms—kitchen. dining and living rooms—are accessible from the 
private bedroom areas.

ust about everyone has thought of building a house for 
summer or winter vacations only to be appalled at the 
cost of building such a place for living in but a few 
months of the year. One family, however, has solved that 
problem in a way that has meaning for any group of relatives 
or friends. Mrs. Norman J. Kopmeier, Mrs. M. J. Bransfield 
and Mrs. Carl A, Miller, all members of the same family, 
divided the cost of building and maintaining a fine resort 
house without loss of privacy. Here’s how they did it: 
They had their architect draw up a plan (see it on the 
next page) which gave each branch of the family a lavish, 
living-bedroom suite, separated from each other and from 
the rest of the house by breeze-ways, but with protected 
access to a splendid kitchen, dining and living room, which 
they share jointly. Thus they divided 60% of the cost of a 
new house three ways, namely the building and furnishing 
of the kitchen, dining and living rooms; yet they still 
have, in effect, three private residences under a single roof. 


Similarly they shared the cost of the swimming pool.

They each saved 40% of what an equally | :

if each had built separately By dividing 60% of the cost of a new 
house three ways, namely building and 
furnishing kitchen, living and dining 
rooms, each of the three branches of 
this family saved 40% of what it would 
have cost had each built an equally fine 
resort house separately. They share 
these rooms but still have private living- 
bedroom suites separated by breeze- 
ways and with access to shared rooms. 
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One of the master dressing rooms, it indicates the lavishness with which each 


of the three bedroom areas has been detailed and furnished. Since the cost of the 


shared public rooms was distributed three ways, extra care could be spent here.

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The kitchen is fully equipped and finished, unlike that of too 
many resort homes. where life tends to become somewhat grace- 
less and makeshift. This expense was made possible because of 


its being participated in by members of all three families. 


The pass-through helps considerably in ease of serving and 
clearing. This is particularly appreciated in a house which, 
after all, was designed primarily for restful vacation living. In

iG this machine age, one significant point of 
this room is that human hands—and not ma- 
chines—made it. Richard Petterson glazed the 
tiles lining the tub, and the shower pan, which 
were designed and built by Harrison McIntosh. 
Lavatory basin, like a ceramic bowl, was de- 
signed, cast and fired in a single piece. The 
elliptical towel bars and almost all fittings were 
hand-formed in brass or gold plate. Ceramic 
tile walls, floors and counters were laid by 


skilled tile setters. 


‘Whe whole room seems as continuously molded as a piece of 
pottery, as if it had been curved into its compact shape and 
almost completely lined with a smooth-flowing mosaic of tiny 
ceramic tiles. No acute corners disturb the eye or create clean- 
ing problems. Everything is beautiful and practical. 

These tiny clay tiles make this design fluidity possible for, 
with them, walls, counter, tub and shower stall can be shaped, 
by hand, into circular or partly circular forms, carrying out 
the basic geometry of the room. See the curve repeated again 
and again, in the half-round plastic bubbles that diffuse light, 
in the elliptical towel bars, in the circular rug. But note that 
the curve is always a crisp measured arc of a circle, never an 
uncontrolled “free form.”

Here we have a fine example of the dressing 
room not only merging with the bathroom. 
but with the bedroom as well. In this view 
of the master bedroom of the Dick Powell 
house, we are looking toward the dress- 

ing room. It is shown open, but it could 
also be made closable by drawing curtains 
across the wide doorway. On the page 
Opposite, you can see how the dressing room 
relates, in turn, to bath, shower and 
lavatory. Decorator Paul Granard has suc- 
ceeded remarkably well in co-ordinating the 
various areas as well as in separating 

and closing them off at will by means of a 
skillful handling of fabrics and closet 
doors. The result is convenience and 


spaciousness plus the possibility for 





separation and privacy at the same time.

And to demonstrate how an expert put them to account in the 
planning of her own grooming facilities, we show you Mrs. 
Kalmus’s efficient, meticulously planned bath-dressing-room- 
office on these four pages. 

This is a room where every detail matters, from the two 
huge skylights overhead to the fact that the room is designed 
without a projecting baseboard. But to understand the room 
and how it works, you must know something of Mrs. Kalmus 
herself. She is the wife of Dr. Herbert Kalmus, president of 
Technicolor, Inc. Under her maiden name of Eleanore King 
she was, until a few years ago, a beauty consultant to various 
motion picture studios in Hollywood. Moreover, she wrote a 
beauty column for King Features Syndicate and lectured at 
the University of California on the art of grooming and 
make-up. She has been mentor in problems of appearance and 
poise to the hostesses of American Airlines. Her book, Glorify 
Yourself, is now in its tenth printing, and she is constantly 
updating it. She is the manager, menu-planner and hostess 
of a 22-room house that sees much entertaining. She is the 
mother of two daughters, one of college age who lives at home, 
and another who only recently made her a grandmother for 
the first time. What with her literary work, a full schedule 
and her active participation in several civic and charitable 
organizations, Mrs. Kalmus requires the services of two full- 
time secretaries. 

Because beauty is her business, she has planned her dressing 
room-bath, which is right off the master bedroom, to have 
the crisp efficiency of a beauty workshop. But since she finds 
it efficient to do much of her work early in the day, sandwich- 
ing it in with her personal grooming, Mrs. Kalmus has planned 
her dressing room so that it also functions rather like a 
domestic office. She calls the whole bedroom-dressing room 
area her “pink lanai,” since the bedroom’s sliding glass wall 
opens out to a terrace, giving the whole area the feeling of 
being part of the outdoors. 

It is from this dressing room, equipped with desk and 
telephones as well as with shrewdly devised lighting, mirrors, 
clothes storage, and make-up and exercise facilities, that Mrs, 
Kalmus operates. While she is doing her major grooming 
for the day, she talks over the house phone to her cook, 
secretaries and her personal maid, and makes whatever out- 
going calls she must to friends and associates. Early in the 
morning, in a short period of time, she discharges her house- 
hold duties, leaving the subsequent hours free for the fulfill- 
ment of her other obligations. 

While she feels that everyone must devise a schedule to 


suit her own needs, in her own case she likes to start the

day with corrective body exercises, and has arranged her 
dressing room space to allow for this. Her exercises are 
performed on mats spread out in the wide part of the room. 
When not in use the mats are rolled up and stored in one 
of the cabinets provided for them. Next, in a series of posture 
exercises, Mrs. Kalmus stands flat against the flat walls of the 
room. These walls are specifically planned to have no pro- 
truding baseboards which might interfere with body align- 
ment, and Mrs. Kalmus also saw to it that they serve as 
posture checks since they are virtually lined with mirrors. 

After a quarter of an hour of posture work, Mrs. Kalmus 
showers and dresses. While she is toweling, she stands on 
a small, slightly angled board, called a “heel cord stretcher.” 
This board puts the feet in a position with heels down and 
toes raised, thus stretching the Achilles tendons in the back 
of the legs. The constant wearing of high heels keeps the 
Achilles tendon foreshortened, a defect that this simple 
exercise remedies while it also lends tone and firmness to 
the musculature in the back of the knees. Like many of Mrs. 
Kalmus’s simple and sensible exercises, the heel cord exercise 
can be done while you’re busy with something else. 

Mrs. Kalmus, whose whole philosophy of beauty culture is 
based on the assumption that no modern woman has un- 
limited time to devote to beautifying herself. believes in 
grooming herself for the day during the early part of the 
day. She arranges her hair, puts on street make-up, and 
dresses while talking on the phone, directing her household

I the towering granite walls of 
famous Yosemite Canyon, we see 
the strongest, most durable build- 
ing material produced by nature. 
When we mix concrete, we attempt 
to duplicate this great strength by 
a binding together of native sub- 
stances into a similar composition. 

How well we succeed depends 
upon the design of the mix, or rela- 
tive proportions of these substances 
to one another, and our methods 
of handling the mixture following 
this blending. These factors can 
mean the difference between a con- 
crete which can withstand the ele- 
ments like a granite block or a 
crumbly mixture which will rap- 
idly erode before frosts, thaws, and 
other adverse weather conditions.

SELECTION OF MATERIALS 
Aggregates: 


Gravel, crushed stone, sand, and 
blast furnace slag are among the 
most common aggregate materials. 
Hard, sound materials, such as 
granite or other hard stones, should 
be used rather than soft, flaky 
shales or cherts. 
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Particles should be roughly cubi- 
cal in shape, with a minimum of 
thin, slivery pieces for a good mix. 
The rounded shapes of natural 
sand are better than the more an- 
gular particles of crushed stone 
sand for fine aggregates. 

Misshapen particles weaken con- 
crete and cause air spaces when 
the cement fails to reach all their 
surfaces.

Coarse grades range from 6” 
down to slightly more than 14”. 
No. 3 rock, composed of pebbles 
up to 34” in size, is best for most 
average home uses while No. 4, 
up to 34” in size, is most commonly 
used for finishing off thin top slabs. 
Usually, the largest particles of 
coarse aggregates should be no 
more than 1% the thickness of thin- 
nest section of concrete used.

Fine aggregates are graded down 
from slightly less than 14” to tiny 
particles which will pass through 
a No. 200 sieve, with 200 holes per 
square inch of mesh. Most com- 
mercial rock plants carry only one 
grade of concrete sand, best for 
average home construction proj- 
ects, composed of pieces from 100 
sieve to about 14”. 

All aggregates must be clean 
and free of any contaminating sub- 
stances such as dirt, clay, coal. 


salts, humus, or organic matter.

Beach sand is unsuitable for this 
reason. Clean river sand, if prop- 
erly graded, may be used for fine 
aggregates, but coarse aggregates 
of proper size are difficult to find 
in the natural state. 

For the best, most durable con- 
crete mixes buy your aggregates 
from a commercial rock plant and 
be sure of their cleanliness as well 
as the right combination of grades 
for your job. Average prices are 
about $1.80 to $2 per ton for rock, 
$1.60 per ton for sand. Transport 
charges are added.

they wouldn’t know ‘a left-handed 
monkey wrench from a right-handed 
one. And they probably wouldn't. 


“Obviously we must give them the 


freedom of ignorance. Unfortunate- 
ly, they infect those men who find 
freedom in knowledge, pleasure in 
knowing what to do when things go 
wrong. As a result, these men hide 
their hobbies in the basement or in 
an out-of-the-way hobby room. In a 
conversational group that includes 
the blatantly ignorant, they often 
hide their attitude and take the 
position of the proudly inept. They 
take it so often that they finally kill 
the pleasure they have. 

This is remarkably similar to an 
experience we are having with our 
little girl. Every morning, she jumps 
with eagerness to go to school, but 
whenever anyone asks her if she 
likes school, she replies, “No, Ud 
rather be playing outside.” The 
group of her peers has decided it’s 
sissy to like school, so she hides 
her pleasure, even from herself. 


ELL, we brought the workshop 

of the Pace Setter for 1955 out 
of the basement and into the light, 
and we put it into a room of its 
own, just about as nice a one as 
any other in the house.

Tools and equipment wheel or 
slide in and out freely. There is 
more than adequate storage space 
for lumber and all the necessities. 
A sturdy work bench is long enough 
to allow room for several projects 
at the same time. Wall boards with 
adjustable pegs bring tools within 
convenient reach. Acoustical ceil- 
ing deadens sound. The vinyl tile 
floor absorbs some of the shock of 
a dropped tool and, being blue, 
makes finding it easier. 

There is an ample number of 
electric outlets and, of course, am- 


ple power. And allowance has als 
been made for future power need: 
The workshop has its own hot an 
cold running water, its own wi 
protecting overhangs to keep raj 
ou’ and sun off the walls. It is, i 
deed, a room worthy of a Pa 
Setter; truly a place for the plea 
ure of doing things to—and for 
your own home.

similar commercially made boards. 
It is rigid and unfoldable and kept 
in a perpetual state of readiness. 
The benefits of this upside-down 
rest are many: it sends the blood 
to the head and face, it causes 


sagging muscles to retreat into 
place, it counteracts a day of stand- 
ing upright, and it acts generally 
as a refresher for nerves, muscles, 
and spirits. No wonder Mrs. Kal- 
mus provided ample space for it 
as a piece of standard equipment 
in her dressing room. 


While she rests on this board, 


; Mrs. Kalmus tries not to shift her 


position. Therefore a telephone is 
kept at arm’s length so that she 
can reach out for it without disturb- 
ing her slant. When conditions are 
ideal, i. e., when she has no inter- 
ruptions, Mrs. Kalmus naps on the 
board. 

If you will take a look at the 
plan of this room on page 136, you 


| will see the convenient inter-rela- 


tion of tub, lavatory, dressing table, 
shower and desk. They are not so 
placed by happenstance, but as the 
result of a time-motion study on 
Mrs. Kalmus’s part which indicated 
that this arrangement best suited 
her habits of movement. The desk 
chair, incidentally, is a stenogra- 
pher’s posture chair, placed on 
4-inch rollers to bring it to a proper 
height for Mrs. Kalmus, and pret- 
tily upholstered to match the room’s 
pink draperies. The chair turns 
easily to face dressing table or 
desk, as needed. 


WICE a week Mrs. Kalmus has 
a masseuse come to the house. As 
a writer, her own particular area of 
occupational fatigue is in the neck, 
muscles, and

so the masseuse concentrates on 
kneading out this muscular tension. 


For this purpose, Mrs. Kalmus has 


| a unique massage table with wings, 


on which she can rest her arms and 
relax them while she’s having a 
tubdown. Some time during every 
day she makes it a point to take 
a brisk walk because she is con- 
vinced that deep breathing, quick- 
ened circulation, and erect pos- 
ture—all part of good walking—do 
more for a woman’s beauty than 
practically any other form of ex- 
ercise. Nevertheless. at intervals, 
Mrs. Kalmus consults a physical 
therapist and has herself checked 
on the manner in which she walks, 
stands, and performs her exercises.

THE GOURMET IN THE GARDEN

If you live near a large city, 
you may find a greater variety and 
finer, fresher vegetables than in a 
small town. For instance, take the 
big family of flavors—leeks, chives, 
shallots and onions. They may be 
grown from seed as well as from 
sets or roots. Leeks take a little pa- 
tience and some very good earth. 
Chives couldn’t be simpler. There 
are some fastidious folk who insist 
that grown from seed they are much 
more delicate in flavor than are 
aging clumps. Dr. R. Milton 
Carleton, one of the most knowl- 
edgeable of horticultural epicures, 
goes even further. He says seed- 
grown scallions are much finer, 
because they do not have any of 
the sulphurous undertones im- 
parted by the decay of the mother 
bulb. To cook well you need all 
these—yet they are far from being 
easy to obtain. 


HERE in the world can you go 

to buy bronze cauliflower, which 
looks like a cross between a baby 
cauliflower and a wild New Eng- 
land aster, turns green when it’s 
cooked and tastes like bewitched 
broccoli? Only from an Italian 
truck farmer—and that is not likely 
for most of us. Why not grow it 
yourself then? 

It is true that green beans are 
most lovingly grown in New Jersey, 
picked, packed and packaged with- 
in 54 minutes from field to freezer. 
It is marvelous that you can have 
them cut into Middle Western 
pieces, Frenched or whole, frozen 
or canned. But wouldn’t you like 
to know again the delight of eat- 
ing fresh haricots verts, scarcely 
wider than a blade of grass, al- 
ready plumped but with the bean 
barely visible, still no longer than 
a lady’s finger? You don’t have to 
take the next plane to France. The 
Haricot Fin de Bagnols, which is 
perhaps the best French type, has 
a purplish cast before it’s cooked, 
but turns a brilliant green almost 
as soon as it touches the boiling 
water. It will grow in practically 
any state from seeds that you order 
from Vilmorin, 4 Quai de la Mégis- 
serie, Paris. Or, you can get Vangh- 
an’s new variety named the Con- 
tender and pick it in its infancy. 

Have you tasted Piselli con pros- 
ciutto in Rome. It is baby peas. no 
bigger than buck shot, with a flavor 
as fresh as the first greening of the 
hills, sweet as milk and tender, yet 
a little wild, like the white Frascati 
wine which is its immemorial ac- 
companiment. 


Unless you plan to go to Sweden 
for Midsummer’s Eve and watch 
the dusk and dawn go down and 
come up together, it is quite un- 
likely that you will taste pod peas 
dipped in little silver bowls of hot 
lemony butter and pulled between — 
your teeth like the soft tidbit off 
the leaf of an artichoke. Yet, you 
could grow them yourself. Almost 
all the seed houses list edible pod 
peas. And, oh, the joy of the fresh 
pea flavor with none of the work 
of shelling. For us Dwarf Gray 
Sugar pea has been a favorite— 
earliest, smallest and most pro- 
lifie—it returns so much in so 
short a time for so little space. 

F ALL the vegetables in all the 

world, even including the first as- 
paragus that pokes its head 
through the damp, cold earth in 
earliest spring, there is no vegetable 
more exciting than Chinese snow 
peas. They are as crisp as the 
bamboo shoots which often ac- 
company them, with no trace of 
fiber and a taste as bright as sun- 
light. 

Outside of a Chinese restaurant 
you ll probably never enjoy these 
peerless peas unless you grow them 
yourself, thanks to Chinese seed- 
men on the East as well as the 
West Coast. You won’t get pictures 
on the package, nor elaborate plant- 
ing directions. But if you follow 
standard techniques you can revel 
in snow peas. You can raise bitter 
melon, too, to make the fabulous 
winter melon soup that must al- 
ways be ordered, even in the most 
obliging restaurants, at least 24 
hours ahead. This is a soup in 
which the melon is not only the 
basic ingredient but also the tureen 
from which it is served. While you 
are thinking Chinese, you'll find it 
rewarding to order the Chinese 
spinach that has a texture and 
taste as frail as water cress. To 
make an exquisite soup you have 
only to add a handful of it to 
chicken noodle soup. (Lipton’s 
works fine.) Cover closely for a 
couple of minutes, just long enough 
to wilt the greens, and serve with 
or without sliced hard cooked eggs 
or a scattering of lotus buds. 

How often have you passed by a 
recipe, closed the book on some 
culinary creation that you've 
yearned to enjoy, because you didn’t 
have one of the necessary ingredi- 
ents, and didn’t know where to 
find it—fresh dill to transform an 
ordinary lamb stew into a Scandi- 
navian triumph; basil to crush 
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long with cheese and olive oil to 
nake the pesto that you’d find in 
fuscany instead of adding the 
isual flurry of grated cheese to a 
hick vegetable garbure; chervil, 
arragon, chives and that marvelous 
arge-leafed, uncurled Italian pars- 
ey that you need for a salad or 
nything aux fines herbes? 

- Wouldn’t you make Sauce Bear- 
aise or Chicken Jeanette—Escof- 
ier’s proud invention—if you 
veren’t stymied before you started 
ny the lack of fresh tarragon? 

| Who, having once in Devon tasted 
?imms Cup, served with a spray 
f borage just beginning to burst 
nto blue flower, could ever for- 
set it, or ever be quite willing to 
ettle for the drink garnished with 
he peel of a tired cucumber? Like 
May wine without a parasol of 
weet, hay-scented woodruff leaves 
nd starry white blossoms, or a 
aint julep without a collar of 
ragrant sprigs, it’s not the same, 
jot at all the same. 

In the market stands in Paris 
varly in the spring they sell baby 
ttuces—we’'d call them thinnings 
no more than two inches tall, 
nd along with them, as a matter 
f course, a few sprigs of chervil 
cerfeuil), a combination so deli- 
ate it would be a sacrilege to use 
nything but the lightest of olive or 
valnut oil, a trace of white wine 
inegar, a little salt, no pepper. 















All these delights can be had in 

our garden. None are troubie- 
ome to grow. Several nurseries can 
urnish tarragon and _ woodruff 
jlants. Only the chervil seeds might 
equire a little searching but you 
an order from Vilmorin in Paris 
r Vaughan’s in Chicago or New 
York City.

While Burrage begins with his 
beloved Argenteuil asparagus, the 
seeds of which were brought from 
France by his father, Evelyn starts 
his discourse with “Alexanders .. . 
(much of the nature of Perfly)” 
and proceeds through artichokes, 
basil, balm, buds, dock, elder and 
flowers. 

So we are following along a 
noble and pleasurable pathway 
when we offer this list of a few 
garden joys that a gourmet will 
find well worth growing—that you 
can’t buy: 


Beets and Greens 


Tiny, whole, baby beets, sliced, 
diced and Julienne, can be found 
in tins anywhere, anytime. So 
there’s not much point in growing 
them. But what a delight if you 
serve them raw, picked by you and 
shaved thin as rice paper to use 
as a garnish for almost any clear 
soup or to combine with walnuts 
and endive in a salad, far more in- 
teresting than the usual chiffonade. 

And have you ever tasted the 
Polish beet green soup called 
Botvinia? One of the most im- 
aginative of summer dishes, glori- 
ous as a main course for lunch or 
supper, when you serve along with 
this chilled soup, tiny boiled po- 
tatoes, sour cream and a tray of 
garnishes which include poached 
salmon or shrimp, hard-cooked 
eggs, cucumbers, sprays of dill, 
fronds of fennel, minced scallions 
or chives. 

You can buy seeds of beets in- 
tended just for greens—or rely on 
the regular varieties for succulent 
tops. 


Cabbage 


Perhaps ordinary cabbage is not 
worth planting. You can buy it. 
But what about the crinkled green 
Savoy cabbage? You seldom see 
it in any market, but haven’t you 
heard your European friends go on 
and on about the delights of it,

Danish manner or used to make a 
rugged minestra? 

Red cabbage would be worth 
growing, even if the flavor were 
not so delightfully different, just 
to use as a center piece for a 
buffet table, or with the center hol- 
lowed out to hold a can of Sterno 
and cabbage studded with tiny meat 
balls, shrimp that has been cooked 


| in court bouillon with Creole sea- 


sonings or bits of beef or chicken 
marinated in soya sauce and sherry 
with a little fresh ginger, or any 
other tidbit that can be heated 
quickly above the small flame and 
popped into the mouth. If there 
isn’t room for all the morsels on 
the cabbage, they can be heaped 
among the leaves along with pot 
marigolds (calendulas to us). 

You’ve never really known cole 
slaw, until you’ve tried Chinese cab- 
bage (Wong-Bok), finely shredded. 
crisp and chilled with a dressing 
of sour cream and a sprinkle of 
fresh dill, or tasted cabbage, un- 
til you’ve stir-fried it, quickly, in 
peanut oil. 

Most of the standard catalogs 
list Chinese cabbage. Celery cab- 
bage Paoting and Pe-Tsai are 
shorter, heavier and sweeter than 
the Chihli and Michihli that are 
sometimes found in the market. 


Corn-on-the-cob 


One of America’s greatest con- 
tributions to the glory of eating is 
corn-on-the-cob. The Continental 
has no conception of this exquisite 
delicacy, though a nostalgic Amer- 
ican told us that the rich 
soil of France is gracious to many 
of our best varieties. He gets dewy 
eyed over the white, juicy Country 
Gentleman he grew in France. 
Another, too, maintains that this 
variety beats all yellow types, and 
she has grown it in both Indiana 
and New York. 

Contrary to the popular belief, 
good corn-on-the cob can some- 
times be found in big city markets 


has 


and occasionally at roadside stands, 
for the flavor changes are less 
swift than in peas, for instance. 
Within the past few years growers 
and public have become conscious 
of the need for speed and low 
temperatures. Elaborate investiga- 
tions carried on by various labora- 
tories, like the Kroger Food Foun- 
dation in Cincinnati, have furnished 
evidence that the enzyme action 
which changes the aromatic corn 
sugar into a stodgy starch will not 


occur for six to twelves hours if 
the corn is kept at temperatures in 
the low forties. 

So you needn’t adhere strictly to 
the old proverb that the kettle must 
he boiling on the stove before the 
corn is plucked from the stalk. 
Many people believe that the flavor 
is improved and the juices more 
abundant if the corn is picked 
early in the morning when the dew 
is on the leaves. Store unhusked, 
of course, in the refrigerator un- 
til lunch or supper. 

Shame on the forehanded cook 
who leaves the poor little naked 
ears sweltering in her hot kitchen! 

Best ways to cook corn are, as 
numerous as tribal laws, “and 
every single one of them,” as Kip- 
ling said, “is right.” But you’ve- 
never even glimpsed corn-heaven 
until you’ve tried your own, home- 
cooked, unshucked with 
only the silk and a few of the 
outer leaves removed, in a large 
pot of rapidly boiling salted water 
for just three minutes. No longer. 
As Mr. Burrage puts it, “If corn 
can't be cooked in that time, it 
is not of good quality, and longer 
cooking won't help it.” 

If by mischance your corn is 
not in the first flush of youth, it 
is often improved by adding a table- 
spoon of sugar or corn syrup to the 
water. Some lavish people like te 
use half milk and half water. Cook- 
ing in the shucks retains the juices 
to a remarkable extent: the corn 
leaves seem to give an added flavor. 
If you pile the corn into a wooden 
trencher, you will have a most 
dramatic “presentation.” Virginia 
Stanton serves hers drenched with 
butter, which has been poured over

Celeriae 

The celery that you can buy in 
the market—especially the sweet 
zreen Pascal, grown in Utah and 
Colorado, is so extraordinarily good 
there is no reason to trouble your- 
self about it. But that 
turnip-rooted celery the 
French call celeri rave, is another 
matter. I can’t remember seeing 


celeriac, 
which 


it in an American market, but some 
restaurants have it at times. These 
irregular roots that look like corpu- 
lent horse-radish grow near the 
base of the leaves, close to the 
surface of the ground. 

Celeriac may be prepared in a 
number of and 
sauced like celery. But far and 


away the most interesting of its 


ways, braised 
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guises is a salad with mustard 
mayonnaise. Come autumn you can 
buy it in almost any charcuterie in 
France. There is nothing more 
pleasant on an hors d’oeuvres tray, 
or served with cold roast loin of 
pork, sliced tomatoes and black 
olives for lunch. Pellaprat’s Mod- 
ern Culinary Art gives the recipe: 
“Cut into very fine Julienne strips, 
a celeriac. Cook for a little while 
to make tender. . . . After drain- 
ing, mix with a little mayonnaise 
sauce to which mustard and herbs 
have been liberally added. Dress 1 
or 2 hours before serving. The boil- 
ing of the celeriac is advised be- 
cause, in general, it is not cut 
sufficiently fine. In restaurants, 
where it is cut as fine as tobacco, 
‘it is not boiled. It is better so.” 

Although the skilled Parisian 
chefs may have trouble cutting cel- 
ery knobs fine enough, this needn’t 
be a problem to you, if you use 
the shredding device of your Salad 
Master. The variety known as the 
‘Large Smooth or Giant Prague is 
similar to the Large Erfurt which 
your epicurean grandfather prized 
so highly in the Nineties. 









Dandelions 


Most people are more concerned 
with destroying than growing dan- 
delions. We can do no better than 
to quote from Jules Arthur Har- 
den’s Practical American Cookery, 
written in 1885, “Those who only 
know the Dandelion as the per- 
‘sistent weed in pastures and lawns 
(which is gathered for salads when 
young and green) know no more 
lof its real value than one who has 
only seen the poisonous wild pars- 
‘nip or carrot knows the value of 
chose vegetables. The improved 
‘variety makes it one of the earliest 
and best greens in cultivation.” 
Also one of the easiest! Only one 
‘vord of warning—be sure to use 
che greens young. Don’t let them go

Another out-of-the ordinary veg- 
btable that is easily grown is 
kohlrabi, the Early White Vienna 
‘being the most mild and delicate, 
‘Wvith a light green skin and flesh 
“Jhat is clean and white. The bulb 
‘s like a glamorized turnip, but 
rows above the ground and, if 
»icked when only about two inches 
cross, is sweet and fine grained 
ike Brussels sprouts married to re- 
ined turnips. It’s delightful when 
‘liced or cubed, lightly cooked and 
-erved with butter, salt and pepper 
or with sour cream; good au gratin, 


topped with a mild cheese sauce 
sprinkled with crumbs and browned 
in the oven or under the broiler. 
Many people think it is most de- 
licious raw, served along with other 
fresh triumphs like carrots, white 
radishes, cucumber sticks, baby 
cauliflower and salt fish. 


Petite Peas 


Last spring we bought packets 
of Pois Petite Merveille in Paris. 
But the Burrages of Ipswich, Mass., 
tell us that you needn’t go to any 
such lengths. Through the years 
they have tried at Candlewood 47 
different varieties of peas and 
“finally settled down to these four 
as being the very best, all things 
considered: Yukon (Essex Co-op 
Asgrow), World’s Record, Victory 
Freezer and Lincoln, all from Har- 
ris.” The first two are very early, 
smooth seeded, small as small can 
be and if picked at the first pos- 
sible moment, are kissin’ kin to 
their little Gallic and Latin cousins. 
But, if they are permitted a few 
more growing days, they achieve 
American proportions. However, 
they do not lose flavor—many peo- 
ple, including Burrage, say they 
gain an interesting depth of flavor. 

But that is a controversy as in- 
soluble as the one between the 
crusher and the presser of mint! 
There is even considerable differ- 
ence of opinion about the advisabil- 
ity of growing peas at all in the 
home garden, since they take up so 
much room and have so short a sea- 
son, especially where summers come 
hot and sudden. Says Burrage, “A 
garden without peas is ridiculous; 
it is like a nice house without a liv- 
ing room... to achieve the very 
maximum table quality in fresh 
peas—grow them in your own gar- 
den. You can not expect to find it 
in the peas you buy. Usually they 
are picked when too old and they 
are sold many hours after being 
picked.” 


Potatoes (very, very young) 


“What is better to eat than baby 
potatoes?” Albert Burrage asks in 
his book. “Each year as I try the 
tender young vegetables for the 
first time, I always say the same 
thing for each vegetable; yet baby 
Irish Cobbler potatoes have some- 
thing about them that is different 
from any young variety of vege- 
table. They are earthy and have a 
texture unlike anything else. Then, 
too, they have a kind of fragrance 
of the garden and they make you 
think of all the lovely things that 
grow... . Unless you have actually 
eaten these little potatoes, you can’t

Radishes—an appreciation 


Someone should write a poem to 
the radish. In most circles it’s neg- 
lected. Its true qualities have 
been ignored for so many ‘years— 
it’s been almost forgotten. Because 
radishes are so easy and swift to 
grow, many gardeners are almost 
ashamed to raise them, and merely 
use them as markers in rows of 
beets and carrots. They pay no 
attention to kinds or qualities. Nor 
are the radishes that you buy in 
the market any incentive to appre- 
ciation. Generally as _ tortured 
“roses,” they appear on relish trays 
like parsley, just for decoration. 
Dip them in salt and all you taste 
is salt. 

Yet, a radish can be a miracle, 
especially those first small flaming 
balls that you pull up out of the 
still-cool earth in the early spring. 
If you are a real devotee, you will 
not even wait to wash them, but 
merely brush away the earth with 
your fingers and eat, sinking your 
teeth happily into an_ incredible 
crispness where there is only a 
slight suggestion of bitterness, 
faint over-tone of sweetness and an 
earthy taste as in truffles and in 
certain mushrooms, like morels. 

There are so many different kinds 
of radishes, most of them never get 
to market. Some are bright and 
round as cherries, some small and 
oval like bird eggs. Pink and white

Vilmorin has the “first selection of 
the world,” a plump, almost pol- 
ished long black winter radish and 
the slim scorsoneére. In looks and

Romaine. escarole, 
Witloof chicory, dandelions, all of 
these have passed their prime long 
before they begin to look like pic- 
tures in the seed catalog. This 
makes them most fun to grow, be- 
cause the rewards come so swiftly. 

You've never really known a 
salad until you’ve grown your own, 
and pulled it from the garden when 
each leaf is no longer than a young 
rabbit's ear. For variety in color 
and texture in your salad bowl, 
you'll want some spinach leaves, 
corn salad (that’s for early spring) 
and upland cress, unless, of course, 
you have a brook. Then you are 
mad if you don’t raise real water 









cress. 

Unless you were brought up in 
a certain section of these United 
States and unless you've had access 
to a patch of leaf lettuce. your life 
as an epicure is incomplete, for 
you probably don’t know “wilted 
Hettuce.” Where do you get the 
Hettuce to wilt? There is only one 
way. grow it yourself. Then a min- 
ute before dinner, make the dress- 
ing: fry out 4 slices of finely cut 
but not too thinly sliced bacon. add 
1 tablespoon vinegar. about 1] table- 
spoon water, a spot of mustard (op- 
tional), a mere sprinkle of sugar, 
perhaps a touch of pepper. Stir, and 
boil up once. Pour over the tiny 
lettuces, and serve that instant. If 
you like, a few chipped scallions 
may go in. Instead of lettuce, you 
could use the youngest of spinach 
leaves or lightly cooked green 
beans. 

As for lettuce varieties. you'll 
probably do better with Matchless 
than with Bibb, which shoots up to 
seed with the first hint of warm 
weather. The quality is just as 
good and you can count on the 
succulent, “deer’s tongue” leaves 
all summer long.

Did you know (it took me years 
to discover) that you can eat the 
blossoms and have squash too, if 
you pick off only the male flowers? 
The male flowers are not difficult 
to distinguish. They do not have 
a plump lobe at the base. But 
don’t take them all, leave a couple 
of “roosters” for the flock.

You must avoid comparing one 
problem with another, and for sev- 
eral very good reasons: 

First, you won’t see the differ- 
ences between one problem and 
another, unless you isolate the 
particular one you’re looking at 
and see it in itself. If you compare 
it with another situation, you’ll be 
looking for Second 
and most important, it is the very 
difference between one problem 
and another that makes the solu- 
tions different, thus resulting in 
freshness and individuality. 

In other words, the individuality 
of a decorating solution comes out 
of the individuality of a decorating 
problem. It’s as simple as that. 
And since almost all problems have 
their big or little differences, in- 
dividuality is inevitable if each 
problem is stated and then met. 

This is a profound principle 
that applies not only to decorating 
and architecture, but to all of life. 
For instance, if you state your 
life’s problem in this way: “How 
make a deal of 
money?”, the chances are you are 
not stating it very well, even for 
You break 
problem down to more elementary 
factors. You 
specific 
money is not your final goal. It is 
the statement of the goal itself 
that is the real problem. So you 
must ask yourself what you want 
to do in life. how and where you 
want to live, what you want money 
to buy for you, in essence. And 


similarities. 


canto great 


yourself. must your 


must ask yourself 


more questions, because 


even these statements of your life’s 
problem should be reduced to more 
basic considerations. 

How does this refer to decorat- 
ing? In this manner, we believe: 
Too many people look at their 
empty rooms and say with a sigh, 
“How can we ever get these rooms 
to look beautiful and original and 
be livable?” That is too vague a 
statement of the problem. You'll 
arrive at a satisfactory result only 
if you proceed to solve each part 
of the whole problem step by step. 
And you can do this only if you 
state what each part is—its needs, 
its requirements. its character. 

Let’s now apply the principle to 
the Pace Setter: 

We have already discussed the 
problem of the color scheme fairly 
extensively on pages 89 to 96. We 
didn’t say. “How can we get a new 
color scheme?” We said, instead. 
“What do we want color to do in 
this house?” This came back to 


stating what we wanted the house 
itself to do. Well, briefly, we 
wanted the house to be a cool 
oasis in a hot Texas climate. So 
that was the problem we stated for 
the color scheme to help solve. 

The answer came, of course, in 
cool greens and blues with warmer 
colors only as accents. Originality 
was not the aim of our color 
scheme, yet originality, and here’s 
the beauty of our principle, came 
almost as an inevitable result. It 
was only by knowing what we 
wanted the color scheme to do in 
the house that we saw in the tones 
of lapis lazuli and malachite the 
color scheme that would do it. It 
was not arbitrary on our part. By 
stating the problem 
recognized the solution when we 
saw it, even by chance. 

Each part of the Pace Setter 
could be closely examined in the 
same way; as the solution to the 
many problems of the site. of the 
climate, of the needs of the family 
presumed for the house. of the 
budget for building and landscap- 
ing. And each of these problems 
had to be stated and solved in de- 
tail; that of the site alone had 
to consider, among other things. 
the trees to be saved, natural drain- 
age, 
and nature of the land. relation- 
ship to the streets, etc. 

The solution of these problems. 
in connection with the solution of 
other problems, such as the path 
of the sun and the direction of the 
wind, the placement of the garage. 


contours, general character 


and the service area, was the de- 
termining the over-all 
architectural design. Each problem. 
solved part by part and related 
one to the other, led step by step 
to the Pace Setter as we know it.

In like manner. each room was 
analyzed in as detailed a statement 
of the problems involved. Take, as 
an example, just the glass wall of 
the living room. One corner of it 
alone presented three problems 
that had to be clearly stated and 
clearly solved: (1) the glass wall 
itself. (2) the door near it leading 
to the garden and (3) the fact that 
this corner was the logical place 
for a group of chairs facing the 
television — set. three 
factors kid to (1) chairs that looked

(2) a small enough grouping to 
allow passage through the door 
and (3) a placing of the chairs so 
as to make sense as well as beauty. 
Co-ordinating every corner, in turn,

Often it is the challenge of a 
eemingly impossible problem in

‘he challenge of the gable-end 
‘cathedral windows” shown on 
vages 98 and 99. 

Imagine them as we first saw 
hem: nothing but a great expanse 
'f glass coming to a peak at the 
eiling. At first the problem seemed 
‘0 be: How do we curtain such 
vindows? As we tried to solve it, 
|; occurred to us that we were stat- 
ag it wrongly. Simply saying “cur- 
jain,” was to limit us to a tradi- 
jonal solution of what was far 
rom a traditional problem. 

A horizontal curtain rod would 
ut across the top of the window 
ery awkwardly indeed. Using rods 
aat formed an inverted V would 
rake it impossible to draw the 
urtains back (curtains would hang 
neyenly at the bottom). 
| But was the problem “curtain- 
ag,” after all? It was not. It was 
three-part problem (in the bed- 
oom): (1) creation of privacy at 
vill, (2) creation of complete dark- 
ess for morning sleep (ventila- 
ion was already solved by the air- 
onditioning system) and (3) co- 
rdination of window treatment 
yith the architecture. 

The solution then came to 
yith clarity: shutters

It would seem, perhaps, that the 
same solution should have been ap- 
plied to the cathedral window of the 
playroom. In a sense it was. In 
another and more significant sense, 
however, it wasn’t. And for a very 
good reason: The problem had dif- 
ferent aspects. In the case of the 
playroom, privacy was sought, but 
not complete darkness. There was 
a need, as well, for somehow warm- 
ing the cold northern light that 
came into this window. Consequent- 
ly, the shutters that were designed 
had to solve these special needs. 
Using the basic shutter treatment, 
the panels, this time, were open 
frames lined with cane, which was 
backed with a sparkling lamé-like 
gauze of acetate which filtered and 
warmed light coming through. 

As for the solution of the prob- 
lem of television 
bedroom, to take one final example 
of our principle that “if you state 
the problem, you are halfway to 
solving it.” here was the way it 
was stated: (1) TV set had to be 
part of the structure, so that it 
would be a harmonious part of the 
room; (2) it had to be out of the 
way; (3) it had to be out of sight 
when not being used; (4) it had to 
be visible from the bed as one was 
lying down or propped up on a pil-

Test for organic matter in sand 
by filling a 
prescription bottle to the 41- 
ounce mark with aggregate. A so- 
of 144-ounce caustic soda 
dissolved in 8 ounces of water is 
poured into the bottle to the 7- 
ounce mark. Cork bottle, shake 
several seconds, and let stand for 
24 hours. The color of the liquid 
will then indicate the purity of the 
aggregate. Sand causing a clear or 
a light straw shade may be used 
for concrete, but a dark color is 
the sign of excessive organic mate- 
rial. Handle the liquid cautiously 
while testing to avoid injury to 
skin or clothing.

Cement: 


Portland cements are available 
in normal types, most generally 
used under average construction 
conditions, and in special types 
manufactured to suit particular 
problems of climate, exposure, or 
ageregates. Before using the lat- 
ter, which work and set up differ- 
ently from the normal types, get 
the expert advice of a cement con- 
tractor or supplier. 

Normal portland 
varies to suit the conditions of a 
particular area, but the action and 
workability is the same for all 
grades.

The standard cement sack weighs 
94 pounds, contains one cubic foot 
of powder. Normal portlands retail 
for about $1.25 per sack at rock 
or lumber companies, special types 
up to 10% higher. 

Cement quality is retained in- 
definitely if it does not come in 
contact with or absorb moisture. 
Store sacks in an enclosure as dry 
and airtight as possible, stacked 
close together to reduce circulation 
but away from outside walls. If 
kept for long periods between jobs, 
turn over and roll each sack about 
once a month to keep the cement 
broken up. 

For short storage outside, sacks 
may be placed raised 
wooden platform and covered with

waterproof tarpaulins.

\ny water pure enough to drink 
is suitable for use in the mix. 


You must be sure to avoid acids, 
alkalis, oils, and decayed vegeta- 
ble matter in the liquid. 


PREPARATION FOR MIXING 
Temperature and climate 
conditions: 


Temperature of a mix at the 
time of placing should range be- 
tween 40 and 80 degrees, with best 
results at about 70 degrees. In cold 
weather, the mix temperature may 
be raised by heating the water be- 
fore use and covering the aggre- 
gate with tarpaulin to retain its 
heat. In extremely hot weather, 
cool the aggregate by sprinkling 
with water and discontinue any 
placing during the warmest part 
of the day. 

Rain will not hurt the concrete 
after its final set, but will wash 
the cement away from the aggre- 
gates while the mix is still in a 
soft condition.

Nor will he eat vegetables just 
because he grew them. “There is 
no sense in eating old or tough 
vegetables,” he writes. He eats only 
the youngest—and only those varie- 
ties that he has found to be superb 
eating. Over the years he’s tried 
29 kinds of lettuce, 47 varieties. of 
peas (“a garden without peas is” 
ridiculous”’) . 

Mr. Burrage also knows a lot 
about cooking vegetables. As for 
restaurant vegetables, “you might 
as well eat hay.” How often have 
I been served beans which looked 
and tasted like rubber (always 
slice them lengthwise, Burrage 
says). “I don’t like parsnips either, 
the way they generally are cooked

But to begin at the beginning 
with tubers (hatching seeds is too 
Jong and difficult a task for us): 
Begonia tubers can be started in- 
doors in January through April. 
Naturally, the earlier you coax 
these thickened roots into renewed 
growth the sooner you'll get flowers. 
But unless you have a greenhouse 
with plenty of space, or know a 
‘commercial grower with the same, 
you'll probably want to wait until 
late February or March. Then the 
plants won't get unmanageably 
large before they can be moved 
outdoors. Or, you can buy husky 
young plants when warm weather 
comes and forget about tubers, al- 
though you may have to sacrifice 
choice of colors for the convenience. 
If you live near a tuberous begonia 
‘specialist, you may be able to get 
seedlings in May or June for late 
flowers. We get both tubers and 
seedlings from the near-by Carmel 
Valley Begonia Farms. 
We find that if we wait for the 
first tiny pink sprouts to appear 
(about March 1) before planting, 
he tubers always grow; an earlier 
start may mean the loss of an oc- 
casional temperamental plant. In- 
cidentally, old tubers kept from 
he previous year bloom before 
hose newly purchased, so they are 
a better choice for early flowers. If

you've treated them kindly, they'll 
produce larger blossoms, too. 

If you’re in no hurry for flowers, 
simply place tubers in a warm, 
well-lighted place. Moisten a bit 
from time to time and they ll sprout 
of their own accord. Then you can 
plant them directly in pots as de- 
scribed below. 

Shallow boxes of moistened peat- 
moss, pine needles or leafmold 
make ideal nests for starting dor- 
mant tubers yourself. Set each 
tuber, concave side up, in the fiber, 
making a slight depression as you 
do so. Water sparingly until growth 
has begun, never letting the rocting 
fiber dry out. The ideal tempera- 
ture range at this point is 60-65°, 
but a littlhe more warmth does no 
harm. 

When four to six leaves 
brightly at you from each plant, 

s time to move your fledglings to 
individual pots. Try to keep a pro- 
tective covering of fiber about their 
roots as you make the transfer. 
Light, sandy loam is the 
here. Set tubers 14 inch deep. Use 
a light hand and don’t pack the 
soil. Keep plants moist. 

My plants, in pots 6 to 9 inches 
across, are set shoulder to shoulder,

is marred by no suggestion of rant- 
ing. No garish streaks spoil the 
color. Tears are shed, but there are 
no loud lamentations. In fact, there 
is but one “big” effect in the whole 
opera—the finale of the third act, 
which builds to a typical Verdian 
climax.

prelude to the final pathetic expres- 
sion of false hope by Violetta, is a 
masterpiece of mood and _ grace, 
like a small picture by Botticelli.

CHAMPION AMATEURS OF MOVIE-MAKING

about improving his own movies. 

My first acquaintance with the 
amateur champions began several 
years ago, when [ attended an an- 
nual shindig of the Metropolitan 
Motion Picture Club in New York.

ag hustory of civilizations teaches us that all periods

We believe that we, today, are in the second phase, 
that ours is a time best described in the Preamble to the 
Constitution, written well after our revolution of 1776:

We believe that we have absorbed the revolutions of 
the early 20th Century and are now consolidating the 
many gains in building, in design, in our new control 
over life. We believe that we are entering on a moment 
(it may be measured in years or in decades) of stability 
and domestic tranquility, of refinement rather than revolt. 

We can see it particularly clearly in new homes, as in 
the home of the William Bains on these pages.

As a matter of fact, it illustrates perfectly the result 
of American tradition meeting contemporary needs by 
carefully selecting the tried and proved from all that’s 
new. This is not hide-bound conventionality. This is the 
new conservatism. And it is as far from the attitudes of 
the antiquarians (“We want nothing made since the 20th 
Century”) as it is from the avant-gardists (“We want 
nothing made before the 20th Century.” ) 

It speaks, therefore, with significance. It tells us how 
far we have progressed in a solid fashion in our homes, 
how much that was revolutionary, only a short time ago, 
has settled down as a tested part of today’s attitudes and 
techniques.

So, in all these senses the Bain house is a house in 
the American tradition as we’ve known it for decades. 
But more than that, it is in the American tradition of 
today, which means it has added to its heritage of the 
past, in the nature of all living tradition, from the proved 
discoveries of the present and the recent past.

lee are tremendous words. We believe they characterize 
the architecture, furnishings and thought of our time and our 
country. So let us immediately explain what we mean by them: 

Stability, to us, is a sense of solidity, of a home base. 

Synthesis means wholeness, a combination of the best of 
everything into a cultural whole that is greater than any of 
its parts (as in the house on these pages). 

What is new about either notion ? 

This: We have described today’s moment in time (see the 
previous article on The New Conservatism) as a relatively 
tranquil pause of consolidation, of the thoughtful absorption 
of all the revolutionary gains of the first half of our century.

While there is terrific excitement and convenience in living in a modern 
house, there is also a particular brand of serenity that comes with an older 
one, a nostalgic quality in a style that is content to sit on a side street.

We enlarged 
on its collection of Victorian architectural trivia and increased our own 
mixed strain of Oriental rugs, modern paintings and Louis XV candelabra. 

The house was built nearly a hundred years ago, an honest expression 
of the taste of its time. It did seem that we should accept it for what it was 
and remodel it in that spirit. With millions of housing units in the country 
obsolete and in need of repair, it is the same decision that many people 
have had to make. Besides, remodeling like this has its own particular 
excitement and reward. 

When we found the house, the garden was not run down—it did not 
exist! Our first garden was installed in 1933, and it has gone through 
many phases. We were younger then and fired with the enthusiasm. feeling 
and stirring ideas of the thirties. Assuming the role of conservatives, we 
did a formal, diamond-patterned boxwood garden, with clipped tables, 
chairs and peacocks. [I still like them, and I still do such a garden when

ig is a confession: Despite a trip to Japan, a passion for 
Japanese cooking utensils, vivid nostalgic memories of teas in 
Tokyo and tempura in Honolulu, Japanese cooking has always 
been a sometime thing for me. When I had it, I’d love it. Then 
for months at a time, I’d let it alone. But, I’ve changed. 

Recently I’ve returned to it with new interest. A certain 
Nisei recipe for sukiyaki made with quick-frozen sandwich 
steaks and other chain-store ingredients has saved the evening 
on many a Sunday. Tempura—those batter-veiled shrimp, fried 
to crisp-dry gold in an electric skillet—always create an 
enormous stir as hot hors d’oeuvres when I serve them. And 
these days | don’t forget to replenish the smali, cushion-like. 
polished cocktail crackers flavored with seaweed (dashi kombu) 
which are always the first to disappear from the tidbit tray. 
Not too salty and not too rich, they're downright intriguing. 

Nor do I forget, as I once did, that nothing ever tastes so 
right with a frail cooky, lady fingers, macaroons or angel cake 
as Japanese tea—gold-green in the cup like some rare Moselle 
wine. You've probably discovered the same thing. 

Ajinomoto, the ancient Japanese gourmet seasoning powder, 
is no doubt in your kitchen, too, right now, labeled monosodium 
glutamate, M. S. G., Acéent. Zest, or any one of a dozen 
trade names. 

An hibachi, the charcoal brazier of Japan, has become 
standard equipment in many households. Standing cozily in, or 
in front of, the fireplace, it warms the heart and fingers while 
it grills delightful bouchées. 

Japanese cooking methods should have a special appeal for 
our particular way of living in this busy. do-it-yourself era. 
Most of it is quick and dramatic. it involves some boiling. 
but mostly broiling, frying, simmering and brief steaming. The 
chores that consume time—all that artful slicing, shredding, 
shopping and arranging—can be done before your guests ar- 
rive. Our thermostatically controlled electric utensils for table 
cookery further simplify a basically uncomplicated cuisine.

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complicated sauces that take days to prepare, as in the Chinese 
or the French cuisine. 

In addition to drama, Japanese food and Japanese tables 
have great visual appeal. They are such pretty foods, designed 
to beguile the eye, as well as the palate, to stimulate poetic 
thoughts along with hunger. Much emphasis is placed upon the 
garnish, yet the garnish is always functional. The slice of carrot 
cut to look like a daisy, the crescent of mushroom, the diamond- 
shaped bit of lemon peel. the leaf of spinach carefully placed 
in the custard-like soup known as chawan mushi, all add their 
subtle flavors as well as pattern, texture and design. The whole 
egg served to you with your sukiyaki represents the moon. 
But after you have meditated for a moment upon the moon, 
you stir the egg with your chopstick and then dip into it hot 
morsels of sukiyaki. It adds a pleasant thickening to the gravy 
and extra nourishment. You're not eating raw egg, either, 
because it will be delicately cooked by the heat of the meat 
and vegetables. 

Quick, dramatic, easy, simple—food that is beautiful in the 
true sense. And, in addition, it’s inexpensive. No big fat juicy 
steaks or roasts! Fish is used imaginatively, but not in 
quantity. Vegetables, rice and soybean products are the staples. 
Nor are the beautifully designed dishes and serving pieces 
costly. There are no antiques, no rarities used in the lovely 
Japanese dinner setting on page 138. You can buy all the 
accessories in gift shops or department stores in any sec- 


tion of the country. Matched sets are unnecessary: even,

Hardy broad-leaf evergreens

(es writers have long delighted in telling readers, 


especially in springtime. how much they can get for how 


little. The lovely talk about great masses of flowers to be 


had from $1.50 to $3 worth of annual seeds. trips merrily 
from the typewriter keys. And it’s perfectly true. 

But the more we see of homeowners’ gardening problems 
the more we think that for the long term pull, the twelve 
months payoff, there’s no value like broad-leaf evergreens. 

A garden planned around evergreens looks ood all year. 
True, the flowers of several are spectacular in spring. but 
more important is the way the shrubs hold their places in 


the over-all garden composition. These are no passing 


Cinderellas fading out of the picture after one glorious 
dance. A laurel screen gives as much privacy in December 
as it did in June. And you can count on it for next year 
and the next. 

Then. too, most broad-leaf evergreens grow more slowly 
than either the conifers or the deciduous flowering shrubs. 
And they tend to age more gracefully, so the plants you 
set out now should grow happily for some ten years. increas- 
ing in their lustrous, dark-leaf beauty with each season.

Te best way to light a garden is the natural way—from 
above. We don’t mean that all light must come from above. 
But the basic lighting must “fall,” then bounce upward 
only as a glow from a large surface rather than shine up 
from a single point, if the garden lighting is to avoid the 
staged, theatrical look usually seen. 

The higher the source of the overhead light, the better. 
Ideal is a bathing of the whole garden from a single source 
high in the sky, as from the moon. We settle for less, 
namely, numerous small “moons” (the Pace Setter uses 
21). each not less than 20 feet above the ground. To keep 
the light beams from being obtrusively intense, we use 
relatively low wattage lamps, never over 150 watts and 
combine them in two’s or three’s wherever necessary. (They 
are flood lamps, not spotlights. ) 

Using multiple units also permits us to create over- 
lapping pools of light. This makes it possible to light wide 
areas without having great glare in the center. Even a 
driveway or off-street parking area, for example, can be- 
come an inviting entrance with none of the “gas-station 
glare” you may have encountered in poorly designed home 
lighting jobs. A correctly lighted terrace enjoys moonlight 
glow so subtle and unobtrusive that if the lights were 
turned on before dusk, the coming of night goes unnoticed. 

Such lighting requires skill, indeed, but mainly trial 
and error on the site. You may be fortunate enough to 
secure the advice of one of the few skilled garden lighting 


specialists in the country. (Please turn the page)

This speeds up the job. On your own, though, you can do 
a good job if you have patience. The equipment, long avail- 
able only on a custom-ordered basis, is now in stores. 
Most useful is the new waterproof outdoor “bullet” fix- 
ture, basically a weather-proof electric socket mounted 
inside a long metal tube. The longer the tube, the better. 
The tube does two big jobs: (1) It shades the lamp so that 
it is completely hidden unless you stand directly under it 
and look up. (2) It confines the light so that it forms a 
well-defined “pool” of light only 16 feet across, even when 
mounted 20 to 25 feet in the air. 
\ tube 12 inches long permits the light to be tilted as 


oe ae : : 
mucn as 15° from true vertical so that the source of the 


light is not too glaring in the garden. Adding an extension 
tube (see page 264) doubles the acceptable angle. 

The ability to tilt an overhead light is important. Often 
the light is needed on a surface at some distance from an 
existing tree or from where a pole can best be located to 
keep it inconspicuous in the daytime. 

Tilting the fixture also changes the shape of the pool 
of light from a circle to an ellipse. This keeps the light- 
ing from becoming monotonous. Varying the shape and 
size of the ellipses can be used to direct the eyes toward 
the front door, for example. (An over-all sameness in light- 
ing can confuse a visitor trying to decide which entrance

WVrcther or not it pays to remodel depends upon many 
conditions. If you can make the changes without moving 
or cutting into weight-bearing walls, you enjoy a great 
advantage. If there is plenty of extra space, then you will 
have room for a new boiler or furnace, plumbing and 
service equipment. If fine old trees exist, or if the neigh- 
borhood is particularly desirable, then these are assets 
to be added to the score in favor of buying an old house 
with a view toward remodeling it. 

Then there are the hidden assets. Have an architect 
check the soundness of the foundation, the framing and 
the roof. Get his estimate on whether the present heating 
system, plumbing and electrical wiring can handle your 
intended changes or whether whole new systems will have 
to be installed. If you must open the walls for other 
alterations, such changes and new installations won’t add 
very much to the cost. 

This old barn had many of these assets. It had great 
open spaces and no weight-bearing partition walls. Its 
oak framing was sound and, because of its post-and-beam 
construction, new doors and windows could be located 
just about anywhere desired without the necessity of cut- 


ting into load-bearing supports. (Please turn to page 149)

Only the big second floor would be needed for party 
space, so the whole first floor was available for heating 
plant and service facilities. All the old tin siding and 
roofing were to be ripped off, so putting pipes, wires and 


insulation into the walls was easy. 





You may feel that the barn offered more advantages 
than most remodeling projects. Experienced remodelers 
will tell you that your project had better have many things 
in its favor or you should sell or tear down and start 
fresh, unless considerations of neighborhood or site out- 
weigh economics. . 

Architect Carl Strauss presented the pros and cons of 
altering this structure to his client. Their decision was 
to proceed. So the architect was commissioned to make 
detailed plans of the changes. These enabled the owners 
to get a firm bid from the contractor. Not getting firm 
bids on exact plans has led to many disasters in remodel- 
ing. Houses are “opened up” before owner, architect 
and contractor know exactly what they plan to do. Don’t 
try to save money by skimping on architectural service. 
even before you make the decision to go ahead.

Last Eastertime we made an editorial pilgrimage to Athens. 
flying back several thousand years on the swift wings of TWA. 
We landed, of course, in a modern city surrounded every foot 
by the monuments and memories of a world we never knew in 
actuality, but one which belonged to us and to which we 
belonged in the deepest way. Strangely enough, wherever you 
go, however you turn, the ivoried columns of the Acropolis are 
always above you in Athens, standing like the gates of heaven 
against the sky. The very air is full of remembrances. 

It was in Athens that we found “Greek Cookery” by Nicholas 
Tselementes (published in New York by D. C. Diury, Inc.). 
He writes of that most illustrious philosopher-cook, Thimbron 
the Athenian, of Archistratus, who had written, among many 
other works, a famous cookbook, and of Soteriades the Sage, 
who claimed that he prepared different dishes for different 
moods and ages—for the young, the lovers, the older men and 
philosophers. The Romans adopted the Greek arts and cuisine 
years later by acquiring the services of Athenian cooks as 
they later procured Greek tutors for their children. All this 
grace and art, Tselementes tells us, were not lost during the 
Middle Ages. The Dark Ages were not so dark after all— 


gastronomically speaking—for gifted cooks found refuge in

monasteries and scholarly monks perused the classics exercis- 
ing their arts upon the abundant and choice provisions of their 
gardens, beehives, fish ponds, vineyards and snaileries. So 
the tradition came down the centuries in two ways, through 
family cooking and monastic studies. 

Research generally discloses that “the Greeks had a word 
for it.” Now it seems that they also had a reeipe for almost 
every dish and every technique known in classic cookery. 

We know we're flying straight in the face of even the 
Eneyclopedia Britannica (and we hope we won't lose all our 
French friends).

rom the title of this article I hope you have gained the 
notion that I am interested only in doing charcoal cook- 
ing as well as is reasonably possible. Charcoal cookery, 
at best, takes quite a little doing to turn out a good result. 
Charcoal is not an inexpensive heat medium, Unless you are 
trying to get a result that is superior to any other, I suggest 
that it might be better to confine your efforts to simple 
methods such as the skillet or stew pot. But for those who, 
want meat cooked in a manner which imparts to it a flavor 
that can be equaled by no other method and are willing to 
take the trouble to get the job done, the following remarks 
may be of interest. 


I shall explain how, with minor modifications of your

Charecoal—lIts Use and Control 


The first requirement for charcoal cooking is to locate 
a reliable source of charcoal. Having located it, don’t shop 
around for something just as good at a lower price. I'd 
advise laying in a supply when you find a top-grade char- 
coal, for in many localities good charcoal is sometimes in 
short supply. Charcoal, if stored inside and not exposed to 
the weather. does not deteriorate. The best charcoal is made 
from freshly-cut hardwood. \t gives a longer heat than 
charcoal made from soft or brash wood such as pine. 

There are many good charcoal briquettes on the market. 


Choose those that are uniform in size and quality, two

\ hot enough fire can be achieved with much less fuel than is commonly 
supposed. Here 30 briquettes, even though widely spread apart, are 
creating 375° temperature, hot enough to sear steaks. Absolutely essen- 
tial is a way to move meat up to or away from fire. In short, heat con- 


trol and a thermometer, to tell you what you’ve got, are basic. 








This article is not for people who want 


i 


to keep their amateur status in meat cooking. 
It’s written by a perfectionist for those 
who want to practice all the fine points 


of grilling and rotisserie cooking 


points that provide valuable insurance of building just 
the right amount and kind of fire you will need. 

There is a great deal more to building and using a char- 
coal fire than merely lighting the fire and putting on the 
meat. The fire should be tailored to the cooking job ahead. 

Of all the points that must be considered in making a 
fire, deciding how much charcoal to use is the most 


important. Too little charcoal will not do the job and must 





be avoided; however, this is a very common error. Almost 
without exception the charcoal cook, full of enthusiasm and 
with a grand flourish, builds a fire so large that he is doomed 
either to cooking at far too great a heat or to fighting the 
fire continuously by sprinkling water on it to keep it in 
the proper cooking range. Before building a fire, you must 
determine how much fire you will want. You should have 
enough fire to cook your meat at the temperature you wish. 
If the temperature is too high, you have too much fire: 
if too low, you have too little. It is not necessary to fill the 
firebox with coals. Make only enough fire to provide the 
desired temperature under the meat. 

How can you tell the temperature of a charcoal fire? 
The answer is that the temperature of a charcoal fire can 
be accurately determined only by using a thermometer. 
There are so many variables in trying to guess the heat of 
a charcoal fire that the most experienced guess is often 
wide of the mark. In daylight a charcoal fire looks far less 
hot than a fire of the same heat at night. I defy anyone to 
guess accurately the heat of a charcoal fire during the chang- 
ing light conditions of twilight. 

Building a fire these days is a simple procedure. pro- 
vided you discard the time-honored method of using paper 
and kindling. There are basic aids on the market to help 
you: liquid starters and stovepipe or flue-like gadgets 


that provide a real draft to the (Please turn the page)

The starting charcoal is five or six bri- 
continued quettes soaked in a liquid starter. After they start, you 
add charcoal or briquettes in amount needed to make the 
fire desired. The stovepipe gadgets I have looked at will 
get a fire ready to be used in ten to twenty minutes, depend- 
ing on how big or how little a fire you're making. Of the 
many good liquid starters on the market I know of none 
superior to odorless paint thinner. It has good burning 
characteristics and will not jump at you when lighted. (If 
I start a fire without using such a gadget, I allow thirty 
minutes for the fire to be ready to use.) 

While we are on the subject of starting the fire, it might 
be well to mention that the question frequently arises as to 
whether there is anything that can be done to speed up the 
fire after lighting it. The answer to this is that, after the 
fire is lighted, it is better to let it alone until all the charcoal 
is ignited. Stirring the fire before then usually delays, rather 
than speeds up, the process. (I have been caught using my 
wife’s hand hair-dryer, before I got acquainted with the 
“stovepipe.” ) 

Let me make one very important point here. You will 
always be extremely handicapped unless you have a unit that 
has some way of increasing or decreasing the distance be- 
tween the fire and the meat, regardless of whether you are 


broiling a steak or roasting on a rotisserie. It doesn’t matter 





whether you move the fire or whether you move the meat. 
So everything I say implies that you own such a unit. 
When the fire is ready to use, lower the firebox to its 
lowest position. Spread the fire sufficiently thin under 
the area to be covered with meat so that the thermometer 
shows the lowest reading you intend to use. This is done by 
placing an oven thermometer in the center of the cooking

charcoal cookery, as now practiced 
generally, leaves heat control to 
guesswork.

HOW TO BARBECUE RIGHT 
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To make a fire without “stovepipe” gadget, pile your : 
charcoal into a cone, sprinkle with liquid starter 
and set afire. When you have a cone of burning coals 
you are ready to cook. Allow about 30 minutes for 
the fire to be ready to use. Then spread it widely. 


an average cooking measurement, 
but can be relied upon only as long 
as the distance to the center of the 
meat increases or decreases pro- 
portionately with the increase or 
decrease in weight. Actually, the 
true guide to cooking time is the 
shortest distance to the center of 
the meat. 

Let us consider a rib roast of 
beef or loin of pork. A seven-rib 
roast is about three times as long 
as it is thick. If you cut it into two 
roasts approximately in the center, 
each roast is still longer than it is 
thick. The distance to the center 
of these roasts is 
The cooking time for

though the seven-rib roast, cooked 
in accordance with a minutes-per- 
peund table, calls for double the 
time required for one of the smaller 
roasts. Thus, it is apparent that 
the shape of a cut of meat can 
mean as much as doubling or re- 
ducing by half an arbitrary cook- 
ing time. With a turkey, the meat 
increases in thickness proportion- 
ately with an increase in weight. 
In this case. increasing the cook- 
ing time on a poundage basis works 
very satisfactorily.

Spare- 
ribs, broiling chickens, turkeys, and 
hamburgers, which are among the 
more reasonably priced meats, are 
hard to beat. 

Volumes can be written on meat 
selection, but it is not our inten- 
tion to go to any great length here. 
Since the sale of meat is very com- 
petitive in this country, you get 
just about what you pay for. For 
instance, if you are looking for 
the poorest meat, the surest way to 
find it is to shop around and buy 
where you find the lowest price 
for the cut you are seeking. Con- 
versely, if you select meat from the 
higher-priced butchers, you can be 
quite sure that you will get top- 
grade meat. 

We have all read that the inter- 
marbling of fat is a sure indication 
of fine meat and also that the color 
of the fat of first-quality meat must 
be very white. These points are un- 
questionably true, but I would ad- 
vise anyone who is looking for 
sound values in meat not to de- 
pend on his own judgment: instead. 
he should select his butcher care- 
fully. f you are looking for good 
meat, it is better to take the time 
to locate a butcher who handles 
only the better grades. The way a 
steak is trimmed can make quite 
a difference in the cost per pound 
of edible meat. Look for a butcher 
who trims his cuts freely; avoid 
the one who cuts off a steak and 
weighs it with little or no trimming.

ing the smoke, which is important 
if you want to cook indoors in bad 
weather.

When your fire has reached the 
cooking stage, spread it in the 
rear half, or a little less, of the 
firepan and put a shallow pan in 
the front to catch the drippings. 
From there you can baste easily, 
if you like seasoned bastings and 
sauces. You will have no trouble 
from smoke now. 

It is a thoroughly demonstrated 
truth that you can cook with char- 
coal, smokelessly, when using the 
rotisserie, but only when you scru- 
pulously observe the principle of 
placing the fire in such a position 
that the drippings cannot fall into 
the coals.

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Proper Building of a 


Charcoal Fire 


By HAROLD A. BARTRON 
Brig. General U.S.A.F. (ret.) 


Butane a charcoal fire is now 
a simple matter if you use a gadget 
which has recently appeared on the 
market. Such gadgets are provided 
by several manufacturers. They 
vary somewhat in name and ap- 
pearance, but all use the same 
principle. This principle consists 
in soaking a small portion of the 
charcoal or briquettes you will use 
in a liquid fire starter. It is lighted 
and used as a wick to ignite the 
rermainder of your fuel. A metal 
container is provided to hold the 
charcoal while it is being ignited. 
These containers allow for a draft 
at the base or lowest point of the 
fire. After the charcoal is burning, 
just lift off the container, and your 
fire is ready for use. 

The procedure is simplicity itself: 

1. Fill an empty one-pound cof- 
fee can with a tight lid half-full 
of your favorite liquid charcoal 
starter. Place therein five char- 
coal briquettes of average size or 
an equal amount of charcoal. 

2. Place in the firebox just the 
amount of charcoal you will need 
to build a fire of the size you want. 
There is no way more accurate 
than to count the briquettes if you 
prefer them to charcoal. 

3. Having allowed the briquettes 
in the can to stand for five minutes 
or more, remove them and _ place 
them close together in the fire- 
box. Light them, place the metal 
container over them, and allow to 
stand just long enough to be sure 
that all are aflame. Shovel more 
charcoal or briquettes into the con- 
tainer, 

4. The fire will be ready to use 
in 10 to 20 minutes without further 
attention, depending on how much 
or how little fire you make. The 
larger the fire, the more time will 
be required. 

5. Put five new briquettes in 
the eoffee can, cover, and set aside 
to be used next time. 

These instructions are adequate 
for any of the charcoal starters on 
the market, and [I cannot praise 
these little gadgets too highly. I’ve 
been making cooking fires for 
many years. and not until I ran 
across this aid could I be sure 
that my fire would be ready just 
when I wanted it, unless I allowed 
an extra long time as a precaution. 
With this starting aid you can set 


up a schedule and meet it exactly, 


Many people want to do smoke. | 


less charcoal cooking, particularly 
indoors during inclement weather 
and without a smoke flue. I find 
that smokelessness occurs after the 
charcoal has been started and is 
ready to use. I have been search- | 
ing diligently for a combination of 
charcoal and liquid starter that 
will not produce smoke and an un- 
pleasant odor during the first part 
of starting a fire. 

Until I have found a combina- 
tion which I can test thoroughly 
and on which I can report favor- 
ably, I must give you this advice: 
If you wish to cook smokelessly on 
the rotisserie indoors, start the fire 
outside; put it in the firebox in- 
doors only after the smoke has 
subsided. (Steaks you can never 
do smokelessly for fat falls in the 
fire and there’s the smoke.) 

[The editors of House Beautt- 
FUL have used Sterno as a way of 
smokelessly starting a charcoal fire 
indoors. This has been tried only 
under a few conditions and may 
not work under all conditions. But 
it is worth trying if you are eager 
to use your charcoal rotisserie in- 
doors and do not have a rolling 
unit.] The question frequently 
arises as to whether or not there 
is anything that can be done to 
speed up the fire after lighting it. 
The answer is that this fire-starter 
gadget is about the fastest way I 
know of starting a fire. If you do 
not use such a gadget, it is better 
to let the fire alone after it is” 
lighted. Stirring the fire usually de- 
lays rather than speeds it up. 

To my way of thinking, it is 
better to make a fire of the size 
you need and add to it as it wanes ~ 
than to make a fire so overly large 
that it will last longer. If you fol- 
low this advice, do not wait too long 
to add charcoal or briquettes. It is 
betier to add a small amount 
sooner and repeat the process. 

After the fire has been burning 
for a considerable time, the coals 
will probably be covered with a 
coating of ashes which act as an 
insulator. By tapping the firebox 
at this time you can increase the 
heat considerably; shaking off the 
ashes exposes the burning embers 
to the open air. Sometimes adding 
charcoal can thus be avoided.

At first glance the recipe for 
cooking groats or kasha may look 
a little strange. You begin by add- 
ing to two cups of the grain one 
large raw egg. You do this in a 
heavy. ungreased, unheated skillet, 
stirring until each kernel is well 
coated. Then begin to heat gently. 
Keep stirring. Presently the grains 
will become shiny and give off a 
pleasant toasted fragrance rather 
like almonds roasted, or peanuts 
ai a carnival, or chestnuts heating 
in a charcoal brazier in the neon- 
lighted dusk of Broadway after the 
matinée in wintertime.

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of years before found a simple de- 
light in thin bright green stalks 
and revelled also at the start of 
spring in the wild sparrow grass 
that grows abundantly even now on 
the rocky slopes of Greece, Ma- 
jorea and certain sandy islands in 
the Rhone and the Loire rivers. 

Among the Greeks and the Ro- 
mans, as in our own day, the con- 
noisseur knew that asparagus must 
be ever so briefly cooked. There 
“Let it be done 
quicker than you would cook as- 
paragus.” 

So you must cook your fresh 
asparagus only about eight min- 
utes; frozen asparagus no more 
than 2 or 3 minutes; after that it 
returns to grass, wilted at that. 

Of all the sauces contrived by 
man perhaps the most bewitching 
companion to a delicate vegetable 
is avgolemono. Simple and straight- 
forward as a Doric column, there 
are only three ingredients: eggs, 
lemon juice and water or meat 
broth. Yet the blending is so mas- 
terly. It’s less like cooking. more 
like a poetic transubstantiation. 

Hollandaise, it seems to me, is 
just a nouveau riche descendant of 
the patrician avgolemono. (Strictly 
personal opinion!) The Greeks 
could never have made hollandaise, 
for they had no butter as we know 
it. It remained for the blue-eyed 
Saxons, Normans and men from 
Flanders to enrich cooking by the 
use of butter in addition to or 
instead of the oils, lard and meat 
fats that the Greeks knew. 

Avgolemono sauce should never 
have been “buttered up” in my 
sentimental opinion. It the 
first Greek food we learned about 
on the way to Athens from the 
airport.

Honey Puffs 
(Loukoumades) 


Loukoumades, like doughnuts, 
are of many types. In “tavernas” 
frequented by working men they 
are often made of yeast dough, like 
our Wonders or Dough Boys, but 
there is an aristocratic version 
which matches, yet antedates by a 
thousand years, the beignets soufflés 
of France, the zeppoli of Italy, the 
churros of Spain, England’s queen 
fritters and our own cream puffs. 

To make an excellent quick ver- 
sion I use the recipe for cream 
puffs on the package of Flako pie 
crust mix. The recipe calls for 14 
package, 2 eggs. I use a full pack- 
age and 4 eggs. Very authentic it 
is, too, because this mix, like the 
ancient Greeks, uses lard! (The 
Greeks, remember, had no butter.) 
For flavoring, use a half teaspoon 
of grated lemon peel or 34 teaspoon 
lemon extract. 

Loukoumades are not baked like 
cream puffs but are fried in deep 
seed or nut oil. Just drop by the tea- 
spoonful into hot oil and fry, a few 
at a time, at 375°F. for 3 or 4 min- 
utes or until they turn golden and 
float on top. Drain on paper towels. 

Now to transform them into 
honey puffs: Procure the thyme- 
scented honey of Mount Hymettus 
(from Charles & Co., New York, or 
many other fancy food shops). Add 


/ 


to 144 cups of honey a couple of 
tablespoons of hot water, dribble 
lightly over the puffs. Sprinkle 
generously with cinnamon and serve 
hot. A package of mix makes 50 or 
more puffs. 

There is much more to say. But 
“nothing in excess” is the theme of 
the Greeks, and Ill make it mine. 


LAMB FOR EASTER 
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Lamb is a meat with a delicate 
ste, the younger the more fragile 
e flavor. So when you cook it, you 
ust try always to enhance without 
any way overpowering its essen- 
al quality. Herbs belong to lamb 
rosemary, marjoram, thyme, ore- 
ino, parsley, onion and garlic. But 
| should be used light-handedly. 
nless the lamb is so tiny that the 
eat tears, it is usually best to have 
ie butcher remove the outer skin, 
hich is called the fell, for this 
the portion that has the strongest 
ivor. 
As for cooking times and tem- 
sratures for lamb, this is a matter 
controversial that every one must 
> his own authority. Generally 
mericans and English are accused 


hy the Continentals of cooking 
lamb to death. European connois- 
seurs like a lamb with a delicate 
pink tinge on the inside, roasted 
about 20 to 24 minutes per pound 
in a slow to moderate oven 300° F. 
to 325° F., and to an interior tem- 
perature on the meat thermometer 
of about 160° F. However. some 
experts, including Pellaprat, say 
that lamb should never be cooked 
rare but that mutton may be. Others 
say exactly the opposite. “You pay 
your money and you take your 
choice.” 

Incidentally on this subject of 
paying, don’t be shocked to dis- 
cover that hothouse or baby lamb 
costs two to three times as much as

This is the diamond solitaire 
among meats.

The double, or dinner 
crown, contains two sections sewed 
together to include 14 ribs and will 
weigh anywhere from three to six 
pounds.

those of Bucks County, Pennsyl- 
vania, are pretty fine, too. Even a 
small baron should provide about 
16 portions.

The rotisserie built into the new 
florence gas range does a fine job, 
and so will a sturdy electric rotis- 
serie. Make certain that the lamb 
is perfectly balanced upon the spit 
and securely fastened with prongs 
so that it does not flop around. 
Cook and baste like any other cut. 

Classic accompaniments to the 
baron are pyramids of cauliflower- 
ettes or bundles of broccoli, lightly 
cooked, well drained and masked 
with Hayden’s (or your very own) 
Hollandaise or Béarnaise sauce. Wa- 
ter cress is de rigueur and a rizotto 
au gras is often served. One of the 
simplest ways to achieve such a 
rizotto: Fry one cup Uncle Ben’s 
Converted Rice in 3 tablespoons 
butter until delicately brown. Add 
to the same pan two cups hot rich 
consomme or chicken broth. Cover 
closely. If you haven’t a proper lid. 
use aluminum foil and cook over 
low heat for 20 minutes or in the 
oven at 350° F. 30 minutes. Fluff 
with a fork.

New charcoal rotisseries are

We have found one, 
the Kasson Electric Bar-B-Q with 
an adjustable spit that can stretch 
out to 48 inches. comes with an 
electric motor and could be used 
over a pit or a large charcoal fire. 
(Manufactured by General Die and 
Stamping Co., 262-272 Mott St., 
New York.) 

There are hooks from which you 
may hang a dripping pan to catch 
the juices. Whether you roast in an 
oven or on a spit, you must make 
certain that the drippings are re- 
tained. Add to them a sauce made 
of one part of lemon juice, two 
parts of olive oil and a little salt 
and pepper. While the lamb cooks. 
swab occasionally with this mix- 
ture. using a long-handled paint 
brush: a branch of oregano or rose- 
mary and half of a lemon stuck on 
the end of a long fork.

The old in- 
strument Was a bargain, because 
most buyers did not imagine they 
had enough space for it, and be- 
cause its “style’—a nondescript 
mahogany—had little eye-appeal. 

It is, then, among the Steinway, 
the Mason & Hamlin, the Knabe, 
or similar grands of 25, 35, or even 
45 years ago that one would look 
primarily, though by no means ex- 
clusively, for a good buy in a used 
instrument. Only, however, let us 
hasten to add, if the instrument 
has been expertly repaired or re- 
built, perferably by the workman 
of a dealer who has handled that 
particular brand for a long time. 

Buying an old piano direct from 
an owner is a gamble, which only 
a very low price would justify any- 
one in taking; and having it sub- 
sequently reconditioned by a_pri- 
vate workman is often troublesome 
and risky. In other words, buy 
from a reputable dealer. 


HE rebuilding of an old piano is 

often a rather radical operation. 
A new set of strings is stretched, 
new hammers are put on, covered 
with new felt. Sometimes the entire 
action is new. New tuning pins are 
usually considered desirable, and 
often they are of oversized di- 
ameter, so as to fit the old holes 
more tightly and thus keep the 
pitch of the strings better. The 
metal plates and bars are generally 
left the same. and also the all-im- 
portant sounding-board, on which 
so much of the quality is thought 
to depend. Yet the board is also 
renovated; thin strips of wood are 
inserted into the cracks which it 
had developed and are then planed 
or sandpapered off—the whole 
process known as “shimming.” 

Old ivories tend to become dis- 
colored; furthermore, heavy play- 
ing tends to wear grooves in their 
middles; their edges sometimes 
chip off, and often the glue with 
which they are pasted to the keys 
dries up and allows the key-cover- 
ing to come off entirely. Few pianos 
are now made with the beautiful 
traditional substance: “ivaloid” is 
used instead, a serviceable three- 
layered pliable plastic. 

Here are a few things a pros- 
pective buyer of a used piano can 
do or say if he thinks that an ap- 
pearance of knowledge may make a 
seller more cautious in his claims:

Market finds by a vigilant decorator who 
gives you inside information on what’s 


new and different in home furnishings 


“Wow can you tell what it’s going 
to look like?” Betty Wilcox wailed. 
“I’m really not an indecisive person 
about most things. And I can al- 
ways tell whether something is 
right or not when I see it in front 
of me.” She was recounting her 
tribulations with the decorating job 
she did herself in their cottage at 
the lake. Living room was painted 
three times before it approximated 
the color she had in mind. Fabric 
looked wonderful in the store but 
quite horrid when it was made up 
into curtains hanging at the win- 
dows. That was just the beginning. 

Gave her a few tips I hoped 
might forestall another fiasco. “Get 
the biggest sample you can lay 
your hand on,” I told her. “Buy 
half a yard of the fabric if you 
have to. (Better lose money on that 
than have the whole job go sour.) 
Pin it up at the window and go to 
the movies. When you come home, 
you'll know the minute you walk in 
the door whether it’s ‘right’ or not. 
Repeat this performance two or 
three times but don’t stand there 
staring at the sample for an hour or 
you'll lose all sense of discrimina- 
tion. If it’s new upholstery you're 
worrying about, pin the sample to 
the chair or sofa on the spot your 
eye hits first as you walk in the 
room. If it’s paint, get some wall- 
paper samples with wide-spaced 
unobtrusive 
background colors you like. Scotch-

tape the papers to the most prom- 
inent spots of the wall and when 
you've decided which color you like 
best, ask the painter to match it.” 


**Cozy” is a word I’ve come to 
regard with implacable hatred. 
People do such dreadful things in 
its name. Yet you can never wholly 
blame them because everybody has 
a right to a room that’s warm and 
welcoming, no matter what adjec- 
tive they pin on the door. Long ago 
I discovered the most effective rem- 
edy for an extreme attack of “cozy- 
itis” is a cartonful of sofa pillows, 
strategically placed, strategically 
colored. Effective—but not very 
fast. By the time I’ve ordered the 
fabric, worked out the style and 
waited for the workroom to turn 
out a properly tailored job, the 
afflicted client is likely to be woo- 
ing coziness with some ready-made 
concoction too saddening to men-. 
tion. No more, though. I can beat. 
her to it by rushing my carton of 
pillows straight from Lord and 
Taylor’s eighth floor.

Tempura 


Tempura, which Tokyo claims as 
its specialty, is made by deep-fry- 
ing pieces of fish or shrimp covered 
with a batter. In Osaka and Kiyoto, 


sweet potatoes, string beans, shoe-- 


string carrots, thinly sliced lotus 
root, chrysanthemum leaves, etc., 
are prepared in the same fashion. 

Famous chefs guard 
the secret of the ingredients and 
method of combining them for the 
batter with an intensity that at

times seems amusing. Some use 
eggs while others claim that the 
best batter is made with only flour 
and water. Most of the best chefs 
make their own blends of oils for 
frying. The oils of sesame, rice, 
rapeseed, peanut and soybean are 
used in Japan, but any of the 
standard salad oils can be substi- 
tuted. 
Here is a batter recipe from one 

of the famous chefs in Tokyo:

Our garden mellowed with time.

Then. in 1954, after many years 


daughters arrived. summer 


of faithful service, the front steps 
fell in. The sensible thing would 
have been to repair some treads, 
clean out the dry-rot and prop the 
steps back up. But memories of the 
divided stairway at Fontainebleau 
haunted us and gradually became a 
reality. This started a chain reac- 
tion and. before it stopped, we had 
doubled the size of the living room, 
installed two new bathrooms, piped 
a high-fidelity system throughout 
the house and put in an entirely 
new garden. 


OW, 20 years older, less excita- 

ble but more enthusiastic, we 
have abandoned the clipped box- 
wood, and have done a garden that 
is freer and more open, that lends 
itself to a variety of moods, but is 
still formal in intent. It has rocks 
and ferns. succulents and flowers, 
and miscellaneous garden orna- 
ments: a large shell for the birds. 
an antique Chinese goddess, a pair 
of Victorian urns hung with grapes 
and a modern wall plaque in iron 
and concrete. If the garden were 
bigger. I'd like an iron stag and a 
weeping willow. 

Sculpture. statuary, wall plaques 
and ceramics are not used enough 
in gardens, either through a fear of 
seeming pretentious, or a lack of 
realization of what art can mean in 
the general composition. The old 
concept that statuary should dom- 
inate the area or should be at the 
end of every main axis and cross- 
axis doesn’t apply any more. It can 
be used casually on a wall or to 
brighten the corner of a garden. 
I’m reminded of Oscar Wilde’s ad- 


vice to the lady who asked him 
where to place her screens. He re- 
plied. “Madam, don’t place them, 


just let them occur.”

There are both evergreen and 
deciduous azaleas, and in many 
cases the line between is tenuous. 
Normally evergreen varieties may 
drop their leaves in severe weather. 
Foliage sometimes falls too, if food 
or water was limited the previous 
growing season. The hardiest and 
earliest to flower native azaleas al- 
ways shed their leaves. So you may 
want to sacrifice evergreen foliage 
for flowers of a particular kind or 
blooming period. For a more com- 
plete discussion of rhododendron 
and azalea varieties see House 
Beautirut, April 1954, page 165.

broadleaf evergreens. Waxy. medi- 
um-green leaves make a dense cov- 
ering for the branches which may 
reach to 30 feet but are more often, 
in the home garden, three to eight 
feet high. Good with other ever- 
sreens, it has also been used alone 
successfully in a solid mass to en- 
slose a terrace. In June, tight. intri- 
sately folded buds open into fat 
slusters of pink and white blossoms 
vhich almost hide the foliage. Truly 
in evergreen to boast about! 


F I WERE to choose a favorite 
among the broad-leaf evergreens, 
t would probably be Pieris japo- 
Lica, sometimes called Japanese an- 
lromeda. A real work-horse among 
slants, tolerant of soil conditions. 
nd hardier than most of the clan, 
never ceases to be interesting. 
n winter, its clear green foliage 
ay be overlaid with hints of 
ronze. In spring the new growth 
bronze and pink and _ tender 
reen before reaching the lustrous 
epth of old foliage. But before 
ne leaves have settled on their final 
lor, creamy white. pendulous 
usters of flowers like lily of the 
ley begin to open. As the flowers 
e they may take on pink or 
onze casts, and they sometimes 
main on the plants dried. but at- 
active, until winter. These are not 
ectacular flowers like laurel and 
aleas—just pleasantly noticeable, 
nice contrast to the foliage. 
A bit of shade. perhaps from a 
ilding. will keep the leaves at 
eir shiny, green best: too much 
n causes mottling. Japanese an- 
omeda grows slowly. eventually 
aching about nine feet. 
Shorter and bushier is the Amer- 
an andromeda. Pieris floribunda. 
owth is not as compact but the 
ants seldom grow beyond six feet 
eh. The greatest difference is in 
e flowers. which follow those of 
panese andromeda by a week or 
o, and appear in upright spikes, 
ich like miniature toothbrushes. 
ower bud clusters appear in early 
YWnter and remain a constant re- 
‘inder of the coming spring. 


Sometimes associated with the 
andromedas but quite different is 
Leucothoe catesbaei, the drooping 
leucothoe. A native of the Appa- 
lachians, it has long arching 
branches with tapering leaves and, 
in early spring, large drooping 
white flower clusters. There is a 
dark, leathery quality about the 
leaves which are larger than those 
of pieris, and the plant has a 
somewhat indolent, sprawling way 
of filling up the space alloted to 
it. This is not a shrub to jam among 
others with conflicting growth hab- 
its. Instead, place it so its graceful 
branches can arch out in unham- 
pered elegance. perhaps as a facing 
to taller evergreens. 

Leucothoe turns bronze in fall 
and needs protection from sun and 
wind to prevent burning. 

As a low, “filler” shrub Japanese 
holly, Ilex crenata, is unexcelled. 
The dark, glossy leaves, not much 
larger than those of boxwood, 
crowd the many stems of this com- 
pact, easy-to-grow plant. Convexa 
is the most popular variety. 


ARGER than Japanese holly. and 

not really holly at all, is Oregon 
holly-grape, Mahonia aquifolium. 
This is a handsome, bushy shrub, 
but undependably evergreen. in 
severe winters. However, if you like 
the Christmasy effect of spiny holly 
leaves, but can’t winter over the 
real thing this might be worth a 
try. Provide light shade and a 
sandy, well-drained soil. In early 
spring the glossy foliage sets off 
bright yellow flower spikes. 

As for holly itself, new varieties 
are proving surprisingly hardy in 
northern states. When planted with 
protection from afternoon sun both 
American and English holly have 
survived Midwestern and New Eng- 
land winters. Since varieties within 
the same group respond quite dif- 
ferently. it is wise to ask a holly 
specialist (there are several who 
ship all over the country) if he 
knows of plants growing in your 
area. His reply might be quite 
encouraging.

Sunset Western Garden Book, by 
Walter L. Doty, Lane Publishing 
Co., Menlo Park, Calif., 1954, 
$2.95. Back in 1900 Liberty Hyde 
Bailey wrote what is still the only 
garden book where you are likely 
to find

answers to nearly all your 
questions. This was his 3- 
volume “Encyclopedia of Horticul- 
ture,” since reprinted (and slightly 
revised) through the years by Mac- 
millan. Gardeners have not lacked 
other published garden books, ot 
course. But none have really held 
a candle to Bailey’s. 

Even the garden dictionaries 
have been far from as all-inclusive 
as the American home gardener 
deserves. We have had fancy-look- 
ing general garden books, of 
course, full of color pictures, bind- 
ings in real gift style, even loose- 
leaf gadgetry. Now comes a simple, 
spiral-bound book which proves io 
be the garden book for which we 
have waited the past 50 years. No 
rehash or cut-and-paste assemblage 
of old printing 
Walter Doty started 
with a lifetime of experience in 


plates—author 
fresh—but 


both home gardening and writing, 
so home gardeners understand and 
are encouraged to garden. Doty is 
also unique among the writers of 
recent garden books in having an 
intimate knowledge of both horti- 
culture and landscaping. More 
amazing, Mr. Doty is a sound plant 
physiologist, a real rarity in garden 
writers, as well as a micro-clima- 
tologist of real stature. His book 
is unique on still another score: 
It both tells and shows. Yes, this 
is no mere picture book. In fact, 
illustrations occur only to instruct, 
with the result that this is no glam- 
our gift book to dazzle your Aunt 
Wilma, although, if she is lucky 
enough to get a gift copy from you, 
she’ll bless you anew each time 
she looks in it for an answer to a 
garden because almost 
every problem is answered, a trib- 
ute I could pay until now only to 
the old Bailey volumes.

The only way no 
to overwater is to stretch the ins 
terval between watering.

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Lawns should be fed early. prefer- 
ably before growth begins. It’s 
not too late, however, to distribute 
a balanced plant food over your 
grass if weather or lack of time 
kept you from doing it before.

You can control azalea petal blight 
if you spray plants with zineb at 
the first sign of tiny brown or 
white dots on the flowers. This 
disease spreads fast, may ruin an 
entire planting overnight.

2. In ascertaining the age of a 
piano, let him ask to see the instru- 
ment’s serial number. Usually it 
is stamped on the metal covering 
of the tuning-pin block, right in 
front, or cast into one of the metal 
bracing bars, or possibly engraved 
into the sounding board. The num- 
ber and name of make may then 
be looked up in Michel’s Piano 
Atlas, a reference book recently 
published in Rivera, Calif.. which 
lists practically every piano manu- 
facturing firm in the world active 
during the last 100 years, together 
with the numbers and dates of its 
instruments. 


3. The prospective buyer may in- 
quire whether the tuning block has 
been “doctored.” Dealers in used 
pianos have sometimes had a resin- 
ous liquid poured in and around 
the tuning pin holes, aiming to 
make them tighter and therefore 
more likely to keep the strings up 
to the right pitch. It may work for 
a while, but the process probably 
can not be successfully repeated. 


4.. Confronted with an old piano, 
an interested person may inquire 
whether the sounding board has 
kept its original arch, or whether 
it may have sagged with the action 
of tension and time. 


5. Those interested in ivory may 
distinguish it from ivaloid at a 
quick glance. Real ivory is always 
applied to the top of the key in 
two pieces. Right in the middle 
of the white key, at just the point 
where the black keys begin, the 
transverse line separating the two 
pieces of ivory can be discerned. 
In older instruments small amounts 
of dust settling in the tiny crack 
can make the line more distinct. 
Ivaloid is always in one piece, all 
the way from fall board to fore 
edge. 

We must mention the old-fash- 
ioned tall uprights, the kind that 
were standard earlier in the century 
up until 1930.

Colored lens clips to the regular white flood 
lamp. The whole unit then slips inside 
“bullet” fixture. You have a choice of amber, 
green, blue and red. All are made in special 
hard glass, so are safely used outdoors. All 
cut light output: amber transmits only 55- 
65% of the white light strength; green only 
14-18%. and blue or red pass only 8-10%. 
Colored light, though, is so eye-catching that 
it produces a dramatic accent light even at 


these intensities. 


Louvered clip-on helps hide source of the 
light for underwater jobs (regular bullet fix- 
ture cannot be used underwater). The par- 
ticular louvers we show are now available in 
the better electric shops and garden centers. 
Their shields are sufficiently long to allow you 
to raise the lamp 20° from horizontal before 
the source of the light becomes objectionable. 
For greater tilt than this, make a sheet metal 


extension tube. 


Colored and shielded light for special 
pool lighting effects are possible with this 
standard clip-on attachment for lamps. The 
same four colors—amber, green, blue and red 
ff —are available. Light intensities are cut down 


/ so much that color should be reserved for such 


special situations as enhancing a waterlily 


blossom or repeating the colors chosen for a | 


party. For short-term projects like these you 
can use 150-watt R-40 lamps instead of the 
75-watt R-30 kinds usually recommended for 


underwater use. 


Protecting cage is needed for lamps used 
without benefit of the bullet shade in ground- 
level accent lighting where the light can be 
easily hidden in dense foliage. Unprotected 
lamps are easy victims of cultivators and 
of boys chasing lost baseballs into the shrubs. 





This is the basic “bullet” fixture used for the Pace Setter 


lighting. It comes with a choice of bases; spike, as shown, 
for sticking into the ground; flat: plate to screw to tree 
or wall; or threaded to attach to 4%” pipe. We painted 
them black (not shown) with flat outdoor paint for day- 


time inconspicuousness. Because standard metal tube isn’t 
long enough to hide source of light under many circum- 
stances, we had a local tinsmith make extra shields of 
various lengths (one shown at right) to correct this.

If you expect him to be fair, every- 

thing must be in the specifications 

of the architect’s plans. For every- 

thing not included in the plans he 

has the right to make an additional 

charge on a time and material basis. 

When the “unknowns” arise, you, 

your architect and the builder 

should go over the problem together 

and decide what to do. 

[f you have only a loosely-worded 

over-all bid on remodeling, the 

builder alone decides what to do. 

He obviously then must take what- 

ever short-cuts are necessary so his 
over-all cost on the project stays 
within the limit of his original bid. 
The contract should spell out the 
brand names and the sizes of all 
equipment to be used, be it win- 
dows, doors, bathtubs, or lavatories. 
This helps materially in making the 
contract price realistic. If you want 
a particular style of hardware, or 
have a preference on how floors 
are to be finished, or strong feel- 
ings about plaster versus dry-wall. 
include them in the contract. In- 
clude, too, directions on how the 
property is to be protected against 
storms while it is exposed. 

The horror tales you have heard 
about the cost of remodeling go 
back to owners who told a contrac- 
tor to go ahead on vague sketches 
ef what he could do for them. A 
reliable contractor insists upon de- 
tailed plans. and they insure you 
cood value for your money. You— 
and he—know exactly what is ex- 
pected of him. You control the 
project all the way.

But. of course, we mustn’t for- 


| get his stagecraft. We see here the 


man of the theater at work. Only 
Verdi, or at the most perhaps Puc- 
cini, could have written: the last 
scene of the second act. The two 
conspirators have broken in on the 


midnight tryst. Renato, having 
given previous warning to Ric- 


cardo, has helped him to escape 
the danger. Riccardo has made his 
friend swear that he will conduct 
the veiled woman back to the city 
without attempting to find out her 
identity. But Amelia herself tears 
off her veil when her husband’s 
life is threatened. And now against 
the grief of the husband who 
knows he has been betrayed is 
heard the sound of the ironic 
laughter of the conspirators, set 
to the words, “What news for the 


| city!”” What superb contrast! Over 


and over again we hear this scan- 
dalous rhythmic laughter until it 
dies away in the distance as the 
curtain falls. 

Another and_ similar contrast 
occurs in the last scene; here the 
leave-taking of the lovers and the 
assassination are accompanied by 
polite dance music, a mazurka 
played oblivious of death. This 
scene alone would be sufficient to 
place Verdi among the masters of 
opera. Both visually and musically 
it stands on the highest plane. It 
is a good example of what can be 
accomplished when drama is set 


| to music and two contrasting situ- 


ations are experienced at once, 
each illuminating the other. In 
short, if you wish to convince any- 
body of the dramatic beauty that 
opera makes possible, take him 
to hear and see the last scene of 


A Masked Ball. 


aving said so much of the excel- 

lence of the opera, we shall now 
turn to its weaknesses. Much of 
that weakness arises not from the 
plot itself but from the changes 
originally forced on it. While Verdi 
was preparing the opera and sub- 
mitting the outline to the censor,

| IIL escaped unharmed, the event 


reverberated unpleasantly through 
Europe. In Italy, the censor for- 
bade the proposed performance of 
A Masked Ball as being a further 
incitement toward attacks on royal 
personages. Opera was then a so- 
cial force, the theater an instru- 
ment of politics, and proceedings 


| on the stage taken seriously. Verdi. 


who had already begun to work on 
the music, was forced to change 
locale and period of the play. He 
demoted the King to a governor— 
the English governor of colonial 
Boston. This hardly adds to the 
credibility of the play. 


n addition, then, he had to make 
| other changes for the worse. Nor 
are the two conspirators, Samuel 
and Tom, convincing. They stand 
around, look menacing, and sing in 
unison, though they do sing some 
very beautiful music. Finally, as 
I have already indicated, the figure 
of the sorceress is more or less a 
melodramatic device, superstitious 
rather than mystic. 

Even the music has its weak 
spots. There is a conventional 
chorus in which the populace, now 
turned Bostonian rather than Swed- 
ish, hails governor with a 
stilted tribute. In the Ulrica scene 
there is some music for a sailor 
which is definitely of second grade. 
The very end of the opera, with 
the chorus shouting, “Oh night of 
horror!” is also rather ordinary. 

Yet these weaknesses are neither 
sufficient in number nor sufficient 
in strength to obscure the beauty 
of the opera. To me its very flaws 
are interesting. It is a good opera 
in which to experience both the 
greatness and the excesses of the 
Italian art. 

When all is said and done, there 
remain the marvelous melodies and 
the magnificent scenes. Who writes 
scenes such as these in modern 
opera? Have we forgotten that mu- 
sic is an emotional art? Have we 
become afraid of melody? No won- 
der that we are still quite willing 
to take an old plot and a primitive 
conspiracy, just as: long as we get 
them set to Verdi’s music.

NG 3 are on a Sunday tour of houses, let’s say. You drive up to one of them. 
You give it a quick look. You don’t like it— meaning you don’t like it for yourself. 

“Anything wrong with that?” you might ask. 

“Nothing at all,” we reply. We think it’s perfectly honorable, legitimate and 
proper for you to say (to yourself) that you don’t like a house yow’re visiting. 
What we'd like to do, however, is help make your visit worth while, because 
there’s a lot you can learn even from a house you may not like on first sight. 

It all depends on your awareness and judgment. They depend, in turn, on how much 
and how well you use them. They can develop only with exercise. So, if you 

exercise them right from the start, you'll develop acute awareness and pretty good 
judgment almost as a matter of habit. 

There’s a simple trick to it: take a house apart in your mind’s eye and 
examine each part. Before you know it, you'll be seeing the parts despite 
your rejection of the whole, and you'll be learning something from a house you said 
you didn’t like. You can also do it with a house you may like very much indeed, like 


the one on the following pages. And you can begin simply by turning the page...

Do you really see a house when you look 
at it? Can you say, after you've visited 
it, whether the living room 

faces south, why the floor feels secure 
underfoot, why the light is so pleasant 


and balanced? Here’s how to do it! 


W TO SEE THE PARTS 


W. editors have learned a few simple tricks to help us really see 
a house. We have had to; we see so many of them. And we can 
honestly say that almost every one we’ve seen has something worth 
studying. We learn from each of them. We think you can too. It’s a 
matter of knowing how to see the parts. Its fun when you know how. 
And it’s very profitable in your own homemaking. You learn what to 
“borrow” from your neighbor’s house. Here are the tricks: 
1. Don’t judge a house right off as good or bad simply by 
how it looks from the street side. 
You'll notice that we do not show you a street view of the home 
of the Arthur Fehrs on these two pages and on the three following. 
This is deliberate. We want you to see it from the inside out, for this 
is the most important aspect of a heuse—certainly for the people 
who are living in it. We can never say too often that the reality 
of a house consists in its interior space, not in its four walls and 
roof: not as it is seen from the outside by passers-by. 
2. When you enter a house, alert your senses, especially 
those of seeing, hearing and feeling. 

It's hard enough to concentrate on what you're looking at, we 
know, without trying to be conscious of what your feet are experi- 
encing at the same time. And then adding an awareness of what you 
are hearing or, better, what you are not hearing, seems to make 
judging a house far more difficult than learning to play an organ or 
a violin. But it can be done. And when you’ve learned, you'll know 


one of life’s profitable pleasures. (Text continues on page 237) 


















How to see and “feel”? a living room 


When you walk through it, you have a sense of solidity 
which you discover is due to the flooring of split 

clay tiles laid on concrete. The light is pleasant and 
balanced, thanks to the abundance of it pouring in 
from opposite sides of the room. These same windows, 
because they are opposite each other, create excellent 
blow-through ventilation and give you a feeling of 


cool comfort even on a hot day.

How to study the effect of overhangs, of 


soaring ceiling, and the like 


The Fehr house is high on a hilltop, which exposes it to much more 
sky glare than one situated lower. However. the overhanging roof, 
which extends well beyond the living-room window, cuts down the 
amount of sky visible from inside and so cuts the glare to a minimum. 
This is a major factor in the pleasantness of the light. There is a 
sense, too, of your being lifted emotionally, which derives from 

the soaring ceiling, as well as from the general airy spaciousness. 
Then, after a moment, you are aware of the quietness of the 

living room and observe the acoustical tile overhead for absorbing 


the sound of people walking on the tile-surfaced floor.

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Carport as sun deck 


If you have or are considering having a flat roof for 
your own carport or garage, then look very carefully 
indeed at this ingenious use of a flat roof. From it, high 
above the scrub growth, the family can better enjoy a 
breeze and the distant view of Austin, Texas. The stairs 
are built of channels and steel plate. The rail is pipe. 
Together with the lace-like garden wall in the back- 
ground, the carport-deck and the steel staircase make 
a composition that adds to rather than detracts from 


the general attractiveness of the house and grounds.

Shadows are part of a house 


When you are viewing a house for the first 
time, look for the play of sun and shadow. 
It can reveal much about the quality 

of the architectural and structural design. 
Here the siding is made of corrugated 
cement asbestos. The corrugation produces 
shadow lines that move with the sun. Over- 
hangs and trellises. too, create inter- 
esting shadows that become part of the 


over-all effect of a house and its garden.

A major contribution to the pleasantness of the living 
room is the overhang with its attached pipe trellis. 
Together they greatly reduce the visibility of the sky 
from inside and so reduce its glare. The trellis itself 
cost the owners $157.30 in materials. It has proved 
priceless in its benefits. offering extra shade and a fine 
frame for the view with its dancing leaves and 
bunches of grapes. Often the same solution is possible 
in many situations and should be considered as one of 


the most usable and “borrowable” parts of this house.

Turning a deficit into an asset 

The land, as you can see from the pictures and plan on this page. falls 
away sharply toward the northwest. This meant that a platform of 
earth had to be made for the house and terrace. However, instead of 
completely filling in the new “platform,” a hole was left for a 

pool. Thus less earth was required and by planning ahead a delightful 
feature was created along with an economy measure. The photograph 
below reveals in more detail the beauty of having a shaded and 
screened terrace just outside the living room. Sun enters, of course, 

in the winter and in the late afternoon, but note again how little 


of the sky is seen, thanks to the overhanging roof reducing the glare. 


Handsome use of standard tile 


First you notice the lace-like effect of the garden 

wall which screens for privacy without stopping cooling 
breezes. Then you realize that standard structural 

tile (vertical cell) costing about 16 cents each 

did it all.

What I keep in my refrigerators 


Absolutely indispensable to the quality and ease of my 
way of life are my two refrigerators—35 cubic feet in all. 
Most people fall in a heap when they hear this and say, 
“Are you mad?” No, J am not! They are! That daily 
shopping trip to the stores cuts into one’s time for doing 
more interesting things. 

Without plenty on hand, you aren’t ready to cope with 
changes in plans. You don’t feel equal to any emergency. 
(Feeling you are is more than half of it.) For you to know 
how I use my two iceboxes, you need to know what I 
keep there. The under-counter one near the stove holds 


things for cooking and seasoning: (Turn to page 202) 


No squinting, no squatting in my kitchen! 


I keep all basic foodstuffs beside or under my _ stove 
together with garnishes for other foods. All of them 
are stored in glass jars, plastic boxes or plainly labeled 
tins so I have no trouble finding them. These foods “live” 
in deep drawers that roll on ball bearings. In short, all 
low storage rolls out or revolves into plain sight. At my 
age, I like big legible labels; I don’t want to wear glasses 
in the kitchen. 

Top drawer (left) holds cutlery, garlic press, scissors, 
tongs, a hotel butter spreader, rubber spatula, wood mal- 
let for breaking up frozen vegetable packages, graters, 
a potato ricer.

Pans are available from three directions 


When Bob and I planned the kitchen, the big problem was how to get 
the pots and pans centrally located, so that no matter where you work 
you are always close to them. This door, as big as a house, is what 
we came to, and it works like a dream. The pans and their lids all 
ride on the swinging door, so they are only an arm’s reach away. I 
can leave the door open like this most of the time I am cooking. In 
the space left in the cupboard (after pans are closed in) I hang foil 
wrap, refrigerator bags of all sizes, scissors and dispensers for oil 
paper and Saran Wrap. Casseroles of all sizes, including the enameled 
cast iron ones from Belgium which I like to cook in most of all, “live” 
on shelves around the corner in the galley part of the kitchen. Our 
kitchen has 780 cu. ft. of storage space. Elsewhere we have 4,524.

I give our 
butcher (I always deal with the same man) verbal specifica- 
tions about what I want, and I give him several days’ warn- 
ing, so he can get it in if he doesn’t have it in stock. That 
way, we get really high-quality, well-hung meat. He, in turn, 
calls us when he can get something extra special. He knows 
we know good meat, so we have a good relationship. 


As a result, we buy when we can get good cuts—not

Doctor the Climate Your House Lives In 


No climate is so bad that it won't respond favorabl 
P ay 


to a basic micro-climate prescription—and none is so 





good that it can’t stand a little doctoring 


By LEAVITT DUDLEY 


hether you live in an old house or are building a 
new one, climate control can help you make more and 
better use of both the land and the house. 

Let’s face it: The climate of the United States gives us 
weather that runs to extremes, from sub-zero to tropical. 
Most of the country is too hot in the summer and too cold 
in the winter. Spring and fall are variable, providing many 
pleasant days. but just as likely to bring uncomfortable and 
destructive storms. 

For too many days it looks as if you must swelter, shiver 
or stay cooped up indoors. Of course you can’t wave a wand 
and change the climate of your region. But a few well- 


planned climate control techniques make it possible not only 


for you to en oy more of your property more of the time, but 
actually to improve the climate within the house by the 
creation of surrounding insulating zones. 

These controls recognize the existence of micro-climates 
that vary from acre to acre, even from lot to lot. These 
little private climates are affected by the terrain, adjacent 
slopes, mountains, bodies of water or even the color of 
the soil on your property. 

No pat set of micro-climatic prescriptions will doctor 
all the varieties of weather you experience during a year, 
but you can temper both the hot and cold extremes of the 
seale through thoughtful. ingenious application of basic 


micro-climate principles to the problems of your region. 





Flexible combinations of climate controls widen your year-round 
living range. In the winter, this terrace is fully exposed to all- 
day sun, which also penetrates the house. Glass screens block 
off cold winds from the north and west and make the terrace 
a warm sunpocket on clear days. The glass screens fill the same 


function on blustery spring and fall days. A partial canvas cover 


provides added shelter but still permits the sun, because of its 
low angle during these seasons, to penetrate the pocket and 
warm it. In summer the canvas completely covers the terrace 
and an additional shade drops down to block heat from lower 
rays in late afternoon. During the hot season, the glass screens 
can pivot to catch breezes or be removed entirely. 


















Change your ground temperatures by excavating. A tilt of a 
few degrees to the north may cool the ground enough to make 
it the favored site for hot-weather areas. A steep north slope, 
however, is usually undesirable from a year-round living 
standpoint. If you have one, terracing gives the major portion 
of it the same ground temperature as flat ground. 


Ever since the first man escaped from the hot sun to the cool 
shade of a tree, plants have been among our most familiar and 
effective climate controls. Our understanding of forest weather 
conditions, heat absorption or reflection of ground covers and 
other influences of horticulture on micro-climates introduces 
us to new uses of plants for more comfortable living. 

Temperatures beneath a tree are not uniform. We know that 
the shady zones 3 and 4 are the coolest spots on a sunny day. 
Zone 2 is a little warmer than 1, because it receives some 
radiated heat from the tree itself in addition to the direct sun. 
When nightfall shuts off the heat source, zone 4 is the coldest. 
It has received little direct sun during the day. and no ceiling 
stops the rapid radiation of any heat it has stored. Zone 1 cools 
more slowly because of its greater amount of stored heat. The 
leaf ceiling above zone 3 reflects back its radiated heat, so it 
cools more slowly than zone 4. 

Zone 2 remains warmest the longest, receiving maximum 
daily heat and maximum protection against night radiation. A 
terrace here will be comfortable for evening use in mild or 
cool climates; zone 4 might be preferred in extremely hot or 
muggy areas. 





WINTER 


Deciduous varieties are automatic sun controls. Leaves provide 
shade from hot summer sun, bare branches a!low its penetra- 
tion during the cold winters. Deciduous vines such as wisteria 
can be used as localized controls in the same manner. 
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Adequate drainage changes the micro-climate of low areas. 
Tiling the depressions of high-humidity locations improves 
conditions all over your land. Draining away the surplus mois- 
ture relieves the causes of mists and frosts that tend to form 
in such spots. Proper shading and surfacing may even turn 
them into cool-air pockets for hot weather use. 
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If air circulation problems or good views make tight vertical 
controls inadvisable. trees away from the house can screen the 
sun when it is too low for your roof overhang. Select varieties 
whose height, when full grown, is sufficient to overlap the 
protection given by the roof overhang.

Low heat storage makes plants the coolest ground cover. While 
paving absorbs up to 70% of the sun’s heat, grass retains only 
about 5%. It turns heat away. absorbs glare. and its color is 
psychologically cooling. Even a narrow strip before an expanse 
of window is an effective baffle against heat. 
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Wind breaks up into swirling eddies when it hits a solid per- 
pendicular surface. In contrast. the many surfaces of a tree 
slow it down gradually and pass it through evenly. A tree thus 
allows good ventilation while effectively reducing wind speed, 
as most of the leaves are concentrated where the velocity is 
highest. Near the ground. surface slows wind speed. Lath sur- 
faces also break wind more evenly than solid ones. 
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Thick, grove-like windbreaks protect in two directions. Stag- 


nant air within the stand forces the wind up and over the 
obstacle. This creates a dead-air space immediately in front 
of the windbreak and a quiet leeward zone. Wind direction, 
humidity, sun exposure and views may be involved in wind- 
breaks. If planting close to the house screens sun on a cool 
downslope, artificial windbreaks may supplement trees.

Though a solid west wall may control the glare of the sun. 
the heat it stores can still radiate into the house. Reduce the 
load on your air conditioner by using plantings as natural 
insulation. When planning the extent of the screen, note that 
summer sun can also hit you from the northwest before it sets. 





A series of windbreaks gives better protection than a single 
one. The baffle effect then is repeated until the wind is brought 
to a standstill. If too much wind is your problem, the trees 
and shrubs throughout the yard are a more effective counter- 


action than a group aligned in a row. In California citrus ~ 


areas, windbreaks planted in a series of rows cut down wind 
speed in the orchards. 





Check swirls and eddies in open areas with plantings. Trees 
in an open area tend to smooth gusts into gentle, even breezes. 
If an enclosed patio is bothered by turbulence, resulting in 
drafts and a faulty drawing of fireplaces, plantings scattered 
throughout the area will improve the condition. Smaller shrubs 
in portable containers may be shifted as the winds change. 
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Plants can control cold airflow. House 1, seeking warmth, de- 
flects airflow with thick hedge. Unhindered by low growth, 
circulation is normal at House 2. Dense planting damming flow 
exposes House 3 to risk of chilly rooms and frostbitten garden. 
In muggy climate, circuJation is deflected past House 4. 
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Plant canopies raise radiating surfaces, resulting in a more 
even climate below during all hours of the day. A thick plant 
cover in effect raises the earth surface. Temperature fluctuation 
from absorption and radiation of sun heat then is reduced. 





Avoid dense planting when humidity is your problem. Instead. 
use an open type of planting with a high leaf canopy to let 
circulation help dry the air while still providing sun shade. 
The reduction in amount of leaf surface also helps because 
then less moisture is added to the air by transpiration. In a 
hot, dry climate, on the other hand, additional moisture and 
windbreak protection i® welcomed. Sprinkling the plants helps 
cool because water then evaporates from the leaves. 


Let your plantings make your breezes. Trees amplify the wind 
when they line a clear avenue parallel to its course. Normal 
breeze here is increased by addition of that stopped by plan‘ed 
area. Clear space is required behind house as well as in front. 
Planting to rear of the house will stop up the channel. 








Diurnal temperature variations of the tree cover can be utilized 
when you're seeking a little more breeze to relieve a muggy 
condition. During the day, the cooler air under the canopy’s 
superheated surface will flow out to replace the warm air rising 
from open ground. At night, the layer of cooler air formed 
above the treetops displaces warmer air below.

Trees hold back rainfall. The amount of rain moisture inter- 
cepted depends upon the type and the degree of precipitation. 
Evergreens hold back more rain than broadleaf plants: Drop- 
lets cling separately to the narrow leaves of the former but 
gather and flow in small rivulets down the broad leaves. Though 
a tree is no substitute for a structure as a shelter, its water- 
holding properties affect growth of plants near by.

A gastronomic visit to Italy—real or literary—will inspire you 


to do new things with familiar foods. And it will also bring new foods into your cooking repertoire 


A day comes (as it does to most of us) generally late in 


spring when you long for something alluring to serve, to 


cook or to eat. Your cupboards are full of food but bare of 


ideas. Sameness has settled grayly over the dinner table. 
Nothing sounds exciting except those things that are too 
complicated, too expensive or too heavy. 

That’s.the time to take off for Italy! Fly non-stop to 
Milan via TWA as we did last spring. But if you must stay 
right where you are, enjoy by editorial proxy. then dupli- 
cate—or at least pleasantly approximate—in your own 
kitchen some of the world’s most savory wanderings. To 
anyone in search of gastronomic adventure there is no land, 
with the possible exception of France. that offers fare so 
richly varied, so simple and yet so subtly glorified. 

To appreciate what Italian cooking is we must begin 


with what it is not. The Italians have not one but many

cuisines. Every one of the provinces. many of the regions 
within a province and each of the great cities have a dialect 
in food as well as language. Each has its own idiom, its 
own special wine and cheese. its own highly individualistic 
way of combining and flavoring. 

Yet many of us, especially North Americans, stuff the 
whole boot of Italy down into the toe around the Bay of 
Naples. “Italian food.” we say, “why that means. of course, 
spaghetti, along with macaroni or ravioli, veal scaloppine, 
tomato sauce. garlic. olive oil, pizza pies and Chianti wine.” 

These have been made popular by the Sicilians who seem 
to have taken over Italian restaurants in the United States. 
They have little relation to the whole of Italy—to the herb- 
scented. wine-flavored. cheese-enriched entrées; the delicate 
yet hearty soups of egg and broth. meat and fish expertly 
grilled or crisply fried, the incredible selection of sausages. 
the vegetables so knowingly prepared that they look and 
taste as fresh as they did in the sunny fields. 

When you go to Italy. take in all those lovely tastes along 
with the sights. You must not miss eating the crisp, thin, 
twisted bread sticks called erissini. You will find them in 
almost every city of the north of Italy, but the best in the 
world come from Turin. 

It’s worth a special trip to Genoa to taste the mine- 
strone. which has no relation to our own New York style— 
no tomatoes. no pasta, but a special pesto thickening made 
of herbs, olive oil and cheese. 

It would be unthinkable to visit Rome without making a 
trip to Hadrian’s Villa, but equally sad not to experience

ace don’t belong in every paving, of course. There are 
times when even a slight bit of greenery might confuse the 
carefully conceived design of the landscape architect. Plants 
could make a small terrace smaller still. Where furniture must 
be moved about or where traffic is heavy, they are a problem. 
For a hard-worked children’s terrace they are a vain hope. 

But at the edge of a terrace where people seldom walk, or 
by the side of a permanent bench where you can enjoy them as 
you relax, or in scattered groups over a very large terrace, the 
right plants can be a source of real delight. 

Pursuit of those few perfect plants for your paving revolves 
around their esthetic potentialities and their cultural require- 
ments. Finding a handful of plants that will look right and 
do right in the place you need them is a good way to mature 
as a gardener. To beginning gardeners such attention to a 
detail may seem extravagant. But they have not developed 
the calculating, critical eye. They have yet to know the ex- 
quisite pleasure of the calculated effect, of mounting every 
plant to look its best, like a jeweler studying a gem to set it 
dramatically. 

To find those perfect little pearls means travel—to the 
nearest well-stocked nursery or garden center, to perénnial and 
rock garden specialists, through cultivated gardens and rock- 
strewn gorges, dusty old book stores and dimly lit libraries. 
Once caught in its spell, you'll stay up nights reading catalogs. 
You'll look hard at plants of all kinds and realize—perhaps 
for the first time—what exquisite dignity, what perfection of 
form there is in the most modest plants which clothe our earth. 

You'll do this to find that mere handful of plants—a scant 
half dozen, unless your paved area is large. Why make 
the effort? Not to dazzle friends with spectacular flowers 
that are bigger or brighter than any other in the neigh- 
borhood. But rather, to bring close where you can enjoy them, 
the priceless gems of flower or foliage which can best be 


displayed in the simple setting (Please turn to page 275)

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Miractes never cease 


from Chinatown slum to quarters of distinction 


. 


f you visited the sunny, handsome headquarters of Clifford 

Conly, one of San Francisco’s most distinguished architects, 

you'd find it hard to believe that this was not so long ago a 
Barbary Coast slum, the unsavory remains of a cramped, dingy 
hotel and for many years the headquarters of a Chinese lottery. 
Basically it was the correction of one major flaw that made the 
alteration of this 3-story, 22-foot-wide brick building successful. 
This was the enlarging of the narrow “tenement house” airshaft, 
so that it created a broad well of light through the center of the 
building. See plans. It now brightens rooms that were practically 
dungeons. On the top floor, which serves as living quarters, 
a roof of glass over the living room floods the room with light. 
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BEDROOM 





In this narrow house, built-ins have been devised wherever 
possible to put every inch of wall space to use. In one corner 
of the glass-roofed living room (left) Mr. Conly has his 
marble-top work counter incorporated with built-in cup- 
boards and drawers. Record-player-radio is built-in. Cup- 
board doors are shutters, brass grillage and door panels, 
salvaged from old houses. On too sunny days the glass roof 
(opposite) may be shaded by rolling bamboo blinds.

e humans are susceptible to suggestion. Make a room light 


and comfortably airy and we feel a pleasure akin to that 





of being out of doors. Surround us with green budding 
plants in springtime and we feel a vitality, a rebirth, a new confidence 
that all is well. Place shrubs clothed in green beyond our window 
and a bleak winter day seems warmer. When we see them, the watery 
light of a December afternoon is less oppressive, for in these plants 
there is a promise, a subtle suggestion of spring and summer. 

With evergreens in your garden you can hold on to the loveliness 
of spring and still look forward to the changing seasons for what 
they are: variations of a theme, but a theme always complete. When 
the leaves of deciduous plants fall in autumn, a garden planned 
around evergreens stays in focus. Important shrubs or trees don’t 
lose their form because their leaves have fallen.

eet January this house won an award from 
the National Association of Home Builders 
for excellence in planning. HousE BEAUTIFUL 
can understand why. On these pages you see 
illustrated the seven major factors that make 
this house seem much bigger and more 
spacious than it actually is. 

1. The central hall is far wider than is 
customary—wide enough to have furniture 
along both walls. Consequently the hall adds 
to the spaciousness of all the rooms adjoining 
and Jooking into it. 

2. Skylighting floods this interior hall 
with daylight at the center of the house, 
where it is least expected—another reason 
why the hall is really usable as a room and 
doesn’t seem hall-like. 

3. The ceiling is the underside of the roof, 
thus makes maximum use of all the height 
the building contains, lending airiness and 
dignity to the interior. 

4. Some interior partitions are only seven 
feet high, with glass above, so the ceil-

9d. The central hall makes possible diagonal vistas 
from one corner of the house to the other, present- 
ing a sweep of interior space more than 60 feet 
long, an unexpected view in a house only 34 feet 
by 57 feet. 

6. Windows are placed to extend these interior 
vistas out into the garden for an even greater sense 
of freedom and spaciousness. 

7. Open planning of the living room, hall, dining 
room and kitchen gives the benefit of all of the 
interior space to each room. Yet the kitchen is 
completely screened from the living room, The din- 
ing area and living room are separated by a free- 
standing fireplace which gives definition to the 
rooms without confinement. The bedrooms are 
secluded for privacy at the opposite end of the house 
where they are away from living room noise. 

All of these seven devices have been employed to 
eliminate the feeling of confinement that would 
ordinarily exist within a small rectangular plan, 
such as here. 

While this house appears to be large and impres- 
sive, the plan takes advantage of the best economies 
known to builders. It is compact, enclosed in the 
simplest way with four straight walls. It was built 
in Los Angeles in 1955 for about $10.50 per

t is intellectual make-believe to say, as many modern- 

ists do, that if a building or a chair is “new” in form 

and construction, it is appropriate for today. Such a 
chair or building may be hideous and completely alien to us. 
The “practical,” the “functional,” the “modern,” the “new” 
are not the goals of twentieth-century people any more than 
they were the goals of any other people since time began. To 
say the human heart is in search of novelty or “modernity” 
is to ignore its deepest and most profound urging. 

It is beauty, in the oldest meaning of the word, that we 
are all searching for. Beauty is not new or “modern”; it is 
old, as old as man. To find it, to know it when we see it 
and to create it for ourselves today, we must search for it 
through all time. 

Unfortunately the past, where the beauty that will inspire 
us is waiting to be rediscovered, has been abused and 
ignored for the last 50 years. Since the beginning of the 
century an older generation of architects and furniture de- 
signers has abused its heritage by making literal forgeries 
of it; and a somewhat more recent generation, in understand- 
able revolt against this academic misuse, invented a new 
academy that insists on all painting, building and furniture 


having no reference to the past. (Please turn the page) 
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A curving line, recalling the furniture of 
the past but with the simplicity of the 
present, is the distinguishing feature of 
the chairs, sofas, tables and storage pieces 
handsomely displayed. Swatches of the up- 
holstery leather, in beautiful shades of pink 
and cyclamen, give you a new color scheme 


to work with along warm grays. 
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Gibbings’ pieces for the din- 
ing room (above) have gen- 
erous dimensions in accord 
with the returning importance 
of this room.

The devil 
ap suspended outside the native hut to snare the evil spirits 
as profound interest for an ethnologist, its “modern” imita- 
on, the mobile (again, in my opinion), has little in com- 
ion with twentieth-century people. The “modern” house 
iised on concrete stilts. a forgery of the primitive dwellings 
{ Papua, has even less purpose in contemporary living. 
This-is not to say that the aboriginal trappings of Af- 
ca and Oceania are necessarily uninteresting to us, or 
at an Islamic mosque is not beautiful, but their imita- 
ons labeled “modern” art aud “modern” architecture can 
2 as lifeless as any other historical forgery. The “modern- 
ts” have succeeded only in narrowing down the imitation 
f the past to remote primitive sources and to the rigid 
‘clusion of all else. “Modernity” is an academic retrogres- 
on that has failed. 

Today, with period and “modern” architecture behind us, 
e are looking at the past again, but now we are beginning 
see it with clearer vision, for it is beauty we are search- 
ig for, not something we can copy and disguise as historical 
r “modern.” To each of us as individuals the past will 
yeak for itself. giving freely in infinitely different ways 
) our infinite ways of seeing it. It would seem that we 
in hardly hope to agree on what is beautiful and what is 
ot. It is not necessary that we do agree. Absolutes in beauty 
ould only be another academic whip to herd the intel- 
ctual snobs into line: We do not want an academy of 
beauty” or museums—“modern”™ or otherwise—dedicated 
» new laws of seeing. 

To the writer (and this cannot be more than the ex- 
ression of individual opinion) true beauty has the unique 


varacteristic of being timeless. It is as though by some 


emingly inexplicable process in the imagination of the 





creator, a cup or a building transcends the limitations of 
the style, fashion and thought of the time of its origin, and 
partakes of a universal appeal that awakens the love of the 
beholder through all of time. 

In such objects the form may not completely escape the 
patterns of the time and place of its origin, and yet its inner 
content does. We look at the Egyptian temple of Hatshepsout 
at Deir El Bahari, or at the Parthenon or a Paul Revere 
spoon and even while we subconsciously place them in their 
historical frame of reference, they have the unique power 
to lift our imagination and delight our eyes as if they were 
a part of us and made as a fulfillment of our innermost 
desire for beauty as living men today. 

This timeless joy would seem in the author’s opinion 
to be the truest and rarest form of beauty, and yet elusive 
as it is, it seems to have existed since the cave-life begin- 


nings of man. At all times, someone somewhere was creating

“corny” music by good composers may lead one to better music 


aL slang word “corn,” with its adjective “corny,” applied 
originally to things of a definitely rural type (symbolized by 
the characteristic grain of the country) but gradually developed 
the connotation of naiveté, with particular application to 
music generally condemned as trite, hackneyed, banal, common- 
place and platitudinous. The jitterbugs and aficionados of jazz 
have become just as contemptuous of corny music in the 
popular field as the self-constituted experts dealing with 
serious composition. 

Yet a deliberately corny piece of music, especially when 
written by a highly respected composer, may have a significant 
value, if only as a means of catching the attention of the 
average listener and tempting him to listen to more material 
from the same source. It should be remembered also that the 
very qualities that eventually give a piece the label of “old hat.” 
because of its apparently interminable repetition, represented 
originally something close to inspiration, if only in the creation 
of a melody that millions were willing or even anxious to hear 


over and over again. 


Curiously enough, a majority of the great composers of 
all time are known to the general public not by their master- 
pieces but by one or more musical trifles which they may have 
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written quite by accident or at best as pot-boilers, often with 
no conception of what their ultimate popularity might be. 
These are the pieces that established music lovers are inclined 
to call corn (or its scholarly equivalent), ignoring the fact 
that they have become staple products for phonograph records, 
radio, television, motion pictures and the derivative efforts of 
Tin Pan Alley. 

They represent the line of least resistance in music, but 
they have in their favor not only the practical virtue of 
immediate appeal but the far more important ability to continue 
that appeal indefinitely, thus becoming the very foundation 
and solid base of what may be called “permanent music” 
(a term vastly preferable to either of the words “classic” or 
“classical” in common use). The very fact of their survival is 
something that cannot be overlooked, and their simple unpreten- 
tiousness demands more credit for such survival than in the case 
of elaborate symphonies, operas and other works in the larger 
forms, where technique may prove in the long run quite as 
important as melodic inspiration. A quick run-down of the best 
known “corny classics,” more or less in chronological order, 
may reveal the fact that most of them are not so bad after all.

Most hardy of the plants which 
seem to hold their leaves indefi- 
nitely are the conifers or narrow- 
leaf evergreens. 
drop their leaves, but so gradually 
as to be unnoticeable.) Leaves of 
the conifers are needle-like, making 
a linear pattern quite different from 
that of broad-leaf plants. Because 
the needles tend to absorb light, 
rather than reflect it, conifers seem 
darker than any other plants in the 
landscape. This is true of even

those conifers whose needles are 
actually a light blue- or gray-green. 

Although the number of conifers 
is quite small when compared to 
the broad-leaf plants, there are dif- 
ferences enough among them to 
allow wide design freedom. Arbor- 
vitae exclamation points and coni- 
cal Christmas-tree firs are no longer 
the beginning and the end of nar- 
row-leaf evergreens in American 
gardens.

chicken concentrate, several mus- 
tards, several cheeses and grated 
parmesan cheese, hand-ground 
meals, butter, eggs, jellies—in 
short, ingredients for sauces and 
the ‘bringing out of tastes at the 
stove. Here we also keep the foods 
needed for breakfast: coffee, milk, 
cream, bacon, fruit. It’s a place for 
short-term storage of small quan- 
tities of foods. 

Long-term storage and the stor- 
age of bulky items (like roasts 
and greens) and luxury items are 
handled in the big, 30 cubic-foot, 
commercial refrigerator, shown on 
page 153. It has four big sections 
and its motors are “remoted,” 
which is to say the motors are away 
outdoors so I won’t hear them turn- 
ing on and ofl. 

This is the refrigerator which 
lets me go to market only one day 
a week. It lets me buy by mail 
from all over the United States and 
Hawaii. It lets me have—iced and 
chilled at all times—beer, wines, 
champagne, iced tea, ginger ale 
and quinine water. It lets me fix 
things by the gallon or by the 
quart, which saves time and work. 
It lets me do things that otherwise 
I would not do at all, things I 
it was worth the 
bother to do: soaking green and 
ripe olives in special brews of my 
own concoction to make them bet- 
ter than the way they come from 
the store. 

How I manage my refrigerators 
can best be told by simply listing 
what I keep in the big one. The 
list tells all. It tells how I am 
always set up to offer food and 
drink to anyone who may drop in. 

Here is a typical inventory: 


a roast ham or a roast beef 

a Dutch ham in a long, round can 
(preferably Zwan’s because it 
slices so well for hors d’oeuvres 
and sandwiches. It’s really a 
Canadian style bacon, I be- 
lieve. ) 

one to six cans of smoked salmon 
(I get Lasco’s from the Los An- 
geles Smoking and Curing Co.) 

bacon by the slab (I buy it by mail 
from Towa.) 

Brown ’n’ Serve sausages 

cheesés—always Swiss and cheddar, 
plus any specialties that seem 
to be readily available at the 
moment. (We have a Mediter- 
ranean grocery store in our town 
and they are always getting won- 
derful Italian cheese. I also have 


several Wisconsin favorites like 
Wispride. ) 

jellied consommé 

liver paté and caviar 

two gallons of olives (green and 
ripe) marinating in different 
kinds of seasonings and dress- 
ings. 

sour cream 

sweet cream 

milk and butter (in quantity) 

beer, wines (white and red) 

at least 2 qts. of champagne 

capers 

Brown ’n’ Serve sour dough French 
rolls . 

several cans of Ballard’s biscuits 

Brown ’n’ Serve sesame seed and 
poppy seed rolls 

several soup kettles, containing dif- 
ferent strains of ingredients. 
(Some people call these “left- 
overs.” 

canned papaya 

lettuce for several days, previously 
washed, wrapped in linen tow- 
els to catch the drip, and put 
in big nylon bags. Will keep 7 
or 8 days this way and be’ dry 
and ready for tossing. 

a whole or part of an angel food 
cake (Ada is a whiz at this.) 

several cans of Chicken Concen- 
trate (I buy by mail from Rose 
Mill.) 

glazed fruit from S and W (I com- 
bine it with melted jellies as a 
sauce for ice creams.) 

meats waiting to be cooked. Some 
may be marinating in soy sauce 
or other marinades. 


ITH so many things on hand, I 
have to keep up on my manage- 
ment. So I “do” the icebox twice 
a week. Monday, I go through the 
situation to see what leftovers I 
must cope with—either by rework- 


oe 


ing into new recipes or putting into 
soups. To get ready for Thursday 
shopping, I empty everything out 
and wash the refrigerators. This is 
the real inventory and brings me 
face to face with what I must use, 
what I must buy, and what I must 
get inspired to use. Since Thursday 
is the day I begin to get ready for 
those week-end parties, it dovetails 
perfectly with shopping, planning 
and preparing. 

I would like to say that even this 
much refrigerator space would not 
be nearly adequate if it were not 
for my 30 cubic feet of freezer 
space. (You can read about that 
where I describe just how I shop 
on page 147.)

As a result, we have on hand most 
of the time an inventory of around 
$500 to $700 worth of meats, poul- 
iry and game. This backlog we keep 
both at home in the freezer and 
in the two 48-cubic-foot rented 
lockers, which lets us buy baby 
lambs when spring lambs are best 
and cheapest, whole or halves of 
veal at veal time, and so on. We 
buy 10 or 12 squabs at a time, 4 
or 5 rabbits, 10 or 12 turkeys, ete. 
In short, we cream the market, for 
we are after quality primarily, and 
when you learn about seasonal 
variations, you can afford quality 
for less than you might think. 
Since we make such a_ produe- 
tion out of meat buying, it follows 
that Bob would take meat cooking 
seriously. I don’t believe there is 
any method of meat cooking that 
we arent equipped to do: grilling, 
cold smoking, hot smoking. rotis- 
serie roasting, oven roasting.

The wonderful part of this dish 
is that it can be made way ahead 
of time, can even sit in the oven an 
extra 20 minutes if your guests 
are late. 

Slice the bread medium thin, 
cut off the crusts, butter copiously 
and dice, cutting the squares very 
small, about a quarter inch. Select 
one of your good-looking flat cas- 
seroles and butter it well. Arrange 
the diced bread on the bottom, put 
a generous layer of grated Cheddar 
cheese over it, then another layer 
of buttered bread squares. Put the 
remaining half of the grated cheese 
over the second layer of bread. 

Put eggs in electric blender for 
a moment; add dry ingredients 
and chopped shallot or green onion. 
Add other seasonings and_ half- 
cream-and-half milk; blend for a 
moment and then pour over cheese 
dish. (This brew should be poured 
over cheese 24 hours before serving 
time.) If there is not enough of 
the half-cream-and-half milk (you 
should see it around the edges), 
add more cream. Cover with wax 
paper; put in nylon bag and store 
in refrigerator.

| mixed and placed in a covered 


container in the refrigerator for 


| later use—as much as a week later. 


In this event, the night before you 
are ready to use it, pour over the 


egg mixture. Individual casseroles 


can be used and the liquid can be 
poured over each. 

Two hours before serving. take 
out of the refrigerator and_ let 
stand for half an hour. Set it in a 
shallow pan in which a flat paper 


bag has been placed. Put about 
14 inch cold water in bowl. Set the 
oven at 300° F. and place within. 

After an hour you might peek 
in and see if the fondue is getting 
too brown. If so turn off the top 
element. Use the same cooking 
temperature and technique for a 
gas oven. Serves 8.

Set oven 350° F. and put empty 
casserole in the oven. Use average 
deep casserole—not a deep petite 
marmite casserole. 

When the broth is boiling hot in 
a separate saucepan, put butter to 
melt in frying pan. When this is 
sizzling hot, pour rice into the pan 
stirring constantly until the rice is 
hot to the touch. This heating of 
rice takes from 3 to 5 minutes— 
longer than you think! When the 
rice and butter are bubbling hot. 
remove the casserole from the oven; 
pour the bubbling rice into the hot 
casserole. Then pour the hot broth 
over all. Cover, return to oven. 

You can start browning the rice 
when the first guest arrives. Allow 
at least 45 minutes for cooking 
time. Ten minutes before serving 
take the casserole out of the oven. 
Stir the rice well, add the chopped 
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fresh ingredients and the nuts; 
return to the oven for ten minutes. 
Then serve. It is nicest when the 
fresh things are still a little bit 
crispy.

taurants from the de luxe to the 
cozy and modest. At least 50 eating 
places are listed for the vicinity of 
Rome alone. The list begins, as it 
should, with the Hostaria dell’Orso, 
Via Mone Brianzo 93, one of the 
most elegant spots in the whole 
world, built as a hostel around 
1300. Dante must have been there, 
dreaming of Beatrice, perhaps. 
Even in this rarified atmosphere 
you will find Roman specialties, as 
well as Continental cooking. 


HEN there’s Passetto, Via Zan- 

ardelli 14, the restaurant with 
the largest selection of antipasto in 
all of Italy, unmatched in the world 
except, perhaps, by Davidson’s in 
Copenhagen. Alfredo’s—the orig- 
inal and the new one—are both 
famous for fettuccine. (The recipe, 
as weve evolved it, is in our 
October 1954 issue.) And so it 
goes, restaurants large and small, 
luxurious or inexpensive, the names, 
the addresses, the specialties, in 
and around all Italy’s main cities. 

Under “Food Specialties—Wine,” 
there is an invaluable, though brief, 
“Gastronomic Dictionary” listing 
and describing not only foods but 
the regional wines, cheeses, fruits 
and sweets. There are translations 
and descriptions of everything from 
abbacchio (suckling lamb) to 
zuppa inglese, English soup, an 
Italian version of the trifle. 

Some Italian delicacies you must 
eat and sip on the spot because 
they are not transportable. But you 
ean bring many home with you and 
whether or not you use the original 
ingredients you can add a fine Ital- 
ian touch to your cooking by going 
no further than the corner store. 

Have you some eggs, a lemon, 
some chicken broth, canned con- 
sommé or bouillon cubes, a piece 
of hard grating cheese? (Even if 
it isn’t parmesan you probably can 
use it.) Translate them into Italian 
along with a loaf of crusty bread, a 
silvery sage plant in your garden, 
a pot or packet of rosemary, a bot- 
tle of olive oil, a can of tuna fish 
or red kidney beans, butterfish to 
fry, a package of frozen veal cut- 
lets, an eggplant. When you're 
equipped with an electric blender

Use ground surface to modify temperature extremes. 
Pavement is a good heat absorber and radiator, useful 
in mild or cool climates but not under extreme heat. 
In hot sections, gravel is a better driveway or side- 
walk surface since its air spaces are poor heat con- 
ductors and hold down the temperatures above them. 
If you want to raise temperatures, pave around 
the house and terraces as much as possible. To hold 
temperatures down, use grass plantings. 





Structures are radiators. Fences, houses, garages all 
absorb heat from the sun, then radiate it at you. 
Masonry walls have the greatest capacity for this. 
Use them to force plant growth or to add warmth to 
an outdoor living area. 

Move your outdoor activities close to the house to 
receive this radiation in cooler climates. Move them 
away from the house to escape it in hot sections. 





Reflecting surfaces bounce light and heat into sunless 
areas. Warm and brighten the darker corners of your 
house and garden by the reflection of sunlight falling 
on white or light-colored walls. In the evenings your 
patio can be warmed more effectively if the heat from 


a brazier or stove is reflected from walls and ceiling. 
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Breeze Vent 


Improve air circulation with structures. Architec- 
tural wind-wings can scoop breezes into indoor or 
outdoor areas and can be adjusted in several direc- 
tions to bring in the maximum or minimum of air. 

An enclosed patio can be a trap for descending cold 
air. Use a gate or an open-style fence as a vent. If 
location at the side of a building is impractical, use 
wings in the ceiling. 

Apply greenhouse principle in covered outdoor 
room with poor circulation. Air passing through 
adjustable doors at the ridge moyes stale air below. 





Put a micro-climate where you want it with sec- 
ondary structure—a quick, positive method of cli- 


mate modification. Such controls can affect living 
conditions inside and outside your house, protect your 
garden, revise drawbacks of poorly pkanned houses, 
extend good seasons and shorten bad ones. They may 
be convertible or portable to adjust to seasonal 
prevailing weather. 

Different types and degrees of protection are 
required by different climates. Shelter 1, with a 
permanent roof of translucent plastic and a glass 
screen to block the prevailing wind, would be suitable 
for a moderately cool, wet climate. Radiant-heated 
paving would increase its comfort. 

Muggy climates call for the solid sunshade and 
unhampered air circulation of shelter 2. The shade 
could be permanent in southern areas, removable in 
the northeast. 

A permanent wind control for the dry southwest 
is a good feature of shelter 3. The overhead screen 
filters the hot sun for most of the year, slides back 
during the short winter.

Solar heat then would 
be trapped in a pocket between the blind and the 
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Warm sunpockets can be formed in cold climates. 
When complete wind protection combines with di- 
rect sun exposure, you may find a pocket warm 
enough for sun-bathing even with snow nearby. The 
pocket may be in the angle of a house (1), the cor- 
ner of a fence with a good windbreak (2), or in a 
number of other structural ways. It may be contrived. 
such as the portable canvas shelter (3), or the glass 
enclosure (4) which allows sun exposure all day. 

Air temperature in the pockets is not raised; only 
the object touched by the sun is warmed. 
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Water cools dry climates—actually and psychologi- 
eally. Air is actually cooled by evaporation, but 
water’s psychological effects are almost as important. 
A reflecting pool casting dancing lights on the ceil- 
ing of a terrace or a cascade tumbling in one cor- 
ner of garden recalls cool lakes and rivers. 

Cooling by evaporation can be stepped up by setting 
up sprinklers on a roof area or by playing a stream 
of water on a windscreen of coarse burlap.

ft those who are using each 
month’s issue of House BrEAuttI- 
FUL for Nene study, either in a 
classroom or at home, we recom- 
mend particular attention to three 
features: 

1. How to Look at the Parts of 
a House, pages 134 through 138. 

2. The Stantons Build a New 
Kitchen, pages 139 through 157. 

3. Look for a Sense of Space, 
pages 178 through 181. 

The first artiele should be stud- 
ied in connection with the third, 
since they deal with fundamentally 
the same problem, namely, how to 
judge a house. (“Look for a Sense 
of Space” is the second in a series 
on judging a ready-built house.) 

The second article, “The Stantons 
Build a New Kitchen,” tells the 
story of one of the most beautifully 
planned and executed kitchens that 
we at House BEAuTIFUL have ever 
enjoyed seeing and reporting on. 
Every part of it reflects many years 
of thought and practice in the fine 
art of cooking. It includes every- 
thing necessary: storage space, 
freezer and refrigerated space, fin- 
est equipment and design, more 
than adequate lighting and venti- 
lation, and so on. A problem for 
the student might be: try to name 
three things or ideas that are 
missing and should be included. 
(Editor’s note: We can’t.) 

In a more serious vein, it would 
be a very profitable, not to say 
pleasurable, session for anyone to 
write a full program of what would 
be ideal in the way of a kitchen. 

Such a program or statement of 
complete wishes, combined with a 


realistic listing of what is now 
available to make the wildest 


dreams of yesterday come true in 
today’s home (see the list of equip- 
ment used by the Stantons on page 
209), would make clear, as nothing 
else, all that is possible in the way 
of planning, equipping and_ fur- 
nishing a truly modern kitchen. 

Then, and only then, the student 
should proceed to draw up a more 
limited program for a kitchen with- 
in a budget. But if he were to start 
with limitations, he might never 
get to know the possibilities that 
exist for those unlimited.

But on long tour- 
ing trips. you are naturally respon- 
sible for the chauffeur’s meals and 
lodging. which can run from $4 
to $10 a day, depending on the 
country. As a rough estimate of 
cost. the town rate for a sedan in 
England might cost $1.75 an hour, 
plus 174% cents per mile

mile. The touring rate for the same 
car would be $46.20 a week plus 
14 cents per mile. The chauffeur’s 
expenses would be $4.20 a day for 
food and lodging inside of Britain, 
$7 per day outside of Britain. A 
fee of 10% of the rental cost is 
charged for the chauffeur’s sery- 
ices. What is called a service fee 
in England is called a gratuity in 
other countries, and it usually runs 
about 10% of the rental. A point 
worth considering here is that a 
chauffeur relieves you of the bur- 
den of driving unfamiliar roads 
and, if he is well informed and 
English-speaking, can add so much 
to the enjoyment and understand- 
ing of your trip that you can hardly 
reckon his value in terms of money 
alone. Rental rates vary according 
to car. No need to tell you that 
you'll pay more if you are limou- 
sine-borne. 


3. You can “lease” a new car—or 
at any rate this is the closest we | 
can come to describing a new type | 
of service that European car-pur- 
chase firms are offering American 
tourists. You actually buy a brand- | 
new Simca sedan or a HMlman 
Husky travelers’ car (like a station | 
wagon) without paying anything 
for it beyond a set fee which is de- 
termined by the length of time you 
drive it. (You must of course pay 
the fees for touring documents and 
insurance. ) 

As an example of what this would. 
cost, a Hillman priced at $1581.88, 
which you can arrange to pick up 
in Southampton or London, will 
cost you $255 for 1 month, $305 
for six weeks, $330 for 2 months.

How to Beautify Your Bedroom’ 


The triptych is your car’s passport 
if you are driving in one country 
only. The carnet de passages en 
douanes which sounds like some- 
thing out of the Three Musketeers, 
is a customs pass, necessary if you 
are to cross any borders. Foreign li- 
cense plates and liability insurance 
are compulsory and so, of course 
is an international driver’s license. 
Counted up, these documents could 
add about $100 to your costs. Add 
personal accident and property in- 
surance (which we’d certainly carry 
if we were about to go whirling 
around in unfamiliar places) and 
the cost goes up. Throw in an extra 
$50 for garaging and minor re- 
pairs. 

You are the best judge of whether 
this take-the-car-from-home idea 
will be economically sound for you. 
But, working in averages, the ex- 
perts seem to feel that it does not 
pay off in savings for most travel- 
ers unless they spend at least two 
months abroad. 


5. You can buy a foreign car to 
use abroad. In their local habitat, 
prices of these small, compact, 
easy-to-maneuver and cheap-to-run 
cars are most attractive. But even 
so, most old hands think it’s eco- 
nomical to buy a car only if you'll 
be using it for at least two months. 
Through the AAA or American 
representatives of foreign cars you 
can purchase the car before you 
leave home, then take delivery of 
it as you get off the plane or 
steamer in Europe. By paying for 
the car in the U. S. A. before you 
leave home, you may save head- 
aches of filling out forms, et al. but, 
if you should decide to bring the car 
back to the U. S. with you, you will 
not be permitted to declare its price 
in your customs exemption (now 
$500 for an American citizen but a 
bill before Congress may increase 
it.) Customs impose a duty on cars of

10% of their market value, which 
is set by appraisers on the dock. 

However, if you buy a car abroad, 
members of a family can pool their 
$500 customs exemptions in their 
declarations. The hitch to buying 


abroad is that there may be a short- 


age of cars for domestic purchase, 
and you might have to wait a cou- 
ple of weeks for delivery. 


NE OF the most popular ways to 
() acquire a car is through what is 
known as the Guaranteed Re-Pur- 
chase Plan. You buy a car, use it 
as long as you need it, and then 
return it to the manufacturer who 
will refund the purchase price less 
certain charges for depreciation. 
Here again arrangements can all 
be made before you leave the U. S. 
through the AAA or foreign car 
dealers. All foreign cars are not 
sold this way. As of this moment 
cars that may be bought on a 
guaranteed re-sale basis are Cit- 
roen, Simca and Renault, made in 
France: the Hillman and the Hum- 
ber, made in England; the Ford 
Taunus, Opel Rekord, and Volks- 
wagen, made in Germany. They're 
all available in a variety of styles, 
sizes and prices, from $880 for a 
little Citroen to $1512 for a Hill- 
man-Minx Estate Car. One thing 
you should remember, though, is 
that you save on a foreign car 
only if you take delivery on it in 
the country where it is manufac- 
tured, or in a nearby country. For 
instance, if you wanted to be met 
in Paris by a British Hillman Minx, 
delivery charges would be $150, as 
opposed to the base charge of $67 
it would cost if you picked it up 
in London. 

To turn in the car you may have 
to get it back to the factory it was 
made in. Otherwise, you have to 
pay a collection charge to have the 
car sent back to its home base. 

Arrangements for repayment 
vary with the laws of different 
countries, too. In France, for in- 
stance, only up to 75% of the pur- 
chase price will be refunded in dol- 
lars, and these you can collect only 
after you get home. The whole re- 
fund may be made in francs, of 
course, but if you counted on using 
your refund dollars in Europe, you 
would be out of luck. 

Imagine, for instance, you were 
to buy a little 4-door Renault se- 
dan, taking delivery in Paris. then 
using it for two months. You would 
pay $995, the list price of the car, 
plus $50 for documents, plus $46.67

The Hollow Bones of Liguria 


In Liguria one of the best-known 
meat dishes is called ossobuco, hol- | 
low-bone. Generally the shin bones 
or shanks of veal are used, but beef 
marrow bones are very good too, 
and so are the short ribs of beef. 
They should be cut about 4 inches 
long and should not be too bare of 
meat. Four bones make four sery- 
ings. Roil the bones in flour. Place 
in a heavily buttered skillet along 
with 34 teaspoon salt, 4 teaspoon 
pepper and cook until well browned, 
turning occasionally. Add 1% cup 
dry white wine. Cook uncovered till 
the wine is gone. Add 1 cup hot 
water; cover the skillet and cook 
about 1 hour, adding more water 
only if necessary. 

Five minutes before serving time 
add a tablespoon of finely chopped 
parsley or a teaspoon of dry pars- 
ley flakes, 4% clove of garlic put 
through the press, the peel of 1% 
a lemon and ¥% teaspoon anchovy 
paste. Cook 2 minutes. It’s a good 
idea to use a cooking utensil suit- 
able for serving. If you have none, 
place the bones on a heated serving 
dish. In either case add 14 cup con- 
densed consommé to the pan gravy 
along with 1 tablespoon of butter. 
Mix well and spoon over the bones.

Leap in the Mouth 


Several regions including Rome 
and Milan claim as their specialty 
a veal cutlet preparation with the 
intriguing name of Saltimbocea, a 
dish so good that it fairly leaps 
off the plate into the mouth. You 
must have thin veal cutlets; quick- 
frozen cutlets may be used. Each 
piece should be 4 or 5 inches in 
diameter. Sprinkle the veal lightly 
with salt, pepper and powdered 
sage and place a very thin slice of 
cooked ham or Italian prosciutto 
on each cutlet. Top with veal and 
pin together with a _ toothpick. 
Brown on both sides in butter for 
a few minutes until the veal is well 
tanned, then put the slices on a 
shallow serving dish. Add a couple 
of tablespoons of hot water or 
white wine to the frying pan and 
scrape up all the good, flavorsome 
browned bits. Pour over the meat 
in the serving dish. Add a little 
more butter and heat well over a 
low fire. All this goes so swiftly 
that it can be done with great flair 
at the table. Yeu may count on a 
pound of veal cutlet to serve 3 or 
4 persons.

Plants which 
tend to sulk through soggy winters 
or succumb entirely to rot may 
flourish in the better drainage of 
a terrace site. Plants normally as- 
sociated with warmer climates may 
do well in the paving of a sun 
pocket. Perhaps you can coax 
early bulbs like snowdrops and 
crocus into still earlier bloom in 
crevices between heat-absorbing 
stones. 

As you look at new plant mate- 
rial let your imagination run free 
in exploring its potentialities. Then 
use every bit of discrimination you 
can muster to select only the very 
best plants for your paving. 

If you are lucky enough to locate 
several plants of a kind, pick out 
the one, or two or three that seem 
most pleasing. The flowers of one 
may be brighter or appear closer 
to the ground; the leaves may be 
more delicate or the growth more 
inclined to be horizontal than up- 
right. 

As you look closely you may 
discover the unusually graceful 
branching of one plant’s stems, the 
pure art in its leaf pattern, and 
you'll anticipate the beauty of its 
shadows on your paving. And per-

haps, once planted, it will give you 
| even more pleasure as breezes mov- 
| ing across the terrace set in motion 
a delicate blossom ballet. 
| But your most promising treas- 
| ure may turn up its toes in with- 
_ ered disgust. You won't know about 
unusual plants until you try them. 


| WO BE practical in  pavings, 
| plants must be low and restrained 
in growth. Otherwise, your terrace 

will look like a meadow by mid- 

summer. There may be times when 

you'll want to use taller plants but 
in most cases four inches is a gen- 
erous maximum height. Under two 
inches is ideal. 
| Keep in mind that while plants 
like coral bells and the saxifrages 
may have flower stalks 2 feet high, 
the plants themselves are branch- 
less rosettes of leaves clutched 
tightly to the roots. When they are 
blooming you'll be glad to move 
slowly among them; the rest of the 
time they present no traffic prob- 
lem at all. 

Always keep in mind the char- 
acter of the surrounding garden as 
you plant your paving. Remember 
that one is part of the other. In- 
congruous or clashing combina- 
tions of flower, foliage, form or 
scale can ruin the entire picture. 
Use only a few kinds of plants to 
avoid a jumbled patchwork-quilt 
look. And decide before you start 
whether you are striving for the 
stylized effect of symmetrical plants 
set in precisely the right places 
_ (top photograph, page 171) or the 
flowing elegance of the 





casual 
creeping kinds (lower photograph, 
page 171). 

Many plants grown in rock or 
wall gardens are good possibilities 
for pavings. Paving, however, gets 
hotter in summer than would the 
same stone laid up in a wall where 
it partially shades itself. The soil 
in its joints is drier and warmer. 
Some plants like this; others don’t. 

You can modify soil in the plant- 
ing pockets to suit a particular 
plant, but it is rather hard to keep 
it moist if sun hits the terrace much 
of the day. So count out particu- 
larly thirsty prospects unless they 
also like shade and you have some 
to offer them. Trees overhead and 
shelter from prevailing winds both 
modify the terrace climate. Learn 
what you have before trying it on 
plants. 

When properly installed, a ter- 
race dries quickly. The underlay- 





er base for drainage purposes can 


and spread out under the paving.

be sand, cinders or gravel. Where | 
the ground is well settled and frost — 
is no problem, paving may be laid — 
directly on leveled soil. In any of 
these situations, planting is no 
problem. Just dig up enough of — 
the drainage material between the 
pieces of paving so that you can — 
fill the joints where plants will be — 
with at least 4 inches of good soil. 

Where paving is laid with mor- 
tar, planting holes must either be 
left or made later if the base is 
not concrete. If you are making a 
new terrace and doing the job — 
yourself, you may want to plant 
it as you go along. It would take 
an unusually tolerant contractor. 
however, to put up with plants 
where he’s handling heavy paving 
materials. 
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To get plant roots down into | 
crevices without damage it may be | 
necessary to loosen the soil around | 
the root ball a bit (as you are care- 
ful not to do in regular transplant: | 
ing). Then carefully work the roots | 
down into the joint; fill in partially | 
with soil and water carefully. Then 
firm the remaining soil in place, 
Water again: then wait several 
days. If the sun is warm, shade the | 
plants with cartons or baskets until } 
they seem settled and able to meet} 
life on their own terms. ¢ 

Where joints are very tight, as. 
they so often are in today’s ter- | 
races, it may be necessary to chi 
away corners to make room for 
plants. This was done in the paving | 
shown on page 170. Laid more than 
20 years ago, the flagstone has- 
since been forced apart by grass, 
which, had it been found objection- | 
able. could have been controlled 
with a chemical weed killer. 


NNUALS can be started easily by 
Hi drifting pinches of seeds into the 
joints, covering them with soil and 
watering. The roots will strike deep 


As the plants develop you can pull 
out weaklings, leaving only a hand- 
ful of good plants. Once started, 
some annuals re-seed themselves 
year after year. 

If you have old paving with loose 
mortar, you might try forcing moist 
soil and annual seeds into the 
cracks as Gertrude Jekyll did. This 
enterprising gardener once sprin- 
kled seeds of the pretty Alpine 
erinus in moss which covered the 
cemented joints of sandstone steps. 
Although the plants had nothing to 
feed on but that which the mossy 
tufts had gathered, she soon had

flowers cut off if you like. 

Common mullein (Verbascum): 
For those with room and a flair 
for the dramatic. Thick basal 
leaves, gray and woody, eventually 
1 foot long, in a beautiful rosette. 
In late summer yellow flower stalk 
veaches skyward 3 feet or more. 
Saxifrages: The encrusted types 
are unequaled in beauty. Find a 
rock garden specialist or study 
catalogue to choose best varieties 
for your area—you'll melt at the 
descriptions. 

Sedums and sempervivum: Many, 
many kinds. Sedums are mostly 
creepers; choose those which hug 
the ground. If they have colorful 
flowers, so much the better. Sem- 
pervivum include the old-time 
favorites: hens-and-chickens and 
cobweb house leeks. Both sedums 
and sempervivum withstand drought 
with equanimity. 

Yucca: Dramatic, to be used alone; 
not for close areas; Y. gloriosa, 
Y.recurva or the smaller Y. flaccida 
are all splendid, have immense 
spires of ivory flowers in summer. 
The long swordlike yucca leaves, 
which may be two to three feet 
long, form handsome evergreen ro- 


















settes. But don’t put them where 
legs will brush against them! 


FOR SHADY CORNERS 


Creeping buttercup: Vinelike, dark 
leathery leaves, flowers are half- 
inch butterballs. 

Erinus alphinus: Dense dark green 
cushions from which spring rose or 
white flowers on 3-inch stems. 
Hart’s tongue fern (Phy/litis 
Scoeopendrium): Long leathery 
evergreen leaves, waved and crest- 
ed, quite unlike other ferns. An 
established clump is something to 
prize. 

Lobelia erinus: Deep blue dragon 
head flowers in late summer. Com- 
pact plant. 

Mossy saxifrages: Good to fill in 
joints; multitudes of tiny flowers, 
Polypody ferns: Dark green and 
leathery the year around; 6 to 8 
inches high. 

Primulas: Many like cool shade 
and loose, humusy soil. If you can 
grow them, these are wonderful. 
Sweet woodruf: A dainty, useful 
herb; creeping stems, whorled 
leaves, filmy white flowers. Must

Rodney and I were making summer plans. Already we had 
decided to take our eleven-year-olds, Ellen, Lisa and Bruce, 
to the Trapp family’s music camp in Vermont for ten days of 
recorder (wooden flute) playing. Should we fly? Or could 
we drive. extending our route into a ten thousand mile loop 
which would really show us America?

“They got tired—they got restless. But if we could prevent 
that?

Optimism prevailed. We put the invitation to the children.

mutual anticipation to ever greater heights.

Although the enthusiasm of our getaway would have 
carried us through a really long and steady first day’s run, 
from the beginning we broke our driving time into short 
stretches.

Later we cooked our dinner in Las Vegas City Park, played 
some baseball on the big lawns, then drove on to Boulder City, 
where we ended our first day in high good humor after a dip 
in the motel pool. 

So far so good. No one had become car-weary. No one 
had been bored. No one had become bad-tempered or 
yammered for a meal. 

Practically all of our night stops were made, like our 
first, at motels. Though we carried camping equipment which 
enabled us to drive a stretch after dinner free of fears about 
not finding motel accommodations, we had little trouble and 


only needed the camp equipment once. 


cutis for the night saw each of us unloading his personal 
bag, establishing bathing order, rinsing out our nylon or 
seersucker underwear and shirts. 

In the personal bags were sweater, pajamas, towel, toilet 
kit and such personal conveniences as collapsible drinking cup, 
writing materials, map and individual camera equipment. 

Our clothing changes we packed all together. Using three 
foot-lockers, we devoted the first to cross-country travel clothes, 
the second to the more dressed-up outfits we wanted for seeing 
Washington D.C., New York, etc., and the third to clothes for 
the ten-day stay we planned at the Trapps’ music camp. 

This “area” basis for dividing clothes we found a great 
energy saver, as it meant that on any night not more than 
one foot-locker need be unloaded. Often not even that was 
necessary as our use of nylon, seersucker and squaw-cloth 
clothing made rinsing out easy and kept clothes-changing to 
a minimum. Laundry (aside from our nightly rinsing) was 
done only twice during the six weeks—once in a laundromat 
while we toured Mt. Vernon and again in Vermont during 
our stop at the Trapps. 

Besides camping things and clothes, other living gear we 
took included a straw picnic basket, small hibachi (Japanese 
charcoal stove) and a box of cooking utensils and food. We 
found that on’the whole we preferred the meals we cooked 
ourselves to those in restaurants. Not only was the food better 
and less expensive, but the advance planning and shopping 


provided additional amusement. 


iomica at a park or at one of the roadside tables we found 
conveniently placed throughout the country, each of us carried 
a load from the car and took over his accustomed job. Bruce 
quickly gathered twigs to start the charcoal hibachi; Lisa got 


water and prepared fruit or vegetable; Ellen spread our oil- 


cloth and set the table; while Rodney put on the meat to cook 
and | hovered about. An hour’s stop gave more than enough 
time to cook, eat, clean up, have a game of baseball, take a 
picture, go on our way refreshed. 

Early in the trip we started record books, dividing material 
three ways. Each child volunteered for the topic that attracted 
him most. Bruce maintained a time and mileage log, while 
Lisa kept our daily expense account and Ellen a written 
record on all photographic shots. The children kept their 
records well and faithfully and learned a lot while doing it. 
Now it is their books that give me my only notes for this 
article. Carefully I decipher their accounts of our stop at 
the “Peterfad (petrified!) Forest” or our visit to the “Box 
side (bauxite) mine.”

R.. number six obviously came by way of the adults, and 
we were uncertain how it might be received. But with so much 
driving in hot weather, sweets must be kept to a minimum 
and we thought that a general prohibition would in the end 
cause less friction than would constant haggling over when 
such foods might be bought. Actually this rule was accepted 
in good spirit along with the others. 

Altogether we were astonished at the even tempers and 
high level of interest maintained throughout the summer, and 
we chose to believe that our care against fatigue was at least 
partly responsible. Setting aside stopovers at the Trapps’ and 
in New York, Washington, D. C., and Nevada where we spent 
three days with friends, our average day’s run was 300 miles. 
The number of over-all hours from morning till night con- 
cerned none of us as long as we included plenty of relaxing 
stops. Travel stretches we kept short and broken by whatever 
natural means might arise. 

We had left home equipped with game books, and for the 
first days out we played from these, accumulating lists of 
objects seen along the road, spotting other states’ license plates, 
etc. But we soon discovered that there was no need to try to 
amuse the children.

N.. is a good time to build a home. And now is a good time 
to furnish and equip it, for we are entering a new, promising 
period of domestic tranquility which we at HousE BEAUTIFUL 
have been calling the New Conservatism.

Neither can the flames which are executing a group jig in 
my fireplace as I write, the yellow curtain which crows 
whenever someone in a blue dress stands near it, the giant 
dowager of a willow which sometimes essays a ponderous 
curtsy when I pass through the park on my way to work. 

Does that sound extravagant? In plain American, corny ? 
My defense is of the built-in type. Fire-on-the-hearth, yellow- 
curtain and intricately-moving-massive-green-foliage experi- 
ences are all embarrassingly unutterable. Perhaps the most 
appropriate way to signal my awareness of them would be 
to jig. crow and wave my hat. But decorum, decorum. 

Take another example. If Charles, our cocker spaniel, 
seems to find the ground back of the house teeming with 
new marvels every morning, it doesn’t follow that his senses 
are more acute than ours. The principal reason for his quiv- 
ering excitement may be his inability to cut off the power, 
to short-circuit his awareness of sounds and perfumes by 
making some solemn observation like “Now. now, Charles. 
this is merely the back yard, same as always.” He knows it is 


never the same for two days, or two hours, in a row.

And if we are more aware of the taste of crisp, golden 
fried potatoes than of the pattern of exposed roof timbers, 
it doesn’t follow that we are more gourmet than architect. 
It may be just that we have never learned not to indulge in 
prose with our eyes full.

What worries me is our pre- 
mature verbalism, our hasty use of words to dismiss things 
rather than call them. | am told that certain primitive men 
feel that if their god is named vaguely or carelessly —in vain, 
one might say—he will go away; the tribe, that is. will no 
longer be aware of his living presence. There is wisdom in 
that taboo. 

But I am told also that we can think only in words. | do 
not believe this. Many husbands spend the first half hour 
of every day thinking exclusively in terms of scalding coffee 
spreading through the body cavity like the glow in an 
awakening radio tube. Suill, | grant we are talking animals; 
once the husband is warmed up he does begin almost auto- 
matically to form phrases about where is his newspaper. 
And if alert, sensuous silence is the only technique for aware- 
ness, aren't we doomed to dimness most of the time? 

Fortunately, silence, although the best. is not the only 
method. There is a way by which we can relieve that familiar 
pressure back of our tongues and still avoid the prose gen-

SUMMER HEAT IS MAN-MADE

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See can be cool. There is no longer any excuse for 





sweltering. Summer heat in our houses and apartments is 
mostly man-made by wrong design. We know, from new 
research, just how a house heats up; that means we also 
know how to keep it cool. It’s easy, next time you move, to 
tell a hot house from a cool one, It’s easy, too, to make 
your present place cooler. 

Heat gets into the house by a few main routes. These 
can be blocked. The biggest single lot of heat gets in through! 
the attic. Most attics are unbearably hot. In the course of 
the day, this heat works down into the materials of the attic) 


floor—the floor-boards, the insulation, the plaster which 





forms the ceiling of the rooms below. This is how the indoors 
becomes hotter and more oppressive than the outdoors: 
“radiant” heat is shining at you from sun-warmed ceilings. 
The ceilings stay warm and keep radiating heat long after 
the outdoors has cooled off. You sit there, on a summer 
evening, with the heat on, 

This effect is especially bad in bedrooms because they 
are usually upstairs right under the attic. Also, when you 
lie down, you expose yourself full-length to the “infrared 
rays.” After ten minutes or so the room seems much hotter 
than it seemed when you first came in, For the same reason. 
a bedroom may be hotter for children, lying in bed, than for 
the parents who merely put them to bed. And now that we 
are building so many single-story houses, every room is, s¢ 
to speak, an upstairs room, and the warm ceiling, radiating} 


heat, has become the main source of summer discomfort}

In tropical countries people know this. The Belgians in 


the Congo put one vent high in the attic, another low near 
the attic floor. Because hot air rises, the attic ventilates itself 
even if there is no breeze. The Dutch houses in the East 
Indies have extremely tall roofs with big vents on top. The 
tallness increases the updraft, just as it would in a chimney. 
The harder the sun shines on such a room the harder it draws 
hot air from the house. 

2. An attic fan. This is perhaps the easiest way to doctor 
a house. The fan blows the hot attic air out one hole, Fresh 
air flows into the attic through another hole or window. 
The fresh air, being the cooler, creeps along the attic floor 
and keeps it cool. Such a fan is simple and cheap and can 
be put into almost any house. Many people think that an 
attic fan must necessarily draw air out of the living quarters 
of the house. It can do that. Its a good system. But it gets 
to be more complicated, with self-opening, louvered vent 


holes and ducts. It gets to be expensive. and people shy away. 


Properly designed structures control sun-heat. The louvers 
of this trellis are carefully positioned to intercept. slant- 


ing rays which would penetrate glass wall, heat up house.

Well. this other kind of fan, which simply draws air across 
the attic, is also very effective—and much simpler. 

You run the fan all day. The effect shows up most clearly 
at night because. by that time. with a non-ventilated attic, 
the bedroom ceiling would be warm. Now they are cool. 
But you probably won't notice this. You'll simply say: “It 
hasn’t been so hot this summer.” 

3. A white roof. It reflects sunshine instead of absorbing 
it. It therefore is cooler, just as white clothes are cooler. 
Therefore, everything under a white roof stays cooler. This 
has been known for centuries in southern climates. Now the 
white roof is moving north. Farmers are using white roofs 
on barns. Airliners recently went to white cabin tops, to 
keep from heating up at airports. You can now even buy 
tar-paper in white. In another 20 years, the white roof will 


probably be as “typically American” as the skyscraper is. 
The second big wave of heat gets into a house through 
the west wall. Most people think the south side of a house

S l MIM ER HEAT Is MAN-MADE continued 


delivers the wallop; it’s the west wall that gets pounded. 


The wall becomes warm all through; it stays warm for many 


hours after sunset, and it heats up the indoors through’ 


radiant heating, just as a warm ceiling does. 

To stop this, simply put shade on the west wall. In the 
old South they knew that little trick. Old houses there almost 
invariably have shade trees exactly to the west. We moderns, 
less observant, like to plant shade trees south of a house. 
But there the tree throws shade only in winter when the sun 
is low. The high summer sun comes right in over the top 
of the tree; and the west sun, the real trouble-maker, still 
has free access. 

To shade your west wall, you need not wait fer a tree 
to grow. Vines on the wall do almost as well as a tree. 
A garage at the west end of the house is another cool arrange- 
ment; it acts on that side of the house much as a well- 
ventilated attic does on top. 

An entirely different west-wall idea has come from Spain 
via Mexico. Here the west wall is not shaded, but is made 
of thick masonry, even though the rest of the house is 
made of wood, Because heat travels through stone at about 
an inch per hour, the afternoon sun-heat arrives indoors 
in the cold dawn. This is good in high and desert-like 
country, where dawn is cold, and the heat may be welcome. 
It works less well in regions that have moist heat, because 
moist air doesn’t cool off much at night. 

The west-shade idea is useful to know about in picking 
a house, a building lot, or an apartment. A place from which

which you can’t. A tall building west of a house is as good 
as a tree. A mountain can be better. Palm Springs, in the 
California desert, is so livable because San Jacinto Peak, 
10,000 feet high, is west of it and shades it in the afternoon. 

The third big wave of heat comes in through the glass, 
Larger windows and outright glass walls are one of the main 
attractions of the present-day house. But they also spoil 
many houses and make them nearly unlivable. Glass that 
the sun shines on is a heat trap. The sun’s rays come in 
through it almost as if the glass weren't there. Once in, 
they heat things up and the heat then can’t, escape. That’s 
how a greenhouse gets so hot. It therefore makes all the 
difference in the world which compass direction a window 
faces. : 

West-facing glass is murder, The sun pours in through 
it all afternoon and heats the house just at the hottest time 
of day. In the sun country—Arizona, New Mexico, Cali- 
fornia—people know that. Many houses there turn a blank 
wall toward the west. East-facing glass lets in a lot of heat 
in the early morning hours. This robs the house of all its 
stored-up night coolness and makes the whole day hotter, 
East windows, too, should be small and few. 

If your house suffers from too much west or east glass, 
you can doctor it. Cut the sun off before it hits the glass, with 


window shades. The type doesn’t matter; shutters, awnings,

of flowering trees

oe is a wonderful awareness in this country which 
we have been happy to help stimulate and encourage. Both 
the gardeners who cherish fine plants and practical home- 
owners who want merely to clothe their property with effective 
landscaping are finding that they can have better gardens for 
less effort and a lower investment by relying on plants which 
do double or even triple duty. 

They use evergreens (described in House BreAuTIFUL in 
April and May) extensively. and for the gay color which most 
people find necessary in a garden they choose trees, shrubs 
and ground covers which produce notable flowers in addition 
to their other landscape functions. 

The flowering trees may not be wise replacements for oaks 
and maples, but more often than most people realize they 
can be used where the shade or shape of a tree is needed. 
While it’s not always possible to sit beneath the branches of 


young flowering trees, their refreshing, leafy greenness will

keep cool the walls and soil they shade and shield windows 
from unwanted views just as other trees do. And they have 
the wonderful advantage of contributing to the garden scene 
lively flower color plus, in some cases, fruit and bright 
autumn foliage changes. 

While these trees are ideally suited to today’s smaller 
gardens, they can be breathtakingly impressive when grouped 
in large plantings. Indeed, it would be hard to find a home 
garden without space for at least one good flowering tree. 

In many city gardens tubbed cherries or laburnums, hoisted 
to rooftops by ropes and pulleys or carted up in elevators, 
are gay backgrounds for evening parties. In back yards 
dogwoods bloom pink or white against the blue skies of May 
and June, blaze crimson-leaved in September or October, then 
present bright, berry-laden branches to hungry birds bound 
South.

The only way to size up lawn equip- 
ment is to try it on the grass. House 
BEAUTIFUL gets sample machines of the 
new models six to nine months before 
they go on sale. Last summer we were 
busy testing those we report on here. We 
found 25 important improvements. 
Self-starters are the real big news. 
Jacobsen has it on their “Lawn Queen.” 
It’s a 6-volt system, You merely push a 
button to start the engine. The battery 
is good for a whole season of starts be- 
fore it needs recharging. 

Sit-down mowing can be done by ma- 
chines built for the job, or by adding 
riding equipment like the “Reo” or 
“Mower-cycle” shown above. 

I’ve had three years experience with 
my “Ride-A-Mower.” and have watched 
a neighbor with his “Homko” for two 
years. Grass cutting is as fine as if we 
had walked all those miles behind con- 
ventional power mowers. Both machines 
were built as riders, but I can see no 
reason why you wouldn’t be just as 
happy with a conversion of your present 
mower by adding a “Mower-cycle” or a 
“Reo” rider. Choice between them must 
be yours. “Mower-cycle” puts the rider 
ahead of the engine fumes, and puts the 
weight on the driving wheels (important 
in hilly going). “Reo” permits you to 
mow closer to trees in the lawn. Both 
cost about $40. Neither requires more 
than thirty minutes to install, so it is 
practical to take them off for easier 
winter storage. 

None of these riders reverse under 
their own power, but the “Snappin’ 
Turtle” does have this feature. | must 
admit it made me feel like a king to 





ride up to a tree. then back away, all 
without leaving the seat. 

You may wonder about sulky trailers 
that merely trail behind your mower. 
Yes, these exist. They have been on 
the market for a long time, in fact, but 
they are deservedly unpopular for home 
lawns because they make the mowers so 
long that they are impractical for the 
many short turns required in mowing 
lawns. In addition I have never been 
able to figure any way to collapse them 
into a reasonable-size package for winter 
storage. The golf course has big barns 
for storing them, but | am limited to the 
usual garage plus a small garden storage 
house. 

One caution about all riders: Do keep 

in mind that riding mowers have to lug 
you around. so they must have extra 
power. If your present mower already 
has a tough time handling heavy growth 
of grass. forget the riding angle. Simi- 
larly. if your lawn is steeply hilly, better 
forgo riding attachments and wait until 
you buy a new mower. Then buy one 
built as a rider. Many manufacturers 
offer a choice of engine sizes, so be sure 
to request maximum power available for 
your hilly going. 
Power-trimmers look like toys. but 
are mighty effective work-savers. They 
make it practical io whisk through lawn 
mowing. without bothering to try to cut 
closely around trees or slow down for 
tight corners. Electric trimmers make 
short work of these trimming jobs and 
let me stand while doing it. 

But what about the nuisapce oi the 
trailing electric cord, you may ask. I

right length: anything longer gets 
too heavy to drag along. If you 
can’t locate plug in spots close 
enough for this, I’d suggest you 
get a gasoline powered trimmer. 
They are far more expensive, but 
are completely self-contained. I 
tested one experimentally for a 
whole summer; no garden work- 
saver ever pleased me more. The 
powerful little engine weighs only 
an unbelievable five pounds. 

Electric trimmers are made in 
a variety of styles. My Connecti- 
cut lawn has many huge boulders 
in it, so wheel-less kinds like 
“Seymour-Smith” aren’t for me, 
although fine for perfectly smooth 
“show lawns.” 

Some trimmers are so made 
that they can be turned on their

This is the grass stopper—one spray keeps the lawn 
from growing taller for 2 months. But if too much 
is used, the grass dies. Its makers suggest that it 
be used only as a chemical edger, not for the whole 
lawn.

Lawn feeding now can be turned over to the local 
oil company. It will spray-feed the lawn on a 
regular schedule, all without further attention on 
the owner’s part. As with oil delivery, it is not 
even necessary that anyone be at home when de- 
livery is made. Since the plant food is applied as 
a spray, there is also no need to follow it up with 
a lawn sprinkling to wash it off the tender blades 
of grass. In fact, the spraying is simultaneously 
an effective watering. The water, by the way, is 
supplied by the truck, not via the home water meter. 

Why is the oil company doing this? Surprisingly, 
it isn’t for profit. Rather, it is to allow them to 
keep the same drivers year round instead of 
recruiting new ones each fall. Secondly, the oil 
business is so competitive that a “plus” service 
like this makes it easier for a company to sign 


up more home oil business, which is profitable.

Everything depends upon the honesty of the dealer. 
Does he clean every last bit of oil out of the truck 
before starting? Does he use quality lawn food? 
Enough of it? Is the mix agitated constantly so 
that everybody gets a uniform feed, or does someone 
get all water? 

Obviously a reliable oil dealer doesn’t want to 
take chances on losing his oil business, too. He 
uses nationally known brands of lawn food, and 
the recommended dilutions and rates of use. Many 
of the better dealers are agents for a natural lawn- 
feeding service which trains the drivers how to feed 
grass correctly. 

Beware, though, of the fellow who sets himself 
up in the lawn-feeding business only. He can’t 
compete with the “no profit” prices of a fuel oil 
company except by supplying less than you think 
you are buying. Already the National Better Busi- 
ness Bureau is concerned about the situation. State 
fertilizer laws protect the buyer of plant food, but 
not the buyer of a lawn feeding service. Yes, fraud 
could be prosecuted, but how can a homeowner 
prove he got just plain water or less than he paid 


for? So know the man before you sign up.

Decorating with pebbles and stones

RUG MAKING FOR BEGINNERS

ae wonderful thing about making rugs on a base material 
is that there are so many simple ways to go about it, such, 
a variety of textures and effects you can end up with. You can 
work in any direction; you can put in and pull out, work over 
and fix up, or change your plan if necessary. 

There are four basic methods of working on a foundation 
‘fabric: hooking, knotting, stitching, and appliqué. Each can be 
used separately for an entire rug or you can make endless 
combinations of the different methods. The effects and textures 
worked in a rug come from the techniques used as well as 
from the materials, so it helps a rugmaker to have a stockpile 
or vocabulary of techniques to choose from as well as a 
stockpile of materials and colors. 

If you need a rug but are short on time, you can work with 
a speed hooker on a base stretched tightly on a frame, and 
hook a simple 3’ x 5’ rug in about 25 hours. Or you can work 
with a rug hook, which is slower but makes a pleasant pastime. 
You can even work on your lap and make a beautiful knotted 
rug of yarn with just a needle. You can dig up old clothing - 
and materials and make your rug for next to nothing, or you 
can buy the most beautiful yarns. 

Perhaps the hardest part of making a nice rug is to be 
simple about it and to be yourself. Don’t think of it as a project 
that must flabbergast the neighbors or take prizes or be an 
heirloom. Don’t worry about whether you or anyone else is 
going to label it Modern Art. Don’t break your’‘neck trying 
to prove you are the most creative critter in the country. Once 
past these stumbling blocks, you can go peacefully ahead and 
work out a nice contemporary rug in peace and quiet with 


every chance that it will be successful. 


Each strip of the sampler at the left shows one of the methods 
which can be used alone or in combination: 


1. Hooking. Here long yarn loops have been clipped to form a 
texture strip on a background of hooked rags. 


2. Needle-knotting. Ghiordes knots made with different-length 
loops. One row has been clipped. This is a true Turkish knot 
and is the same knot used on the Rya rugs of Sweden. 


3. Stitching. Straight stitches couch down heavy wool. strips. 
Diagonal stitching was done over strips of sponge rubber. 


4. Appliqué. Ribbon candy effect of two wool strips, folded and 
gathered. was appliquéd to base and then surrounded with hooked 
white yarn. Scattered dark loops are examples of overhooking 
because they were hooked right through the original hooking.

ooking can be done in many ways 


and give many different effects 


To avoid confusion, the term hooking includes any and 
every way of pushing or pulling a loop or tuft through a back- 
ing. At the top of the sampler at right you see very fine loops 
only 4%” high. By exactly the same simple method of pulling 
loops through a backing with a hook, you can make a shaggy 
rug, as soft as a mattress, with a pile 2” thick. 

For extra short or very long or heavy loops you should 
hook from the front using a crochet type of rug hook. For the 
middle range you can hook from the front or use your choice 
of speed hookers from the back with the base fabric stretched 
tightly on some simple frame. (More information about hook- 
ing, tools, fabrics and equipment on pages 144-145.) 

Cotton and linen rug backings give long wear and are 
recommended by people experienced in the rug business, but 
they cost more than the traditional burlap. Actually you can 
hook through any material that is not too tightly woven. 

Simple frames can be made with 4 sticks and 4 C-clamps. 
A small frame for sample pieces can be made with 4 short boards 
at least 4’ wide nailed together like a bottomless box. 

The best way to realize the possibilities of hooking is to 
try some sampler strips like the one at the right of this page. 
Each strip is hooked to give a different texture effect and the 
snips show a wide variety of materials. 

Of course you can make a rug with just one type of material, 
but most collections of salvage materials include a bit of every- 
thing. Experimenting will disclose ways of using almost 
everything and develop ideas about taking advantage of 
different weights and textures to give richness and variety 
to even simple rug designs. 

Collecting rags is not a private matter. Let all your friends 
know that you are desperately in need of rags, cast-offs and 
leftovers. If you don’t want to get snowed under, limit your 
appeal to a color range. That will save dyeing and turn up 
wonderful colors that you never thought of, but find useful. 

Don’t decide that your rug must end up exactly so and so; 
you spoil half the fun. The types of things you gather together, 
and especially the colors, can be a great aid in helping you 
work out a final plan. With a collection of materials in a range 
of colors that have variety, yet hold together as a group, all you 
have to do is to decide on a pleasant way of assembling them. 
So start laying them out on the floor just as you might 
: arrange and rearrange designs with colored pebbles when you 


are sunning yourself at the beach. (Please turn the page)

Overhooking: This means hooking again through an area 
that has already been hooked. You can pull in extra loops 
from the front, but when using yarn it is easier to work 
from the back. In this way it is easy to add color sparkle or 
some special texture variation, just as an artist adds final 
touches to his canvas. 

Overhooking was used in both the rugs shown on this page. 
in Lichens, a punch needle was used to add both color varia- 
tion and mass to the central motif. Then longer loops were 
put in to add both color and texture to the spots in the 
background. These were then clipped. 

In Laeed Eges, overhooking was used in a different way. 
The lines in the design were planned from the beginning 
and drawn on the backing, but to save a great deal of stop- 
ping and starting they were hooked in last. The same 


speed hooker was used for hooking and overhooking.

How to Treat Fresh Fish 

Fish, meaning the “finny” kind, 
need be no less festive than their 
shelled, more colorful relatives. If 
you’ve never served a noble salmon 
grilled or barbecued, or a whole 
baked stuffed fish dressed with a 
shrimp or lobster sauce, just take 
my word that these can be con- 
versation pieces and as delicious 
as any other gourmet fare. 

Fish run the whole gamut of 
taste and texture, but each has its 
own charm and should be prepared 
in its For instance, a 
“fat” fish, such as salmon or mack-

back door open), water seeps out. 

The fourth big source of heat is 
glare. Both sky and ground glare 
get into the house the same way 
sunshine does. through the walls 
and windows. Both are sunshine. 
The difference is—they are indirect 
sunshine. Sky glare is sunshine 
scattered by dust and water vapor 
in the air. and by clouds. It comes 
from all over the sky and hits the 
house from all sides. It is charac- 
teristic of low. moist-hot countries 
and comes with a silvery sky. The 
eastern United States has it bad, 
because hot weather comes with 
‘moist air from the Gulf of Mexico, 
into which we mix a lot of forest 
fire smoke and industrial smoke. 
By the time this air gets to Wash- 
ington or New York it is sometimes 
so hazy you’d almost say the sky 
was overcast. On such a day you 
can feel sky glare if you stand near 
any window, even a north window. 
On your cheeks it feels almost as 
if the sun were shining in your 
face. The whole sky is hot. Planters 
of the old South put porticoes and 
broad verandas around their houses 
te block out large portions of the 
hot sky. .Today’s smaller house 
needs the same thing, without the 
splendor. It simply needs a broad 
roof overhang on all sides of the 
house as a protection against a hot 
sky. Such a roof overhang also lets 
you leave the windows open during 
rain showers. 


(ROUND glare is sunshine re- 
Ui flected by the ground, plus heat 
‘radiation from the ground itself: 
paved streets, parking lots, paved 


terraces, buildings. It’s strongest 
‘in high, arid country, and goes with 
‘clear air and a deep blue sky. It 
is strong also in cities where we 
create artificial deserts. The reason 
why it’s usually “ten degrees cooler 
in the suburbs” is that there is less 
ground glare there. Ground glare 
comes at the house sidewise, and 
even slightly upward. The answer 
is a garden wall or board fence six 
to ten feet tall. The Arabs invented 
this design. From them it has come 
‘via Spain and Mexico into our 
California, 
the tall board fence is now a stand- 
ard feature. Such a fence gives 
privacy; the fence-enclosed patio

Even more, it acts as an outright 
cooling device at night, heat radi-

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ates from the courtyard straight 
up into the cold sky. But heat radia- 
tions from the surrounding build- 
ings, streets, hills are kept out. 
This cooling action starts even be- 
fore sunset, and continues all night. 
By and by, a pool of cold air forms 
in the courtyard, and comes through 
windows and doors into the house. 
You get cool nights and the stored- 
up coolness then lasts well into the 
next day. It shows the house is a 
machine that sucks in heat, and 
spews out heat. It might as well 
be designed to do the right thing 
at the right time of day and year. 


EOPLE could be much more 
comfortable than they think. 


They bear a sweltering summer as § 


one of life’s trials: So it’s hot! So 
what? Get your work done. This is 
no doubt the right spirit, but used 
on the wrong occasion. Being too 
hot is like 2 poor diet or lack of 
sleep. It’s inefficient. It also affects 
the mind. almost like a drug. Pro- 
fessor L. P. Herrington, of the John 
B. Pierce Foundation. kept Yale 


boys in rooms that were too cool | — 
and too hot. and observed and tested | 


them. He found that a cool place 
makes people sit up straight, feel 
brisk, even hurried. Their minds 
are accurate. They want things 
tidy. A hot place makes people 
want to lie down. They feel more 
dreamy and contemplative. Even 
the absent-minded doodlings of the 
boys changed with the temperature. 
In a cold room they were right- 
angled, accurate—buildings, ma- 
chines, engineering stuff. In the hot 


room they were curving, sexy. 


But, you might say, why bother | 


with all this east and west stuff? 
Why not simply put in air condi- 
toning? Answer. It’s expensive to 
air-condition a house that is trying 
to be hot. Man-made coolness has 
to battle man-made heat. It is cheap 
to air-condition a house that’s try- 
ing to be cool. A smaller machine 
will do; it needn’t run so much; 
it can take in more fresh air and 
re-circulate less stale air, and it 
can dry the air more. And so today 
it is the air conditioning engineer, 
of all people, who is calling for 
the white roof, the ventilated attic, 
the blank west wall, the broad roof 
overhang, the south-facing glass. 
It turns out that there is no real 
difference between a house built to 
be air conditioned and a house 
built to be comfortable without air 
and the ancient, al-

ContTINUED FROM PAGE 93 
drains vividness. It is to use—to 
think and feel in—a terminology 
which is so specific and so fresh 
that it is almost a new vocabulary. 
Precision in language is often 
praised as an aid to communication 
and as one of the highest forms 
of courtesy. It is much more than 
that; it is one of the essential dis- 
ciplines of the private sensibility. 

The mere search for exact words, 
carried out with humor and humil- 
ity. can be a powerful aid to aware- 
ness. Of course we never really find 
them, since true awareness is al- 
ways untranslatable. But usually, 
if we persist in our experiments, 
we are rewarded by an unexpected 
experience: The veil of clichés lifts 
for a second and reveals the thing— 
the fire. the curtain or the willow— 
in itself. We get it. 

General words, useful as_ they 
are in public life, have a defect: 
They generalize. I can cite the wall 
which marks the southern bound- 
ary of my city lot. It is constructed 
of the most materialistic rocks I 
have ever seer, and yet if I pro- 
nounce the dread word “wall” in 
the proper feckless manner I can 
make it crumble and recede in my 
awareness. [t will start to go away. 
Why? Because I have pronounced 
judgment on it. I have told myself 
that it is like all the other wall!s 
in the world, and I am therefore 
aware only of what it shares with 
other walls—which adds up to lit- 
tle more than a vague outline plus 
opaqueness. I have made my wall 
common. 

But in reality it is veined, stained, 
eroded, grizzled and askew like no 
other; it is as expressive as the face 
of John L. Lewis. It is an ancient, 
Celtic-American, unabashed ham 
actor of a wall, planted straddle- 
legged and solid in a neighborhood 
of thin-shanked ingénue fences. 
And trying as I am now to catalog 
its qualities helps me to surprise 
it in its own absurd and august 
uniqueness.
